*‘any game of mere skill, wherever played.” The corresponding seotiuu 
(section 10) of Bengal Act II of 1867 declares that the foregoing provisions 
of that Act shall not apply to ‘‘billiards, whist or any other game of 
mere skill, wherever played,'’ while section 11 of tbe Act exempts 
from the purview of that section every game ** not being a game ol mere 
skill. ” I'he first of these exemptions is narrower than the second, since 
it is so framed as to l)e subject to the efumUm gttntirw rule of construe- 
tioii. It is desirable that the ditference between these two oxemptimts 
should be removed, and, further, that games of mere skill should be exenipU^d 
from the purview of this Act ia the same terms as those which arc employ^ iu 
Act III of 1867 and which it is proposed, by Hub.clamie8 (/} and B) of clause 3 
of the Bill, to introduce into the .Acts of 1^57 and 1866.

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NOTE OF DISSENT BY THE Hon’blk Mb. J. G. APCAB. ’ 

When the Calcutta Municipal Act now in force (pVes power to borrow 
for works of a j>ermanent nature only, it ia proposed in the Bill to swing 
to the other extreme, and authorise loans for any purpose whoever. 
Neither under the Public Health Act in where, before sanction is 

given for a loan, experts fr<nu Ihe Local Governuient Board make inquiiies 
regarding the objects for which a loan is asked, and regard is paid almost 
exclusively to tht' character of the works, nor in Bombay or Madras, is 
such an extensive ]>ower fouinl. I do not su gg est that we should adhere to 
a rigid interjntHatiou of the tenn “ (termaneut work,” but 1 strongly support 
tlie view that there slnniM be Home limit placed, by law, with regard to 
the purposes for wliich the t’aloutta (..'orporation may borrow. The law in 
this behalf in the Bomlui> Municipal Act which is rej^rocluoed, in identical 
teruis, fr(>m the Kiiglish Public Ht^altlis Act, is in the folhiwing terms : 

• M oiioy shall not he borrowed for the execution of any work other than a 
pe rmanent work, including undtn’ this expression any work of which the cost 
ought, in tht‘ opiirum of Government, to spreatl ovi*r a term i»f years.” The

In all this, how can any difficulty or defect rightly b»'attributed to a 
< 'oinnion Sinking Fund? If defects are inherent in that system they would 
bectane aj'i'arcnt wherever it is found. ’I'be principle of a l^uninou Sinking 
Fuinl has bt't'ii gaining favour and there are an increasing number of Statutes 
establishing that system in England, But to no further than to the 
Btnnbay Corporation’ where the Coinuion vSinking Fund is maintained. The 
City of Bombay MnnuMiJal .Act has betm before their Li'gi.siature for uunlifi- 
cation or ad<iitit>n on sixteen ix^easions since it was first passed in 1888. the 
las-t ix easion liaviii^ been in aini yet we have not heard any suggestion 

of chnng<» in their Sinking Fuml fnuii the t.'oinnion to the Se|m.ratc system. 
The framers of I he Bombay Act ttK»k their law ri'lating to b<uis from the 
English I*nbltc H«*alth Act which, in essentials and principles, is the same 
as the Local Loans A«.*t, but in Bombay all that .vas requiretl was faithfully 
incorporat**d in their Act ami their law reg-arding the rej>ayrnent of their 
loans .»iit of their Sinking Fuml has been administenKl witinnit Inwible or 
frictiiHi sinee it first was iKtss«x]. 

It shiMihl not to be supposis] t'fat the shortage in the Calcutta Corimr- 
ation has occuriasl exclusively in the adininisf rat ion iindiT the present 
Calcutta Municipal Act. The contribution of 1 [st cent, in the latter Act 
cannot. I fear, be saui t«> have bisui fixtsl .vitb any idea of jvrescribing any 
particular tM-riivl for loans. 'Fhe framers of tli • present Ad apT>*>ar simply 
to iiave followed, with n*g:ird to the amount of the annual contribntiitn. thi* 
then existing law. The .V«*r, of IH.si amended the Ai't of 1878 by nslucing 
the coniribut'.on from ist cent, to not }e».s th.aii 1 jsT fent. This re«lu«‘lion 
was ma>it‘. it is interesting to find, on the i*.xprcss f.'rouml th.at ^ |s*r •'ciil. 
I'ontrtbution to the Sinking Fund would ncce.ssitat*' increase^! taxation and 
unnt*<-(»ssarily throw a' burden t.>n the present generation t»f r.»t*<'payers.

When any portion of the sinking fund is invested in iniinioipal deben> 
tures, there is no reastm why such debentures should not be perinitttHi to be 
cancelled, aud the amount of the debt to the extent of the faoe value 
of such del>entureH should not bo dt^omed to 1 h* repaid at fwr without any 
risk of discount, subject only to the payment of intereat or dividend into the 
sinking fund for the unexpirtnl pc^riod of tht' loan.

'I’lie Bill should tben.'fore 
provide, or rath»»r maintain, as in the prt>seut Act. a cotnnnm sinking fund, 
so that repayment of delw'ntures of loan mav* Im* inaile from the total 
accumulations in the fund by investing it in delwntares. Po.v«*r should be 
given to the (’orporatitm to Iwirrow from the sinking fund for carrying 
ifut loan works. The most important advantagi*H of ketqiiiig .a common 
sinking fund are— 

fi*) simplification of accounts, 

\ii) saving of interest. 

'I’he gain io the tJorjstation lies in the fact that borrowing from the 
j>ublje entails j aym« nt of I imt cent, by way of intert'sl to them, whereaa, if 
such borrowing be from the sinking fund. ,*l f'^'r cent, is only mnsJed as 
prescriln'd by < iioernment. In Knglaml and even in B«*mbay tUt^y have a 
common sinking fund. The brngUsh authorities rccognixe tho advantagaa of 
a etjmmiwi sinking fund {«■«? Archer, page 11). A separaiu aiKHSint of sinking 
fund in r«*Hp»*ct *»f ea<‘h Icon will be kept, but for the purfsisc of inveatmtmi 
and rejiuynient the sinking fund shoiiUl U* tnmtod as one fund and all the 
different liKifis as one d«*bt as is provided in the I'xisting Act. 

In this conn*‘ciion. the following extract from the report of the Beloct 
(.'ommitte#^ appoirite«l by the llottsit of Conuisms, on applioathm of sinkiug

This Government after a oare6il ocmaideraticm of the subject published 
a resolution on 28th Oetol>cr, 1912; in which it pointed out that sectitm 4d of 
the Bengal Municipal Act l^t the decision as to whether a Health 
Officer was necessary in a municipality to the Ccminissioners in meeting, but 
the advance in public opinion in regard to matters of sanitation and the 
iuiportanoe of their bearing on the general prosperity of the pro^nnee jwtidered 
it desirable that the Local Govominent ahould be empowered to insist, 
where necessary, on municipalities reaiiaing their responsibilitimi in the 
matter. It was proposed therefore to amend the Munioipid Act so as to 
enable Governnumt alter due noiiiioation to require a manicipaJity to appoint 
a Health Officer where this was shown to be necessary. Reference was 
made to the fact that the offer of the Government of India to provide half the 
salary of auoh an offioor obviati^ the possibility of any upaue hardship on 
individual municipalities. Thai the eircunistances of munieipidtties differed 
widely and the case of each would be dealt with on its own merits. 

** In aoconisnoe with these views, a'e have drafted the present Hilt. The 
provisions of the Bill when it is passed into law will only l>e introduot^d into 
such municipalities which, by reason of their area, population or auty spiKsial 
sanitary requinmient, an* caosidereii to l>e of sufficient importance to be 
called upon to appoint Health Officers or Sanitary’ Insp*ciors and this wifi be 
done after giving an opportunity to the munici()aJities concemi^d tw to any 
inhabilMt within the mnnicipaltt^* to raise objectimis, if any. Once the 
Act is declared to Im enforoe<l tn any municipality it wijl lie mitred to 
gq[>posnt Health Officers and Sanitaiy’ Inspectors or only Sanitary Idhpectors 
as the Loo^ Govemuiont may direct. Tb«* I^iieal flovcmuMmt will also 
dsiermine tbt* class of Health Offioor and the nuinlicr of Sanitary Inspectors 
which the muuirijiaUtj* will have to ctnjjfiltiy. The Local Govomroent will 
fix the salary of these officers to lie ^sud out of the municipal fund and tits 
allowances durti^r absence, and also determine the qaalificatton of tbs variens 
offieers. 

We have already made arrangements for tnttning of s osrtain number 
of^young men so tbst they may lie svailsble for employmeitt as Banilary 
inspectors. 

** When the prapose<| Icgislstion has lRH?n passtHl. it is inteadsd ordmsrily 
to require all municipalities with a population of atiout M,000 or 'ovjw to 
anqilcgr a Health Offioier of the first ola^s, while all munieipatituM urdli a 
pCfMilation of about 19,00l> and a yearly income of about fla. wiU hufu 

a Health Officer of the ssomd class. 

*' As regards Sanitary Inspeetcmi, it is pre^msed to dfvtde ^beot iulo tiio 
irlntT'iT on a jmy of Bs. SO— 6 —100 ami Rs. I00<~> 6~-150 nttpecAtvsily. it «i 
intended ordftiumly to require uU mnnicipalUies with u pi^faitHott of4diOll2v 
10,(KM> to employ one Sunituiy Im^j^tor, those with upcfMMttion of ivd 

Ssnitary lnspe<aors Mid those urttib s pcqMtlatton of 50,000, ^t tsuiU three ulMlk

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hardship. In a province, in some t>arts of which tlu; death-rate from malaria 
alone mounts up to 36*47 per mille, no eap«;nditure incurred for impro\’’ement 
of sanitation can be considered extravagant and no rules framed for the 
purpose should l>e deemed too stringent. Government has set the example 
and it is for local luxlies to follow it. 

“ I trust Hon’ble Members, who represent the interest of the pec^le in 
this Cbuncil, will share to a large extent in the anxiety of this Oov'ernment 
in the matter of sanitation, and this Hill will have a smooth passase 
through it. ” 

The motion was put and agreiMl to.

He said 

“ My Loan,—In making this umtimi 1 wish to point out that the SeWt 
Commttt4U) paid a great de«d <d attention to the details of this BilL They 
to^k it clause by clause and spont many hours in dealing with it. We Iiad the 
aasisianot* <jf the opinions of a considerable numU^r of Ass<x;iations who 
bad l*een retpiesit**! to favtsir us with th«‘ir vit»ws <.m the subject, and 
HUihougn we made no change* in th»* giuieral principles of the Bill, we 
introduced a %'ariety of small verbal amendments which I Indieve will be 
found to have iniprov<Hi the text of the Hill. The Bill has hitherto been 
tticut* or less uon-conU*ntious, and I do not think I shouKl detain the Council 
any further at this stagk* of the proemstliugs."

6. The Hoii'ble Habu Sur»*iidra Nath Ray mov<*d, by waj* of amend¬ 
ment to Motion No. !i. that the Bill, as «meiid*><l hy the Htdeci Committee, 
bt* republished, and be not further pri)Ci*<iMi>‘<i with duiiiig the present Session 
of the (*<Mincil. 


He said :— 

*’ My I lu^g to move that the Bengal Public Demands Recovery 

Hill, as atnend<*d by the Select <%Mninitteo, l»e tf^published, and l»e not further 
priwi'^xhtl with during the pn<!sent Sesshw of ('ouncil. In mo\dng this 
anumdment I must state at the txits«*t that rn.^'self and most of the non- 
nfficisi Meml»»*rs of the (Council (except those who were in the Select 
Cocnmitt4*e) have not had sulheient time to go throu^ the provisions of the 
Bill- It was Old)* on the 17th of this month that the Hill, as amended liy the 
Select tNmirnitiee. was placed before the i'ouncil and we were asked to send 
in our amendments on or liefore 11 a.m. of the 21st instant. We had 
practirally tmly three da>is' time given to us to consider the Hill. Moreover. 
It has so t hortsighly nurast by the S«deot Comraitte<* that it ou^t to 

be republisiuMl mo that the public, the leading Associations and the Preas 
ipay have an ii(>|sirtunity of expressing their views on tim important 
amendments nuide. I may assure you, My Lord, that it is not in a 
•pirit of rdnttruction that 1 am moving this amendment. It is sunfdy vriih a 
desire to get a little time to ibrot^ the Hill, that we might be w scene 
hf4p to y^sir lA>nlship‘s Osincil with our suggestions on naane cd tiui salient 
noinis of tht* Hill that 1 am asking for this m^tponemeut. There is absduttdy 
no reasiui to huny on the passing of this Hill. There is alrmuly an Act fmr 
the recover%* of public demands and under its provisions public damsiuls are 
being i^cm'rwl. Ko one, op to this time has said that the present Act is 
wtw^kabk'. or that the postponement of the passing of the Bitt for 
{cur mernihs would in any waj* prejudice the interest!! of the 
Mis pttbtio. VVhen a new Act is going to rrglace an old one. we cogiit tollp 
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that every opportunity is grivon to those who are roi^ly afTeoted by it to make 
their suggestions in their own humble way to your Lordship’s Government. 
Between this and the next session of the Uounoil <mly about three incmths’ 
time will intervene. This will give sullieient time to ail. Ko one will have 
any grievance hereafter. Under the ciroutnstancos f hope and Irust my 
amendment will be accepted by your Tiordsbip’s GovemnMmt

The Hon’BLR Mb. Lyon said :— 

” J am sorry 1 am unable on behalf of Government to aooept this mnend* 
ment. and I doubt whether the arguments put forward by the Hon’ble 
Member will commend themselves to the mature ctnisideraiion of the Council. 
The statement made by (be Hou’ble Member that the Act has Iteen 
thoroughly recast by the Select (.Committee will not, T submit, bear oareftil 
scrutiny. I do not think the Select Committee lias introduced one 
amendment bearing on the real principles of the Bill. We have followed 
out in every way the principles that were adopted by tlie original framers 
of the Bill, these principles being no new principles in themselves but the 
principles which exist in the present law for the recovery of public demands 
or in the Civil Prtx;edure CckIc. T do not thiiik any one of the amendments 
which have bf^eu introduced need have troubled Uoo'ble Members for more 
than half an hour. Apart from that there are really very few grounds 
which can l>e suggested for the postpcsieinent of this Bill. It was published 
in January last and circulated to a large nuinlMfr of Associstirwis, and these 
Associations have all sent in their opinions. Tlieir ofnnions have been full> 
considered by the Select C^unmittei' and have been placed tn^fore the 
Hoo’ble Members of this Council for their cruisideration. Only one of 
those Asa^iatlons entertNl in its reply a mild prot»>st that it had not 
had sufficient time to consider the Bill, but that Asscxiiatimi's rc'ply was so 
complete in itself that it was realty almost unnecessary niodt?sty that it 
should say that it had not had tinuvto consid<*r the Bill. It is perfect^ true 
from^ nutny }xsnts of view that*there is no reason for hurrying this Hill, and 
had it been a matter of introducing new priuciplt^s into the Irgislatum of 
this country, there would have been a g(.sxl <leat Isdiind that plea. But we 
are here concerned solely with amalgamating and eonsoltdating pnwiisiis 
Acts of the {.s^siature. This is a lawyer’s Bill in ev«»ry sense of the word, 
and I am giml to say that we have had very valuable legal advice in dealing 
with it in Select Co»i»inittet». Moreover, this lawyer’s BUI was pr^parc^ 
with the assistance and help of two prominent Judges of the Htg^ Court, 
JUx, Justice and 8ir Ashut^wii Makerji, and the Bill in its llEMd 

form was submitt^ to th*r latter gimtleman and ai^roved of by him. We 
have thus, at every 9 tage of our proceedings, taken all the tergal advice and 
help that we could procure. I am doubtful whether, if further time is gtvmt 
for the oensideratfoq of tliis Bill, that time' will be usefully occupied, I 
cannot help thinking that, if we postpone this Bill and take it up again, futhcr 
daring the rains or odd weather,' those gentlemen who have asked lor 
postpcsiemeni would not themselves proct^ to c«msider the BUf until It wga 
brought forward in (^noil again. It seems improbable that in the internal 
puidte attention would be drawn particularly to this Btli few ths very reaiscii 
that I have given, namely, that there are no new priaot|des to di|MWiji|Wi. 
In these ctreumsiances I cannot but think that the House will agrem dmlli 
will lie well to get thnaigh this little bit of pmctioal Jogwiatimi, ii^oh liaMi 
l>een framed cm very careful lines, and put it out of the way in of the 
more important and valuable Jegislation that wc have to diacuaa.** >

** My Lord,*-*«eoiidn 8 of the Public Demands Recovery Act was very wide 
m lie eom. It eaabrsoed all properties belonging to the certificato^debtor, 
bat the ^ect Oonmiltae thoo^t it expedient to curtail the operation of this 
i^ass and to restrict it to the immovable prop»rip of the certificate-debtor, 
sitaated within the district la which the certificate has been filed. 

Df course a min mi^ Usve property in two or three districts^ and in a 
ease like this, the Rel^t Committee thought it expedient to say that ail the 
immovable property situated outside the districts where certificates Inui Iwen- 
filed should not be attached and 1 fully agree with the Select Cominittee in 
this view. 

The amendment that 1 beg to propose doss not restrict the operation of 
tbs law any further, but it, auns at protecting the' interest of a 4oadj|Kds/ 
paroluwer for valuie without at the sams'timo prejudici^ the interest of JJSS 
certificate-holder. The princi^e that haa been embodmd ia this amSodms^

IS order of the aato: idf dtflhipat propert ahould be a little 
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altered, that the bonA fide purchaser or tlje gonoral public may uoi l>e merely 
at the mercy of the CertifioateHoffioor. So far aa ilie aciioe goes, I should say 
that in many cases wo have to oomidain agamet the>.i)oo-cK}ndoe til nodoes, 
but the effect of a notice in €he Public OemmMie ItetiOfCry Act is very 
sweeping. As soon as notice under seotidn 7 is «aryed> alp the properties 
of the judgment-debtor are at once att^hod, although Vit d^ not eontaiiT 
even the Bpecifioati(»i of the properti^ of the oertifleate^ebtor. The 
Hon’ble Member in charge may say that it will not be in aooordanoe with the 
principle of the Civil Prooedure C^e to alter the present proeedure. In r^ily, 
I beg to point out to him that, acceding to the Civ'd Preoeditrs Codsi, every 
profxjrty that is to bo attached is to be s|.ecified, and particulars ought to 
be given of all these properties, and the notice of attachment is to be 
.served, very carefully, not only in the hcMise of the jud(f|^ent*<lebtor or the 
oertiticate>debtor in this case, hut on evety property which is attached a 
sale proclamation is also required to be publish^ similarly hy beat cl drum; 
So, my Lord, this case is very clear and very,distinct^ Since all the properties 
of the judgment-debtor are attached, simply by a j^iiertd notice' served on the 
certificate-debtor personally, the provision of this Act is a very strict one. 
And we should at least do soutething by which this stringency at the law- 
might be softened. 

As*the object of imr legislatum is to do good to the p<:>ople without 
injuring anybody, 1 Indieve that the airnendment 1 pi^pcise satisfies this 
GcmditioD, and hope the House will agree witli me that if this amendment 
be accofAed, it will do real good to the people. My Lord, the sufferers 
under the old law are not few, 1 understand; I may include myself ss 
one of them. I purchased s property fmm s vendor, not knowing that a 
.notice under seethai of the Public iV'niands EU^mvery Act bad been served 
upon him. The ventlor had <ither properties from which the certifieste-holder 
could have realised his deiMhnd, but, my Lord, it was ncA dime. I had to 
pay the demand in full, which I realised afterwards. Now, my Ixnrd, when 
we can prevent future sufferings of the people in such matters by adding the 
above proviso, I see no reason shy we should not do it. With ihsss 
remarks, my Lord, I propose the amendfmmt iMi'fore the Council.',

“I do oot think, my Lord, ilut this ainenduK^nt will ct/imnenditself to 
the Members of this Council, who have had practical ex|)erience of the 
working of the Act either as revenue officers or as lawyers, or, if anyone of 
them ha« had that unfortunate experience, in the position of ccrtihcate- 
debtors. As the olattso has been modifitxi by the Select Oanmittee, it 
provides that, after the date of service of notice under clause 7, any private 
transfer of a oertificate>debtor’s immovable property situatiHl in the district 
in which the oeriiffeate is filed, shat! \te void against any claim enforceable 
under the certificate, and that the amount due from time to time inuler the 
oertifioate shall be a prior charge upon the immovable pro >erty of the debtor 
wherever situated,'' as rt^rds charges creaLsl sulisequent to the issue c»f 
the certificate. The Hon’ble MemlM;r who has move<l this amendment, wants 
Ut to stay the sale of any property on which tneumbrances have bf^n created 
improperly, and to sell the dol)tor'8 property piecemeal. In otlmr worxis, he 
says that where the cortificat^vdebtor has bniken the law’, or evaded the 
proviaicms of the law, he ought to have a s| ectal favour shown to hint with 
regard to the sale of his pro|s»rty. Now that principle, my I.rf)rd, is surely 
unsound in itself and, ihent can he no question that it w’ould lend to very 
Ifrest difficulty and to a proirmgation of the* proceedings, which is in the 
interests neither of the certifit?at*‘-h<Jder nor the certificaU^-dehtor. It W(siid, 
SO dsr as I can 8<^, Is^ serving no iiitt'rests exct*} t possibly the interests of 
hond fide purchasers for value, but as tht‘ llon’t'le Maulvi Faz-ul-Huq has 
pmnted out, by no means all {Hirchasers are of this class, and many purchasers 
deserve no consideration wrlintever, I put it to the Council w-hether it is 
desirable to iutriKliioe this new and unsound principle, in order to extend a 
doubtful benefit to a ver)* liniiteil class. The \ rofsisal is tantamount to 
inviting the wrtif.cate-tiebtor to evade the i rovisitajs of the law. The only 
ground m which the. Ilon'ble mover of the amendment has aslttsl us to accept 
this prqifwal is titat then? is a snmevriiat simitar provisifNi in the Transfer 
of Property Act. 1 am n(» lawyer myself, hut I would apfs'al to the many 
eminent lawyers who are Members of this C/<tuuoU to HUp{<ort me when I aay 
that an analogy from the Transfer of Property Act c.ann<it {toseibly a{>ply to 
nrovistons reda^^ to certificates for public demands. Under the Transfer of 
rrof^rty Act, it is a case lietween two private |>ersons. In this Bill, we are 
dtwiing with a aale in execution proceedings at the instance of a Court or 
Govemmont. I think, Sir, that the grounds which have been put forward 
cannot bear analysis as far aa matters of princiide are concerned. Th& 
amendment would benefit only a very limti<^ cla^, and to make ceriifivnl^ 
proceedings cumbrous and coroj^ieated would be i^inst the best interesis 
of those who are affected by the practical working of the Bill.

We are following in this case exactly the j^nciplcfa 
of the Civil Pr<»c«*dttre Code, and we do not see why any diflerence should lie 
made between certificate cases snd'c.YS(w of ordinary diwrees under that Ocrie. 
A sugg^tion which has t»een made in pressing this amendment that by doing 
'away with attachment we give greater security to the certifi(NiicHdei>tor am 
go through a much more formal and careful proctKlure than we do if we have 
no attachmmit at all. On this point 1 would invite tlie Hon*blu MeinlMw’s 
attentioa to the procedure laid down for sale in Boitedule II of the Bill. This 
also is taken mitirely from the i.*<ide of Civil Procedure. Idie tranaactions 
, under the Cole of Civil Procedum arc mnamerabie, and the prtxkedore which 
satisfactory in those cases is surely gooi enough for'thia Ortifioate Act. 
Ttimw are many aafsgaards for a <^rtifieat<i«d«ht(ir, and the auggnation that 
ahia amendment will help a oertificste-debtor by delayttig praeoediugk ki 
not a material contention, beoanae tttc attacfameul and the }iro6ia«mHtiitm «t 
aale could l>e simultaneously. I would apk tbe Houae ndt to introduce 
an entirely near princiide into the Act at thia stager-rti prinei^ whic^ we 
have not adopts for the first tune in passing this Act, but which baa 
alwi^k existed as pari oi certificate procedure. By doing ao we abcuid 
cause considerable confusion in the fkceeedtags ^ the Oooria* which 
have ItMmed to regard our pnxiredure under the Certificate Act gw mereily an 
extencktt of tbe n^pted prinoi^ptsa of the Civil Preeidnie O^c te the igw- 
cetdings for the recovery <tf |)nblie dsifumda. For tfaene riicjifinT krjild 
ask the Hoarse not to accept ihts amendment.** *

The Him'ble Member's 
amendnieiit. if accepted, will make it nee«*Bsar\- for the CVrtiiicate-officer to 
r^^.fer even the most cle.ar case of wilful obstruction to the (’ivil (%'Hirt. and 
it wiHild give rise to a gn*at deal of iinneet'ssary delay. If th** resistaniH* is 
wiilul ami made without just caiist*. theiv cannot In* any reason why the

After all it is only 
a question of punishment, and it would be much better that a Certificate- 
officer, w'ho has to try these matters summarily, should not have the power or 
the discretion of dealing with questions, the result of which might be 
to deprive a man of his liberty. In these circumstances, I have great pleasure 
in supporting this amendment.” 


The Hon’bi.k Bxnr SirnKNORA Nath Hankr.)! said :— 

“My Lord,—I rist' to sup^HJit this amendfheut. It is a question i)f the 
liberty «>f the subject, and 1 think in a matter of this kind we cannot be over¬ 
cautious. It is net desirable in the interest of the liberty of the subject 
that a purely executive officer should be armed with the power of sending a 
person to jail. The propter authority should b«> the Civil Court, which will 
go into the matter, take evidence and decide the case upon the merits. I 
have a ] rofouiid distrust of Executive discretion in matters ai.ecting the 
lilterty of the subject, and 1 think that the Executive should not he vested 
mth the powers contem)>lated in the Bill. I have much }deasure in sup¬ 
porting this amendment.” 


The Hox’blf. Mr. Lyon said ;— 

“ My Lvwrd.— I have some difficulty in cr^qx^iiijr this anuMulment when it 
has been };lace<l on such high ground by tiie Hon' bb; Mr. Baiierji. But I 
confess that I have no ver>‘ great synqtathy with the raising of tht< question 
of the liberty of the subj^H’t with refer»‘nee to the very limited d;ser«‘t}on 
whieli has been given to the CertificaU'-officer t<<) unish tlmse %vho d^'lilsTati'ly 
resist his lawfttl orders, a tliscrMion vrhich can only be exercis*»d in the 
case of most fibvious and wilful rt>sistaiice to orders passiMl by him in the 
course of his prtK>»^»'dings umler tin* law. The iib*a that this is purely an 
Ext>cafive officer who is going to d*.*prive this wilful resi'fler of bis liln^riy, 
is, I think. im}strting a somewhat foreign i hunent into the eas«'. 'fhe Certiti- 
oate-officer is dealing with the case as a t'ivil Cim.t nml umler the restric- 
4 tions id a Civil f'cairt. and In* sh«Hitit Ih* trUsU**! to deal prt>jHL*rly with a case 
wilful obstruction. As has been |RniiU*d «HJt already by the lioirbb* 
Mr. Kerr, the Bill has bts?n careful to *>xcliide .any cas«* where then* is 
a question of tisle ami gtsid faith, and. mitreover, it does not say that a 
certificate-4lebl</r sbouhl Is* punished in all castes, lH>cause itgivc>sa t'erlificate- 
officer some lor3|>h«»lf* for saying that there was some ‘just caas*'^ ’ for 
reaistanct^. If be him tinr shallow of a right lie can resist the o}s)ralions of 
the ('ourt in this matter, ami the (Vrtificatit-officer could not {sissibly paaa 
an order for imprisonment, ft is clearly nt*ccssar>‘to Itave some sanction 
attached to the prix^oetlingH of the (ertificate^rflici^r. and I would ask the 
Hon'ble Memliers of (Council l«> agre*!. fnan thievery }imii«*tl point view, 
that in th«t last resort, the (\>rtificate-officr*r, who is bound to gr> thnsi^ 
all the pnxrerlure of the <*ivil CiHirt, shall lie allowisl not merflv to refer the 
case again for trial by another Civil Osirt, at the risk of eonsKierabie delay, 
but shall be alloweii to enforce tin* order paasixl under this v'ery Ittijiied S«*e> 
tion ami under this elalKirate prooeilure.

Tiie suggeslitm which is 
now maiie is to give the t'ortifi*.’ate-offic<*r power, in certain cirt'umstauces.

Under pte^reaetit ptonsiona of the Bengal Tenancy Act, any rent which is 
net (imly |Miiid ait or neCoao the time when it falls due is deemed to be an arrear, 
end* Certain iwoviaiona of the Act, a landicnrd can institute a 

suit for the iPbeOrCry of arreara of rent at any time after they fall due, without 
oatlh^f t^luit first to pay np the arrear. There does not appear to 

bepfOpeir reason why, when a landlord is entitled to payment 4>f rent, 
he amMsld be, required to demand that rent before he obtoins a certiticate. 
In thO'Same frith cAlier authorities, such aa the district Boards, we have 
to nudce certificates On requiatiions, which would oomfflicate matutrs very 
m^h if denwnda Itad to be made before the nssue of certificate. I do not 
thuifc^ihat tli^ new principle ou-irht to be introduced at this stage. It is a 
oaiitCt|de w4itch does not exist in the pn^sent Act. On those grounds, my 
Lord« I Innat resist this amendment.’*

In civil oocirts yon know very that the identifier 
on behalf ol either the plaintiff or the defendant gehen^^ acoompaales the 
pe<Hi, and of coarse the po(m is boand to go along with 4um and eerye the 
notice. But the Cclleotorate peon on a salary of Ra. 7, wlm^ he is dineeted to 
serve a notice at a place about 25 or miles distant LW hmikd-qaarterSt what 
does he do? He does not know either the plaintiff or ^the defendant^ no 
identifier identifies the latter becattse n^jody is interested in seeing that the 
proper person is served with the certificate, the result being that he gives a 
return showing that he has stirv^ the notioe on the outer door of the house 
of the oertificate>debtor because, he says, ho could not find him. That is 
generally the return which is sent in by the peon. 1 know,.my Lo^, that, aa 
a matter of fact, here in the Presidency town, before your Lordship's very 
door, the peons think it iieneatk their dignity to go in tram cars with the 
identifier. You hsve to giye them seomid class carriages to m from the 
Calcutta Small Cause Ccnirt to the house d a plainlifi or defimdani to serve 
a notioe. This ia known to many people, especially those who have the 
misfortune of being litigants. If such he the case in the inetrc^mlis of British 
India, what does not happen, my* Ixnd, in the interior districts ? Those who 
have the misfortane of being litigants know all al>oat this. 1 hope this 
amendment will meet with your l^iOrdsbip’s apprm’at.” 


The Hon’ble Kai Salikaksha Basr Bahadcb said 

" I Ix'g to supitort lilts Motion and I submit that the Hi*rvice<»f n«ltot* under 
sectiem 7 is an essi'ntial necessity. It is tantamount to a first summons in a 
regular suit. It gives notice to the certifieat«*-debtor that s c<«<rtificatjS has IsHin 
issued against him. 1 pin bound to say that it is well known in the mttfiumal 
that every year a largi' iinmis'r of |tro|irietors lose Uteir properties owing to the 
irregular and illegal way the ii^rtifieate cam's am disrKSMHl of. Ute prooedun* 
generally oWrved is anything but satisfactory, and the way in which peofdcs' 
propt^rties are daily sai'rifietHl fer n^alisation of money doe under the ot*rtificaies 
is simply deplorable. The (>ertificates arc not issued within any definite fixed 
time, but they an* isKued at the disemtion of the (k^rtificaiiwiffic«'r or more 
prop<«rly at tht* dim'n'tiiHi of bis amla, and a notice is made over to a peon 
>,.ior service who, either thn*agh indoleuiM' or other iniSi%*f*s, d<«*s not go to the 
^rtificate^debtor's houm>, hnt mak«>s a n'tuni of having servtx) the notion by 
sticking it up at, some conspicuous psrt of the house. A band of vnaorapol* 
ous nam wh<» hang about tin* court prsmisea and a few low mukbttMifa are 
generally present at the sahis, and sisiie one of them purehaaMi the propertiaa 
at a nominal prict* and then .sell them either to the defaulting ownar or to 
some other p(*n«on at a considerable profit, ft is genetally’ believad that 
these men are in league with the serving peons and the low amlaa of ih# 
courts. The provision of the Bill that a sale should not be set aside Meupt 
(m the ground that the debtor has sustained substantial injury may be gtsid 
when the sale is sought to be set aside in the execution dfussrlmeiit, tet 
when the validily of the ceritfiosto is lUtaeked cm the grouao of finutd or 
rm the ground of non-service of notice, the sale hdld under its itfUttgth 
must necessarily fail to the ground.

The Hon'ble Rai Pbiya Nath Mi;kharji Babauvs said :— 

"My Lord, As to this question of service of official paijcrs by registered 
pos^, I think it miglit be useful if I gave the Council the l»cnefil of the 
experienoo wc have had of this kind of thing in the Registration Dopartuient. 

" The Insp(«ctor>Geueral of RegistnUion of Eastern Itengal an<l AsKarn 
made a rule with the approval of the Government—which rule has corin' down 
to us^ a legacy—that after ngistration of a document, it might, if the 
presentant so wished, be returned to himself or his endorsee by regisU*red 
poet at his expense. This was done to save liini the trouble of coming again 
to the Registration r^ce if he was anywhere near a post office. Everything 
was done to encourage this procedur*?, ami it was at first thought that the 
parties cmioemed would find it crmvtmient and welcome it. But what was the 
result? Only a fraction irf the registrants ever availed thernselvi's of the 
privilege and had their documents sent by the registered post. A ci^rtain pro¬ 
portion of the documents so sent were r^umed undelivered, because in the first 
place people are afraid to sign a receipt for anything and see a dangk.*r lurking 
where then* may Is* none and refuse to take a rcgisien*d b»tter. and, secondly, 
because the {wisial would not take the iroulde to go to the n‘8|>ective 
vtilageH—the practice Ix^ing to deliver the twivers at the hMs where people 
from surroumiing villagiui are supposed to congregate <m a fUii day. And if for 
some n^ason the addreswH* was not then* or was somehow missed, the e»>ver 
was returm*d undelivered. • 

"Then n certain nutnl,s>r was delivered to wrong persons and parties com- 
plain(«d at tlu* R'gistratiiqi offic e about non-reeeipt of documents, although 
ihej* had paid the necessary ptisial chargt‘s. Then* was reason to believe 
that m some of these eases ilie diK^iimciits were got hold of by interested 
persous ior their own <*nds. The vdtag<i postmaster is sometimes the 
teacher cf the local pai^hala or scam; amla of the loL‘al zamindar, or some 
similar individual, and it requires m> stretch of the iiteigin.'iiiun to eouocive 
that if a person was so minded, he could easily contrive lo get at this pt^tal 
official, or, failing him, the postal |s*on. The District Registrars ami ins¬ 
pecting of the deportment have then'fon* condt‘mm*d it as unsafe, 

the ajrstcin has not Uten appreciated. It has ivrtainly n«»i achieviMl jJIm 
purpoae for wliich it was intended, ami utA iH'ing an unruixc^l blessing, has 
fallen into disuse. The rule is going to b** abrtgau<d. "

I am not a servant of the 
Government, but it 4s my duty to ecnne into ooataot with pahflio (^iinio«i-~ito be 
the Reoeiver>Genera] of all complaints in my position as a journalist, and the 
one matter about whieh oompiaints have been made in senson and put of 
season with the utmost emphasis by all sections and classes ot the community 
is that our notion, our summonses, onr certificates are not prf^erly 
delivered to the right parties. Is it not the duty of the Oouncal and the duty 
of Government now that we have the opportonity to reot^ this state of 
thinspt by accepting the amendment ? Your Kxcellenoy wiU have notiped a 
remarkable ooinoldenoe, namely, that these amendments have not been sent 
to the office after the gentlemen have l>eeu closeted toother and t^en ooum' 
sel together. My friend sent over his amendment on his own initiative mtd 
another sent his in, and so did a third, and the three of them came fiistinctlv 
to the conclusion oa their own intiative that this was a black s|>^ whioh 
ought to be amended, and therefori' this remarkahlit cotncid«fuce in 
amendments. Hait’ing re^rd to the untvisrsal and strongly expnwsod opinion

“ It is unnecessary for me to suy much wir.h rtderence to the Hill at this 
stage. I cannot help thinking that in spite of the small diffcronoeB that 
we have had as to matters of detail in various olausem of the Rill, the 
course of the legislation which we have adopted, which has betm approved 
by high legal authority, has met with the general acceptance of Members. 
But J wish before sitting down to ackiuiwledgo the very great assistanco 
that we have received at alt stages of this Hill frtHii the Hon’blo Mr. .Instico 
Chapman. Mr. Chapman was n'sponsible for the original draft of the Bdl. 
he has advised us on various b»gal points, and ho has ludisst us a great deal in 
bringing the Bill into the form in which it has now l«sei adopti^i. It would 
be nnlwcoming of (iovernint'ot not te ackno\v|eilg<> wlmt Mr. Cbaptuan. its 
former Legal Keinetnbancer. has g ’ , n us In tiimr and trouble in connection 
w'ith this Bill.”

Thk Hok’mi.k Sik Wiu.iam ItrxK said :— 

I have to thank Vmir Excellency my imn aecount and on behalf of 
the <'ottn<>iI for bringing forwan.1 this resolution and giving us this opistnunity 
bf expressing our feelings. Perhafw there is no «»ne now in this ('ouncii whi» 
has a better right than inyM<*lf t«>say something on liiis Kes-olutioti. for f worked 
with I'ir ward Baker fora iiuniber of y(*aj> in the closest jwissibit* relations, 
and I kin»w what his charaet(>r ainl what his Meals were. When In* < aMn* back 
to Beiij^l as I,.ieiitenant-(lovernor he ha«l alrtvidy servKl for a great many 
years in Ihmgul in many caimcith'S. tinmgli he had latterly been away from 
us for several years with the <i(»veriiment of India earning distinction first as 
Secretary in the Fiiiant't* itejvirtinent ainl then ns Kinanee Minister. At that 
tinii* I was acting as ('hi«‘f Sec^retary. and 1 continued to work with him in that 
I’ajKieity for nlnHit eighteen months. Th<*ii I went on leave for some moiitha 
and when I eaiiie hack, the enlargeti i’ouncil wras f<»rmtM, and I w'as one t»f 
the MtutiUos of it. It was my privileg*. in working with him. to understand 
and appreciate the ideals that he had set before bimsidf in Indian Provincial 
< jovernineiit. 

I do n<»t think it would he riglit f«>rme t<» |miss any sort of criticism upon 
Sir Edwanl's a<lininistration. Jii fact, it is hardly becoming on my part to 
atUuiipt an nppreeiation of it, and I therefore proisme to confine mysidf to a 
very few wonis in this c<Minectiou. But I think I may say vaml all those in 
t'<iuucil who knew him will Hiipfstrl me' that Jiis great ideal was tc^ bring 
bis (lovitriinient into eonsonanee with tht* times, aiul to make it more 
«*fl’ectiv»* and stronger by asstx'iatiug with it th»‘ largt'st pcwsible measure 
of public nssistanee. In that view*, he for long advtK'attnl reform 
*«i the liiK's whi<-li Wf're aetiinlly followed when the ('«»uneil was enlnrgtvi 
in 111 * was on.- of the most strenuous supi>»trt.t*rs of that p»*liey. 1 

know fl think it i" no secret now'' that In* w.iuld |>i‘rsonally have b«M*n 
willing to go s.tiiH'what further in extending the lilteml constitution of the 
C’AHineil than was aet'ially d<»ne. Ib* had supi*»*nie eonfidenct* that, by 
making the ('ouneil representative and by ass«H*intlng the |H*ople with tlu' 
(toverniiient. tin* tioverunieut itself would bi'* strength«>ned. He f<4lowe<l 
that iim* .of isiiiey tiir.Mighoui ; but. nevertheless, this very libt^ralism of 
spirit made no ddferenee ti> th«‘ faet that he ha«l veiy strimg views about 
the maintenanee of law aiui onler. and wras prepan'd to upludd them at any 
cost. 88 

“ He worked with gn'nt enerzy at the prt'par^titNi of the Regnlations 
of the ^mlargsl ('ouneil. ami he was happy when thV latter was sneessfally 
inaagurat<«d. and I think wrt* all rtn^all the speech which he made at 
the first m(H*tiiig of the enlaigiM ('otinuil as to the spirit in wrhich the work 
of Government shiMild Is* e.t»nduete.l. Hi* advot'atod further—I think he 
ittgardinl this as a eorollary to the enlargmnent of the Legialative Chaincil— 
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the association of an Council with the Lioutenan^Governor, 

and I remember that it w&s . a disappointment to him that he had to wait a 
IcMQg before he got it. However, that also he saw broU|rat into oomg. 
though, unfortunately, only seven or eight months before ho had to go htmie. 

“ In the case of a man who took such great interest in his work and showed 
such great enor©', I think it impc^sible to imagine Hinder oircumstanws 
than those which oompelled his departure from India. First, his son brtwe 
down in health tind became hopelessly ill. Then Lady Ilslcer’s health 
suffered to some extent. 1 do not know, however, whether she would 
ha:^•c, even then, gone home but for the fact that the critical condition of her 
son obliged her to do so. That sad fact, indeed, left her no alternative 
but to hurry away from India, and Sir IMwani was thus left alotie here, and 
before long his own Itealtb also fmled. Daring his last few meSiths he was 
ii very diflenmt man in ]H>int of spirit and eiiergj’ from the man who had 
taken over the Government two aiid'a-half years Issfore, and, though he had 
completed only half his term, be found it necessary' to gi\'e up his work out 
here though I know he did it with the utmost regret. 

*■ Kveii so. none of his friends ,‘inticipated that his life was nearly over. 
It was ho|>t'«l that at home he wtimid recover and still play a useful, 
probably a gri'at. iHtrt. 'i'h«isc> ho| <‘.s have uiifi>rtunately not been r»mlixod. 
and all that we htrre can do now is ti>show our sympathy with, and apprecia¬ 
tion for. his family and himself by adopting the Ilt*solur.i«>n, which has lunm 
so suitably inovtnl l^y V»»ur Kxcelleiioy. ' ^ 

Tbo Hos’blk MAiiAKAJAioitKAJ.% HAifAiH'tt tif liuolwati ssid :— * 

* My Lord, speaking on this Ui'solution, 1 shall coiitine myself to a few 
remarks only. When I bade go*d-bye to Sir kdward Haker in July IPJI, 
he t*4d me, l>efore he went, that ite wantiHl very much t*) come back, yet Ik* 
did nut suppose he would be able to do so. Mow true th**»e wtmls prov«fd to 
l>e is known to all. 'J'be last time I heard fr*>tn him was nearly t»m iiioiiths 
ago, and that letter wn^ out* of th«* saddest ami umst melancholy that I have 
ever receivinl. for in it lie'not «sily sjiid that his s<ui’s tllness was cxce«*i- 
ingly grave, but that his *>wn health had bnAon d«»wn, and that, owing to 
the^ enforced and uiiaecustoiiiiHl leisuit* of retinuneni, lu« hmi n*i ready 
antidote up*)n which he c*Mil«i rely. I Inward not bmg jig*» from Mr. Slacks 
(just before he left; that tla^ r».*|«»rts of Sir Edward’s luuiith wen* very ba*l. 
but even then 1 did init realize that his dtuith wcsild c«an»* so 8*ion. 

“ Uifgarding Sir Edward Maker’s admintstrativ>n, the p**rH*»n lw*8l fittid to 
make any eubigj' or n*vK-w is Sir William Duke ami Ik* has iltaie it. To me 
personally Sir Edward .was a great frieml—a true- and lojal, frieml—an*l I 
appn*ciatod his friendship all the in*»re because. <luriiig liis regime, there* 
were «H;casionB on wlii*ih h*^ and 1 differed <«i public matters ; but eaie of 
his finest qualities was that, if he %vas convince*! that an <^p*nient’H opinion 
was worthy »>f consideration, lie was always ready to examine it from everj* 
point of view. . In more than bne way he help***! me. and it was a privileg*'* 
to serve on the first eniarg***! (^>ulleil of Bengal under the pn'sidency of Sir 
Edward Baker. His ptirtiality for Ben^l is well kmiwn. 1 remember when 
talking with him once, that I was very much surprise*! to find that he put 
the claims of Bengal and tin* fhriigalis above those of any other province 
in India. Another thing that always struck me in Sir Edward Baker was 
this that, wlu^ther one agreed with him or not, he was essentially -a man of 
business ; if he t<K>k a thing up, he w**nt into it thoroughly at once, and there 
was either a direct * yes ’ or * no,* whichever he thought right. I must aay that 
f appreciatail that quality in him very much, for though it is a quality that 
one may not always find tt> be pleasant, it is utidoubte<liy one that allways 
Iiays in the long run, an'd''seeureH re8p*>ct on all hands for its pocuiesaor. 

“ For I.«ady Baker and for her sons we all naturally feel the deepmt 
sympathy and sorrow, and 1 therefore give my fullest support to the Resolution 
moved by Your Lprdship, though I cannot adequately express my sorrow gt 
the premature death of such a great and valued peraosuil fri«ad.”

<A the 24-ParganaB. We met for the first time ov<«r a municipal controvt rsy 
—a c<»ntrovor«y lK‘tw«Hfn himself ns District Magistrate and mj'self ,as 
Chairman of the North llarrackpore Mniiieipality. We met over this 
controt'orsy; we s ettled the points at issue in five minutes' time, an<l 
from that time forwartl a friendship spranpr up hetween ns. which, despite 
differencea of i^inioii. divergent interests and o.;ciipstions. continued 
unabato«l tlirtsiffh life. My Lord, I knew Sh- Kdward ilaker well—chwely and 
intimately knew him in all his strength and in all his we.aknesa—and I will 
.say this, withiait fear of ch illenge or contradiction, tliat he was a man 
of liberal instincts, of generous impulses, of strong convictions, of transivt- 
njut honesty of purpose. While yet a young officer—District .Magistrate of the 
24-PnrganaK—he reconlwl a strong note ag.iinst .Sir ('harh*s Klli«»tt’s jury 
notification, which, at that time, as m<»st of my friends will rememiN>r. excited 
a consitlerahle lojr.* » of controversy and aritatiiKi. an 1 the ntrfification had

years he was a Municijk.'il ('ommissioner of (.'alciitta . he usually voted on tlie

of)en secret, and a fact ti> which the lion'lde Mr. Madditx testified only the 
other day. tfjat he want'<1 to modify the ('aieutta Munit^ijkal .Vet which he 
piloDsl tlir<Migh this thw.iKMl. and wliich I hop- an<l trust your Kxceilency's 
tbiverniuent will see fit to anieml. 

** .My ls»rd.as a Member of Lonl Minto's Kxeeutive thsmeil. Sir Kdward 
was tile pillar of the reform movement in that thsineil. He eiiampioiHHl it with 
ihat downrightthoriiughness which w.as a distinguisheil trait in liis publie and 
private eharacter. My l,ord. as Lieutenant-t»ov«‘nior. lu‘ was a friend of 
education in all its aH|>t*e!8. high, primary and technical, and the students 
of (’alculla. I amentiths.l to speak on their isdialf, will rem *ml»er with affection 
and gratitude his eourt»M»y—nev<»r-failing coniiesy ami kindness—tothein. My 
Lonl. the w<»rds which Sir Klward Baker utter,»•! from that Dliair. which.your 
Kxcdleiicy m,w so worthily <iccnpie8, wh,»n presijling ov«*r th,‘ first meeting 
A.>( the n‘f,»nned «'tumeil. still ring in our ears. He said that the time had 
now come when t lovenimeni l,y persuasion must be substitut,sl f,»r (»overn- 
luent by eompulsi-m. My I,ord, thes,* xvords are grav»Mi de,*p in the reeoll,*c- 
iitm of mv eountrvimMi. They eonstitut,‘ tiu- staiting i»oiiit of th,* mov era. 
My I jord. this is not tIu* tiim* nor the place to enter upon a critieal examina¬ 
tion of the public t areer of Sir Edvrard Baker. J ask. who amongst us is 
perfect, t»r can face with untlinching gase th,‘ ordeal of hist,M-y ? But this I 
will say with absolute ,-<Hifidenco, without fear ,>f challenge or eontradietion, 
thai lie was mne.h more Ihan a mere official. In him. my Lonl. there was 
at latiger element of Innnanity which, bursting thnmgh official trappings, 
animatod the whoh* man. To have come in ontact with him was t«» be 
iinpressetl with a p'rsonality at once genial, warm-heart,si and full of 
hitenso sincerity, with a man who imxant what h,' said, ami who said what he 
meant. 

“My I .ord, it is pi‘rhaps useless to disguise the fai'i that in later y,?ars Sir 
Edward's administration ,iid not give entire public sntisfaeti,>ii. but. My Lonl. 
when the news of his d,'ath arrived in this country, ther,> was nwaken, h 1 
^hrcK^lhoUt the length ami br,>a,Uh of this provinc* a j^muiiie and pmfouud 
feeliiiff of regret ; and how cuihl it be otherwise ? For Sir Eilwanl Baker lovtnl 
HengM, and the people of Btuigal r,wipnwatod that love with ,Mithusinstic grati- 
todk). He has left behimi him many friends and admirers, ami many aimvng 
Jlhein ifoel, like myself, as if som,>,m,‘ m^ar and dear to th,‘iu had been snatch,',1 
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away fnmi their side by the ruthlees hand of death. My Lord, t^day all 
diftertMiees of opinion are laid asidi'. Tt>-day the voice of contention, criti¬ 
cism and controversy is hushed in the presence of the open grave, and the 
feeling which has found expression in this Ooiincil (’hamber, I am confident, 
will awaken a responsive echo in the gratidul hearts of the pt'ople of^ Ikmgal 
throughout the length and breadth of this province. My Lord, I desire most 
cordially and sympathetically to associate myself with this Hesolution. 

The Hon’ble Mk, Norman Mclkoo said ;— 

My Lord, on behalf of the Mercantile (’ommunity. I wish to endorse all 
that has been said with regaixl to the late Kir Kdward Baker. He was essenti¬ 
ally a Jiengal man, anti a man of whom we were all proud. Early in his 
career he was for a considerable time our Collector of t'nstoms, and while 
in that ptisition he earin'd our complete confidence in dhe disehargi' tjf the 
■work of that .important office, as well as tair admiration for Iiis 
exceptional abilities. These nbilifit^s wt*re soon rectg'nizt'd by the (mwim'u- 
nient of India, who raisetl him fr«>in post to post, until lu' ro.se to the 
highest position thi‘n ofKUi to a C'ivilian in this country, that of Limittniant- 
Governor of Ihmgal.

‘*My Lord, the death of Sir Edward Baker has come as a shock tt» many of 
us who had km*wn him. SjK aking as ! do, as a member of the Muhammadan 
Ctiramunity. cmr first am! forenuwt thought is to conimemi his soul to Him who 
holds life and death in His hands. The next thought that rises in tair minds 
is one of sympathy and condolencf' with the bereaved. May the bereaviii find 
true ccms<»lation and cf»mfort in their sore trial of grief and sorrow. J 
endorse t^very word that has b<*en given expressitui to by the previous 
speakers. Kir Kdward had endeared iiimself to all who came in contact 
with him. His character and personality w'ere outstanding features in his 
career among us. In all his official duties, which extended over many years, 
he evinced strong traits of cliaracter whi<*h marked him out as a man of 
sterling worth, and ability ami as a strong administrator. His bold 
and administrator-like speeches and actions may have invited untoward 
criticism in certain quarters, but, none the less, they have won for him uni¬ 
versal admiration, ami 1 Ikjjiw his example will act as a stimulus to nil officers 
in the discharge of their duties and in putting down evil by st.^'cng measures.

It i.s 
with him timt the people have to eonie in «lireci (tontaet alino-t every <lay. Ills 
sympathies with .the" pt^ople under his charff<' •vmiit for mufli. As a resi<lent 
of the district of the 2-l-I'arjfanaH, I can teHtif 3 ' to the rjualities of Sir IMward's 
head an<i heart, to the fact that the fHjople of tin* district were hap[*.v «iurin£r his 
adininistratuin and to his constant readiness to /rive them a s\'iiipatiietio 
hearing;. It is not for me to dilate ujmui his i^reat fiyancial abilities. As a 
Lieutonant-doverina-, he was in full sympathy with the {Htiitical aspirations 
of the p«M»ple of this country ami, so far as we know, lie jjave his whole¬ 
hearted support to Lonl Morley’s I{i*form Sclieiiie ami did hie best t<t make it. 
a suc<;e8H,

“I distinctly nunember that it was on the satm* afteriKMiu that he gave 
hiir first ganitui party at IhdvtsJen* as Lii-titenant-< »<»vernor of Jhuigal, iliat 
the telegram came from I.ord Morh*y embfulying the summary of the jiro- 
posivl (.!oun(;il IhTorms. He told us that evening tliat l."> y*‘ars had elapsed 
since the time the first reforms had been intnulucisl in the Council 
(<Iuring Lord Lansdowne’s administration', that I.*! years was l ui a short 
perioii in the political history of a nation, and that the* pr»*sent rt^forms 
iiitnxiikccd by Lind Morley w’ould. during the next 15 years, be very much 
extended.”

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Thb How’bi.e Mr. Stevknhon-Moore replied :— 

“ (a)—(rf) The inadequacy of the exintin^ accoimncMiaiion in the Police 
Court Building' at Lai Bazar has for Home time past been the subject 
of the most anxious consideration by the Local Government, 'Fbe (lov^ernor 
in Council is well aware that the present arrangements are st^riously incon¬ 
venient to all ooncerimd and render tim onlerly and prompt despatch of 
business a matter of great difficulty. Before the announcement of the 
transfer of the Imperial C'apital from (Calcutta, plans and estimates had bofoi 
prepared for adding two new Court-rcKjms to the existing building. This 
extension would have given ]mrtial relief, but the scheme did not command 
the unqualified approval of (lovernment for the following reasons ; (1) the 
full re<iuirementa of th<^ case would not be satisfied thereby. {2) the existing 
building is in many resjK^cts quite unsuitable for Polici* (''oiirts an<l is l(x:atcd 
in a confined and noisy situation, (5) the conifMHind is alrea^ly unduly eon- 
ge8t<H:l, and (4) all the available space and buildings within the compound 
are urgently reqiiiretl by the Omimissioner of Police for his <»wn purposes. 
In fact, it was reetigniseil that the n*al scJution of the ilifficultj’ lay in the 
entire removal of the P<)li«>» Oairts U* another site, and when the transfe.r 
of the (»ov€*rnmeiit <»f India from ('aiciitta ottered a reasonable prispf^ct that 
by utilising the accomiiKKlation which would thereby become available it 
woiiM l»e fouinl practicable to carry intti effect a more ctunplete and satis¬ 
factory sclnune. the makeshift remtsly hitherto under consideration was 
abainlotnMi. Anrither scheme was tl»en i ut forward wliich was based on 
thi* exiM^c'tation that the Local Government miglit obtain p»>ssession of the 
Foreign and Military Secretariat. In that event it was h(*iK>il that it would 
be fount I possible to Convert- 5. ('harnook Plact*. into the Presidency Magis¬ 
trates’ t'ourts. though even this spacittus buihling wouhl li.ave pr<»ved none 
t<H» large fc»r the pur|Kise. On it being ascertaine<l that the Ff»reign and 
Military tSecretariats wtmhl n<it be available, this prfi; osal also had to be 
dropjied. Government still ht»ld the opinion, however, that the Police Gourts 
shoulil be entirely rt*mov«»«i from the l\»lice conifsiund at Lai Bazar and that, 
if iM'cessary. tmtirelj* new biiil tings shoultl lie construeteil for their aocomino- 
dation. Ntui.c time must elaps*? before a <lefinite decision can be arriveti at on 
the general question. Meanwhile, in onier to relieve the physical congestion 
€»f the existing P<iliee t.^Hirts for which a reim*dy must be found without 
delay, a jmiposal lias been put forward ami is now uiuler the eonsideraticm 
Governiiieiit to provult* i'ourts for two <»f the Stijx»ndiary Magistrates^ and a 
certain nnmher of Honorary Magistrates elsewhere. This scheme has l>een 
devisiMl primarily to secure withotit delay the additional s| ace re<]uired, but 
it has b‘ell urgeil in further support of it that by IcHiating two Cotirts in 
proximity to the he:idquart(*rs of the Beputy Commissioners of the Northern 
and i’arkstrt^'t divisions, before whom all })arti(*K in police cases of tlie.ir 
re8|»ective divisions must appear before trial, much saving of time to both 
the poltoo and the ]>arttes will result, and by authorising'the Magistrates in 
charge of these Courts t > take direct cognizance of petitions of complaint 
jKilice cases for distinct juristlictions in proximity ti> their Courts, not only 
will their own efficltMicy and sense of responsibility be increased, but the 
tmblic coiiCH'rntsl will be gr»*aily benefiteil and eonvt*nieno*»d. At the same 
time the (Jhiof Presidency Magistrate, whose duties, owing to the enormous 
increase of wtirk. have gn>wii to unmaiiag<‘abhi dimensions, will receive* a 
substantial measure of relief which, in the interests of gtNxl administration, he 
urg»»nlly needs.. 

An officer has recently ln>eu place<l on s|x*cial tluty to examine these 
suggestions and to formulate dtffinite proposals. His report is expected to 
be submitte«l shortly.”

No alignment has yet been d«‘termined upon for the new survey. 

The existing 8urv»*y8 are imt of date, and a resurvey by the Rengal- 
Nagpur Railway is being un«lertaken to investigate the existing state of th^ 
DaiinMlar river and spill befm'e deciding on the prvint of crtissing. 

The alignment at the t^'aicutta end will de^suid on the site Axcil for the 
propostnl now .junction yard w’est of the Horghly river and on the piwitioti 
ffxe^l for the crossing of the Honghly. a survey for wdiich is at pr«eieiit being 
made by State ag«mcy.”

(e) (t) & (it) The delay in amalgamating the educational services 
has been due solely to tht> difficulty of distributing the posts which were in 
existence on the 1st April, 1912, equitably between the thrm* new pr<ivincf*8. 
The Government of India have directtHi that joint proptwals must l»e 
Bubmitte<l by the Governments of Bengal. Bihar ami Grissa and Assam in 
regard to the formation of the cadres of the eilucational s«irvices. A numls^r 
of difficulties connected with the ailotiiMuit of {.HWitH in the various grades in 
the different provinces have arisen, ami are at pn^sent the subject of correv 
spondence between this Government and the ot.her Gov«*rntnentH cimcemed.

, The Hon'ble Dr. Dei>a iVasad Sairbadiiikari moved that the words 
“a regular” be substitut'*d fi>r the word “such ” in clause 2 -o . 

Ib* said : — 

My Loni. 1 beg to move the first amendment .standing in my name. 
I feel almost luiseraltle. I am the only «.»m‘ wlio lias sent in motions of 

amendments for which 1 am almoMt sorry. It shows how well tJie Select 
(.'ommiftts' lias done its work and has earned our gratitndt*. We are als<i 
grateful for the verj* sympathetic way that, what I may call the jarring note, 
that with Homo hesitnncy wa.s raised <oi this side of tiie house lias been met. 
It was aiitici^iated by Sir William Duke and partially given effect to by the 
Select ( auniiiittee. \\‘e all recogni/.t* tliat tlie G. ivernment. lik e ourselves. 
i> anxious to providt* as many safeguards against an evil as ]»ossible. 
'Phey say that morally tme is always entithsl to offer hi.>< sacrificial dole at 
the tail end if In* wiHln'K to and the great thing is to allow it. and we don't 
want to interfere. Th«*re are Rafegiiards aiui some have been jirovided in 
th*' same way as the Uisiits of t>ld iu legislating for tin* evil.s tried to pr<»vide 
saft'guards. The liishis rect)guiz-*d tli»3> evils of gambling. Th<\v have 
deiinMistrated in our classical literature that shi>w tliat the evil was more 
widespread t hati it was in tin* beginning. Things like that hav«* alwai>t» b«»en 
recignized and providisl for. and here also we have to do tht* satin*. Tin* 
ohjt*et of this aiueinlmeiit is that only on regular race meetings betting is to 
allowetl and not on linys other than meetings, tliat is on trial ilays or 
eX|K*riincntal days. I am not very much acquainted with the technical 
names. I am sorry I canmrt give you the. corr*H*t phraseoUgy. My isiucation 
even in Kiigland wa.s not perfected in the same way as my Iloirble friend 
Mr. (dinkravarti’s has been, and therefore 1 am not able to give what 1 
probably ought to have given. By the way. I have often been asked by the 
people out.si«Ic how Mr. Gliakravarti eou|d have got such exi-H'i'ietice at that 
earlv agi*. eonsi«Icring his brilliant iTniversity career befon* lie went 
to HiM*k new iKislures and green fields, not as green ns in this c«mutry. 
Any wav. my t*dne,ition has not been so p'rfi'eted as 1 would have wished it 
to Ih*. But wliat 1 am anxious for is that nothing but regular race day 
me(*tiiigs should be alloweil nmler this exi*eption, and that some provision 
libould bi* math* l>y virtue of which it would bo possible tii say that you 
oanuot )m‘ 1 oil trial or experimental day other than regftlar race days.” 

Tin* Hon’hlk Sii: William Dokk said :—

At least 
that was niy infoniuition. lint as Sir William Duke* is in a position to assure 
me on tliis point.

I’lii'Coveriimeni of India. :is is well known. left 
iJengal in su<*h u hurry last yt>:ir. that it forgot even to siM up the new 
fJovern-ir properly ami with all that state flint •^ns necessary for the 
maiiiteimnei- -if liis -iignif' rind {losition. IJe that, however, ns it may. we 
are glad to titid that M-me pr.wisions liavi- been made in the budgi-t for tlm 
comfort ami necessary expenditur-* of His Kxi-t-lN-ncy the CovfM’iior ; but what 
We now want is that tie- (tovernor should have suftieient funds at hi.s

the Government of India have, by no means, Ikmmi what I would term liberal 
in making this temporary settlement with onr (government; for, as we well 
know, the Inilk of tlu' amount given is **ither ear-marketl or for spt^cifio 
pnrpiises. In my opinion the Governmeiil of Imiia sliould grant larger 
amounts unrestricted for discretionary piiriioseb. 

'* 1 now pass oil to make some comnituits on tht' nssignnuMits for specific 
purposes made in the budg«*t, as well as to <lwi*ll upon the merits of some of 
those purposes. I shall begin with the large grants. l>oth recurring and non¬ 
recurring, for t%e Dacca University. 1 do not in tin* h*ast grudgi' Dacca 
its proposed new University, but what 1 dct advocate, ami advocate strongly, 
is that the teacliing arvangenuMits th«>re should not be so iiiaile as to make 
the conipetitim between ’the older UniviTsity ol ('alcutta and the yet-to- 
conn^ Univ«*rsiTy of Dacca unduly one-sided or unfair. In this connection, 
my Lord, having tiie fori line, or misforttiiii'. to lielong to what is known as 
th(‘ well-to-do classes. I (‘annot Indp making reierence to the proposed well- 
lo-do classes College in the Dacca Univm-sity scheme. As everyone knows, 
I was one of the staunchest ami strongest supporters of the lianchi Collegi' 
scheme of Sir Aiulrew Fraser, and why was I so? Simply because my 
power of imagination helpisl ii!. to outline a m i-work of Colleges with, 
eventually, an University like O.\*ord of t'ambri<lgt' iiir Indians at a healthy 
and at the same time seclmled place like l{nnehi. 'I he sclnMiie was. j^erlmjis. 
too .'uni'itioas, and how tin- unsympathetic aiiinide of the (fovernnient of 
Sir Andn'xv Fraser s .successor he||)«*d to praetiejdly kill tin- scheme is now 
a matter of history. From my supjiort to the Uanchi ('ollege schemr yoiir 
Lonlship will lie pleasinl to see that I did not .support a narrow idass (.'ollege. 
.andlilonot supiKirt it now ; in fact, I condemn, and very strongly tini. a 
narrow cla.ss College like the pro|s>s*.sl well-to-do classes ( 'ollege of the Dacca 
University scheme. There is no such widely-established arisItx.M'atic class 
in Dengal. or for that matter in the whole of India, which can l>e comjwire<l 
with the coiTespondintJ elass in tjie Mrilish Isles. On the ot her hand, t he 
title-holding/anrimiars or hereditary title-holding noltleinen in this country 
have to seek marriage in their families every day from the ranks of what is 
known as the rniildle classes of India ; that being so, and when the .sons of 
noblemen in Fuigland, who ci>rtainly are not numerically so small as not to 
have a Hjs'cial College or University, when they do not think it tuJrn-Hiij to 
go to Kton or Rugby. or to be educated ill aiij' of the public Universities of 
Kngland. whv should the sons of a very limitml miinber of noblemen out 
here have (.’olleges for t lienisi-lvesIf I understooil for one moment t hat 
their position were in any way ilefined like that of the sons ol Chiefs in India, 

1 might ceitainly’have considered the matter in .a different light ; but when 
that is not the ease, when in every walk of life they have to mix with 
the middle classes, when they have, if they are tube eounteil among the 
cducateil minds in the eoilntry. to practically throw in their lot witli th«* 
cultured and educated men of rhc’ middle c^lass.-s, why create an invidious 
ilistinct ion. tin* artificiality of which must be transparent to all'? Why this 
obstacle* in the way of allowing rh<*ni to rub shouhi«*rs with every section of 
tin- community, when we know, ami know w»<ll. that howevcT so much title 
and w»*altli may rank high, without broad education and eultnr*- tlnw counf 
little in the* real intellectual sphere of life. On the otlier hand. I Hlionld like 
to draw yonr Lordship’s serious attention to the jiropcmal made by my 
fnen'l-. Sir Rajetidra Miikharjei', Mr, .S. |’, Sinha. Mr. S. H. Das and 'many 
fit her ecliicated and well-tcedo men in this Province, in the nu'iHorial that 
ih ev have siibmittc'd to the Govc*rnnient. of wiiich I trsi have tin* honour of 
lieing a signatory, to establish a giKul public .School or ('ollege in a healthy 
plae.- like Knrsc-ong. oj-. if the sidieiiie can get the* support of tlie Hihar 
fttive'iiineiit. in soiii** *h'’alihy place* in Ilihar, in chsce proximitv, however, 
to the bc'iiiiidaries it| oiir Provnice. hat we want is gis«l public Schools or 
(,.olh-ges for those who. by paying most, can get their sons edueafisl by tin* 
very best available ti-aelicr- ,'in«l professors, and get for their boys ns gotd an 
English eiluc*arion as pos-il,!, oitisid** Kngland, and not class Collegos. 
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“ I see a provision in the bndg’et for grants to be mado for the construction 
of hostels outside Calcutta and Dacca, and I therefore bi?g tlie early attention 
of your Lordship’s Government to the proposal of establishiiig a tmstel for 
Mahomedan students at Htirdwan. I know the Mahoniedans tli(?re have 
already guaranteed the amount they were asked to find, ami I am sure 
the helping hand of Government would at onc(! enable them to realize their 
just and lamlable aspiration of having a Moslem hf)Stel lor boys in liie head¬ 
quarters of a district where the interests (d Mahomedans are liy no means 
either small or insignificant. 

“ Coming now to the grants for sanitation, I have, first of all, to express 
my satisfaction at the provisi<jn for a contribution of Us. to tlje 

Hurdwan Municipality for the extiuision of water-supply. I know we could 
do go(Kl work with even doultle that amount, but. meanwhile. 1 am sure the 
other two non-oflicial members in this Council who hail fnun liurdwaii will 
agree with m«* in thinking that we are lucky to get some amount at any rale 
for a much neeiled j)roject. I s*h' a lump provision of Us. has been 

made for the pay of Sub-Overseers who might be employi*d in each Sub¬ 
division in Ueiigal to bmk into the real cimdition »>f rural water-.supply, 
Whil.st reservintr Jny eotnineiits on the necessity m- otherwise «.f this j)rovi- 
si<ni. and wiiilsl ex[>r.ssing my ileej) gratifii.-ation at tin* geiiuini int»*rest 
that y<iur Kxcelleney is personally taking in tie* matf.*rs i>f sanitation and 
wjtter-snpfily in rural areas. 1 e.-innoi helj) remarking that sitnultaneously with

in Bengal. wh.*n i ’i '\ ar ■ so urg**ntly want***!.

'The scheme has been drawn U]i by lUe bn^al 
authorities, after full con.tideration of local comlitiotis and reipiirementr*. in 
consultation with myself and the leading planters i>f the .lalpaigiiri dislriet. 
The costliness of the pT*opost«d jirtigrumim' is due /fartly to getigraphieal c<uidi- 
tious and partly to the iiiadeijuai^v of the ex^Huiditurt' on communications inadi* 
during pa.st j'ears ; but if carried out in its tuitirefy, this scheme of rivid.>« will 
go far towards solving die vexed (]Ui«stioii of internnl communications in the 
Jalpaiguri distric.t, ami the bem-Hts which will resull from its completion will 
assuredly justify the ex- eiiditure inv«>lved. 

“ 1 thercfiire beg for some assuranci* from (*ovt>riiineiit that the proinmed 
scheme will be definitely sanetiom^d during the y«‘ar lhl3-l-l. and that 
arrangements will l>e mad** to proviile the retpiired funds, eu as to secure tli*> 

Cf*mpleti«»ii of the pn»graMiine during the next thr«H* ftr four yttars. 1 am 

of opinion that, t.'iken as a wiiole. the amount allix>ated in the Public Works 
Dep.'irtment budget for roxids and eiimmiinications in the Province* is relntiv«>- 
ly too Kinnii, and t h.'it it wmild be ad vniitagi-'ous to iucrensi' it us a matter of 
genei'al policy.

“ As r*'gar*l.s popular .•ducati*»n I b**gl*'av»* to say that 1 fully concur with 
the II<m‘ble Mr. Kuehh'v as to tin* prim iph* «*nuiiciat*Hl by him for making 
ttver tile Hch**ol buihliugs "i tlie liunlwau aud Pn*si*lency llivisums luentiomHi 
ill hia aptH'ob exi***i>l Ilm-e \>h« r** th*\v are iu the p*>ss<*ssion of prop*»rly eonsti- 
tated managing binly to i!i* Ibstrii t lloanls bir mainti;nanec and to constitute 
tho aohoi^S locate*! lle'irin as leKird S*-lnH>ls. 

“ Under lica«l ' I'l’mab lvlu*-atiou ' 1 am .sorry I am unable to find that any 
aitdliaiBtit- has been ma.l< i * any part of W .-st Heiigil except Calcutta. Female 
-admation ta a orving want, ami in my iiiuuble opinion more allotment shield 
.b« llt»de to enable 1 > pie i - do som. tlimg in the matter. The Ilon'ble 
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Member in chargee of Education will easily be able to increase the grants froua 
some of the lump allotments or from the estimated l>alance. 

The spread of primary education is an absolute necessity and unless and 
until the number of school-going boys of this country represents a satisfactory 
percentage those who have the welfare of the country at heart cannot remain 
satisfied. Now that the Hon’ble Mr, Gokhale’s Hill f<»r compulsory education 
has been rejected, larger grants are required ft>r the education of the masses, 
and 1 doubt not our Government are alive to this fact and will do what 
possibly can be done in this mattei'. 

‘‘ The proposal to increase the remunerations of gurus to Hs. 8 ami Hs. 10 
has my full concurrence I hup<' the Hoards, who now will gt^t the entire 
proceeds from P. W. (.'ess, will have not ditficulty whatever t«) make a small 
general increase aim)Uiitrng on an average to He. I a m Mth on the stipends 
now paitl to gurus and an additional increase t)f Hs. 2 in the case of trained 


gurus. , 

The grant allotted for 'I'cchnical Schools seems entirely inade(|uat('. In 
the projjer sense of the word neither the Civil Kngine«>riiig College nor the 
Survey and Engineering Sch(M>Is attached to it (•an properly be called 
Technical Institutions. The in^titution at Asansol which imparls mining 
instruction Tnay Ijave a claim to such a name, but tUo amount allotted to 
it is insignificant. 1 hear there is likelih<Mxl of a l>etter institution bi'ing 
established at tin' jihiee to which larger grants will have to be mailc. 'riicrc 
is also a pro{>osal to establish a great Technical Institution in whicli 
instruction up to a high standard will be given on sni'jccfs such .-js Mechani¬ 
cal and Electrial Kngim*cring. Teclun hgical ('hcinistry. ami that the institute 
will be altiiiated to the Calcutta rniversity. This institute when established 
will no doubt he a great boon to the country, but how far if will siieeeed to 
meet the reqnirenn'iits of the country it is difiicnlt to predict. 


‘‘1 find that a pnmosnl to appoint three additiimal luspeciresses for the 
eftici<'nt supervision of leuiaie education has been made, and it is souglit t<» 
defray their salaries from the allotment of K«. under Female Eduea- 

tion. On several previous oec^aslons the attention of th<* authorities were 
drawn to the fact tliat the expenses for Ifireetion and Inspi'ction were getting 
entirely disproportionate to the exjxmditure on actual «*ducation. but the re¬ 
marks were not consiilered valid. I would therefore rfunain silent aft»>r point¬ 
ing out the fact that a very large portion of the allotiiu'iit will be swallowed 
up by the pay of the Inspecrtressea. 


On the head of ‘ secondry Aided Scluxds ’ I have to say a few words. 
Aliiio.st all tlic districts of tiie Provima* have tlie gisid fortuiu* (if posst'ssing a 
zilla school at their capital towns. Hnrdwan had the g(H»d luck alst) of 
having su<^h a school. I hear that ahoiit half a wntury back it wa.s nunoved 
to Puruli^, on the umlerstandjiig that the Maharajadhiruju Huh.uliir of Hnrdwan 
would maintain a schwil equivalent in every respect to a 7.111a Government 
school. True it is that he still maintains a higher class English school and 
that two other such schtxds liave sprung up Ijcre since then, but they are not 
able to meet the demand of this jdace. and the result is that a Dumber of boys 
failing to obtain seats in any of these scluxds Itave to H(M>k adiniKsion to 
schfiols elsewhere. One of tlu^se two other sclusds is owned and niaintaint'd 


by the bx;al niunieif)ality, but owing to | aucity of its funds it is unable to 
maintain it exactly on the footing of a zilla sclusd—though it has been 
achieving brilliant results in the Matrioiiiation examinations. I ‘would 
humbly draw the attention of (Jwemment to the fact that the stdiooi has not 
a suitable house belonging to it and that its teachers are not well ])atd. I 
would therefore respt^ctfully beg that the Government will kindly take the 
above facts into their consideration. 


“ Under head * 2^^ —Medical ’ I am very glad to note that the Governmont 
liave most generrnisly allowed the District Boards to approfiriate tlie entire 
revenue derivable from the Public Work Cesses for sanitary improvements, 
rural water-supply, as well as for ado^iting iruMisures to cojx< with midaria. 
There can be no floubt whatever that bodily health is the first requisite fm*life.. 
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and it depends on the place we live in and the water we drink and tins air we 
breathe. Although sanitation is a new science, it claims a very large number 
of intelligent vtjtaries who have been convinced of its power of acbi«*ving a great 
success m the domain of health. I am very sorry t«» admit that the majority 
of the people of this country is entirely ignorant of sanitary laws, and it is 
very difficult to induce them to take intelligent interest in sanitary measures, 
and that intnaluction of sanitary improvenumts an? often times thwarte<l by 
hxsal apathy as well as by active o];)positi(ni. It should be borne in mind that 
ignorance and apathy are two great enemies of all n'forms.—ignoranoi* <if <nMl 
effects and the means f)f averting them ; apathy fr<nn a sense of i>ers<Mial help¬ 
lessness. I am glad, however, that some of our countrymen have been awakened 
to their duties in connection with sanitary reforujs, and that the (iovern- 
ment auth^lritioH have been able to convince them of the g^Kul effects 
of sanitary laws. I am very doubtful whether the majority of the 
townspeople are evcm aware of the awful insanitary condition of the 
places in which the village people live and tin* diluted “ sewage* ” thev 
drink. Dr. Oregg, who was fornu'idy the Sanitary Commissioner of 
Bengal stat«'<l, in one r>f his notes that tin* supply of wholesome %vater in 
sufficient cpiantity is a fundamental sanitary iiecessify. .vithout it injury to 
health inevitably arises either from deficiency in quantity or fmm ijresence of 
impurities, and that he had no hestitation in attributing cholera, many f(>rins of 
hu'er. tlysenlenk*. iliarrluea and other diseases priiicijially to the water-supply 
which is obtained from tanks tbe water of whieb is t<,*o frequently, litth* l>ettcr 
than tliluted " sewage” abounding in animal and vegetable life, (-very shower 
of rain washing filth into it while the elothes and crKikiiig utiu'sils cleain*d in 
it eontvibut(‘d the iiKidicuin of filth. 

“ B<*ing an inhabitant ftf llurdwan. wliieli has acquired an niienviable 
notonety, on account of the b'V«-r known as ‘ iiiiniwan fever’ I e.Tn safely state 
that after the introiluction of w.-iier-works in tin’s town Ibirdwan has been 
able to get rid of its tiad reputation and toput forwanl its elaini of having 
i•!*(•«une a healthy place again. Now tlial the im onie of the District Hoards 
will be greatly augnnmted tln-y will t.e in a ]io>ition to do a great deal to 
Int roluee tbe supply of gtHul potable wat«'r to rural .areas. In almost everv 
vlUag* there are still many tanks which have silted u]* which when re- 
c.\cavated will be able to supply gtHwl drinking water. If the Ibsmls follow 
the pro<‘i'>lnr<‘ which was follow«*d at Hurd wait sometime before a great miml»cr 
of silted nj» tanks can be utilized for drinking pitrf^nise in a very little time. 
Tin* owners i>f these tanks can be V'ery easily indtic<*d to re-excavate them 
and reserve its water for drinking purposes only if a quarter or a little 
more of the in<mey required for r<*-excavating tliein 1 k' givt'u to them on 
tln‘ c«»ndition that tln*y wruild biinl themselves not to fish in the tank, more 
than once in two months and det(>r j'leiiple either to wash or to clean utensils 
in it. As sfKtii as goo«l water is tnadt* available I lR*Iit*v»* half the niiinlH>r 
of tliseas«*s fn>in whieh the villages suffer are likely to disap}x*ar. Next 
to waler-snpplv the defective i}rainag<> of the villages is to be* reunHlitxl. 
If any one takes the tr<*nbli* to go through the literature of malarious fev’cr 
ho will be eonvinced that subsoil moisttire arising from water-logged 
condition of a village rn.akes it liable to malarial infi'ction easily, and there¬ 
fore best endeavours shouhi be made to s»t' that there may not be any 
accUTnulation of water in any part of a village, and that the rain water 
may easily pass away from it and fall into publie drains. N<iw that a large 
number of unions an* being establi8h»Hl the members then'of will be able 
to do *a g^^*d deal ti> dt>ti*r tbt* attack of the fell disease if any do tlu*ir 
duties profs’rly and <*ffi(*ieiitly with^ the inoin'y they will now receive from 
the Boanls. In tliis eotjucction it is nt>t ont<.>f place to tnonti<m that the K<len 
Canal, which was originally nin*le for the purpose of tin* supply of drinking 
water to village's through which it runs and tvhioh ha% now he«*n converttsi 
into an ifrigation r*hauni*l. may be thoroughly cleamMi by the removal of wtH.M:ls. 
and aufficietil water may be allovveil t<» enter it throtigh the Kanehannagore 
weit in 0 f»ltM* that it may be one of the sources of the supply t>f drinkable 
water. 
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“ Under head ‘ No. 45 Civil Works.’—1 may be pard<Mied to mention that 
the condition of the buildings in which the Judge’s Court and the Sub> 
ordinate Judge’s Court are* held at Hurd wan is extremely wretched. The 
Judge’s Court I hear was a part of a magazine in ^Iden time which has been 
converted into a court-house—surely it might have been a very safe and 
suitable asylum of ]/owder and balls, but oertainlj' is not a fit and desirable 
temple for justice to sit and discharge the sacred duties. 


“ I may be allowed to mention that the appointment t»f overseers for report¬ 
ing on the real condition of rural Avater-supply is not nxiuinxi. The work can 
very well be done by the tjverseers employed by the District Hoards whose 
duties would be to supply drinkable water to the rural areas. The allotments 
under head “ Contribution in aid of excluded l(*c‘al fund ami municipalities ” 
should have been, 1 ivstiectfully submit, far greater than they arc. The 
amount is Ks. and it is to In? distributed ove.r a very large numLM.‘r 

t)f ihunicipalitioB and District Hoiirds. Hefore ending my remarks on tliis 
head I am bound to offer my ^heartfelt thanks for t lie grant of Hs. 
made to the municipality of Hurd wan of wl ich 1 am a ('ommissioiier fi>r the 
extension of the water-supply of the town. 


“ 1 intended to make a few observations regarding the absence tjf an 3 ’ 
provision in the Financial Statement submitted to the Council regarding the 
separation of Judicial and Executive function, but having learnt th<‘ sad fate 
of the resolution <ni it moved bj* the Hon’ble Mr. Sunuidra Nath Hanerji 
before the Imperial (’ouncil I am bound t<) consider that the long cxp*‘cted 
b(X>u is still outside the visilde horizon—a fact which is likely* to create a 
grievous disappointment in the minds of the iH'oph* living throughc^lit the 
length and breadth of thi.s va.st cmintr.v and dump the spirit of all li*yal sub¬ 
jects of His Gracious Majesty in India. ” 


The Hon’iii.k Dk. Dkiu Puasao SAiiiiADHiKAiM said :— 

” Hon’ble Mtuiibei's have ofte'n been asked, and have sometimes asketi one 
another, as to what go«xl it d*>t?s to nn»ve resolutions in eonm<*liou with the 
FinaiKM.'iI Statement nr to make remarks in eonneetictn with the Hiidget. 
Some answer to their questions, the spirit of whieh is nnieh indeed ti> be 
deprecated, has ljt*eu given in the present Hudget in the sha|H* of a small pri>- 
vision for the regrading of tin* Mtinsifs’ branch of the Sub4>rdiiiate .Judicial 
Service. The complaints and grievances of the serviia* have been and are inan^' 
and of fairlj- long standing. Hut b^'degrees thc^’ are being redressetl, th<Migh 
not alwa\s with <tommendable speed or in the Ifest iH^sible manner o|>en 
under existing circumstances and conditions, h is not. however. |H«sible that 
one servicre should be tioiroughlj' improved, naj* absolulel^v |>»*rfected, while* 
many others, with jiiwsiblj' gieater grievances, are waiting and the brndest 
and most »)btrusive idinminons of i>articular sm vices must iliow tfi>vernment 
reasmiuble latitude and discretion, both as to the metbnii uiul extent as well 
ns the timing of Uiipf<»vemeiits. All things come—()r ought to tloiHe that 
cun w'uit, and members of the Subordinate .Judicial Service are past masters 
in the game (if patience, which is not only of mere skill but has involved, 
in nianj’ cases, almost life-long training. The,v inaj*, however, cougrutn- 
late themselves that things arc serio»iHl 3 - beginning to change, and one ol 
their bod.v has at last f<Hind his way up the High Court Hencb, ascent 
to which had bmg been nnide particularly' steep for them since a long 
forgotten failure. Jf the? failure is n<»t rcpt^at»l and proper selection cemtinues 
to 4)6 rmide one great grievance of the service will be removed. A tiivinber 
of the service is j ermaneutly' on the ( aientta Small Causes <.’o«rt Jkmch and * 
an«)ther has l)een exi c^rimmitally* added. Here also the expi^rinient will be 
anxiously watched, not the b'ast" by inenilx^rs of both the branchas of the 
profession to which belong, for their long admitted claims are siUl 
ttnrcH:^ognise<L 

The question of the improvement of the Subordinate Jmlietal ser\'ie« 
has often l>een l>efore the Hetigal Council during the last five years, or rather 
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the foar years preceding tlie last year when there waw no budget debate. 
No budget debate has been recently hold without imj ortant iHsues in this 
concern being raised and carefully considered. Tlu* qui'stioii has also 
been bnjught up frojii time to time in the shape of sul>Ktantive resoiiitions and 
-full information has been elicitj^d. So much in fact has bctui sai<l about tlie 
matter, that when the Public Service C'ommission did mo the honour of asking 
me to submit views and schemes about the improvement of the service, for 
fear of rep«3tition I f<‘lt myself at liberty to do no more than refer to what 
I liad the honour of laying before this (^’ouncil on previous <KrcaKionB. Tiie 
result of all this ventilation rjf tlm question and free and frank intorehange 
of views and opinions, both in tlie (^mncil < Chamber and rf»und the Sec-retariat 
table - particularly when Mr. (Tourlav was in charge of this branc li of tht» 
Se cretariat—cleared u|i the ground ci*nsiderably and Iu'IikhI in enlisting the 
more than active symf athy of Vour Lordship’s (itwernmont and that of Vour 
Lordship’s two pre lecessors, tlie untimely dt<arh of one of whom. Sir Edward 
Baker, which, all who knew him sintu*rely mourn. I desire to take this 
opportunity of paying my ami my colleagues’ tribute of res|H’ct to liis memory. 
Untiring energies, thorough grasp of situations, reasoneii sympathy, absolute 
directness of purpwe and unfailing tirmnt'ss characleristsl his ciireer. and if

The resolution hail to be 
withdrawn, as usual, after explanation that the <tovernment ^vas not ready 
yet with its full sc.heme and the grant could not be sanctioned. .We 
uiulerstiHKl later oil that the (loverninenl sehenies were ri*ady and wi*re 
fairly in consonance with tlie views of the High (’ourt. but tlietiovern- 
inent of India saw certain obj»*etions which had tn bi* <»verc<une. Belief was 
long in coming, ami this year we liave tiie partial satisfaction of noting 
that Ks. .'jp.tHHt has been budgi‘tcd whieb indicates that the diftioiilty 
with the ilovernmeni of India has disapix'nred. Hon’ble Members who bring 
up questions ami sclietnes ft>r consideration «if the < iovernmeiit cannot. tli**re- 
fore, eomptaiii that (lovernmeiil.—of course in its own time and of its own 
motion.—do*-s mtt take suitable notice of reasoiiaide suggestions. Year ln*fi*re 
laKt ] d rew attention, for examph*. tt> tlie ctindition of the A.sansol Courts anil 
asked f«>r iiiiprtiveim>iit. which I am glad tt> see has ;i1ko btvn providtnl for this 
yi»ar. One eouM nam«“ adopti«>n of many more ideas in this manm*r. if there 
wen' need. .Ml tliis is satisfactory so far. and it makes it all tin' mt,>re 


obligatory up<iii us. :iml almost enctuirages us. to bring uji <Hir schemes in the 
In'trt of tHir light am! to submit t>ur suggi*stious and to bide iwir time. But my 
Lorrl. what might hav.* been g'^xl eniMigh two years ago is m>t so now. and 
for the pnijs'r regrading «»f tin* servi<*«* Ks. f»().(HX) will not siifHce. Take f«ir 
example the case of tin* first graile Miinsifs. We long struggled here for a 
Ri. 500 grade, such as obtained in the then iieighiMuiring pn*vinoe of East 
Befigttl and Assam and in Burma. We were almost lauginxi out of (.Viurt,—1 
moan Council—and \m- b.avi' got the Rs. gradi* now unexpt*ctedly. because 
the two provinces have been brought tiigetber. But tlioeie who are in tin* 
grade are the relics of the East Bengal ora. But we have also to do justici* to 
tlieir atiiTespouding colleagues in W’est Bengal. And the tension in second 
and third gradt*s liave also to be relievixl. W’«* have l*»* 4 *n furnished with no 
details as $o how the regrading is to bt* effectiHl, and in the abnenci* of these 
details I can only surmise and suggest the proxdston of a sum to, b«^n with, 
that wit} giv»« the Imginuers tlie initial pay of lis. 250 a month, each as their 
predeoefMKMTS used to have and such as under a recent and l>ettor organisatiim. 
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the Deputy Ma^strate is ijetting. If this is doms as I suppose it inuBt be* 
Rs. 25,000 out of the alotted Bs. 50,000 will be absorbed and the balanoe 
Rs. 25.000 will go an exceedingly sinall way in regrading the Kervioe prqper 
in the upper grades. Though a larger grant could Ui>t be providtid this year 
to cover the whole ground, view of and to assist future action, it is of the 
greatest importance to examine some aspects of the whole question, and this 
I shall attempt to do, as shortly as possible. 

“ The i>endency of the proceedings of the Public Service Commission is 
of course a bar to an effectual and comprehensive survey. But what has 
transpired already before the Commission, affords enough fotxi for reiiectiou 
even reason for temporary action. In spite, therefore, of the pendency of the 
proceedings Your Lordsliip’s Government has rightly felt that s<ime relief is 
immediately needed, as ‘the deliberations of the (.'ommisHiou may take some 
years, and may not be acted upon for some years more. 

Among the witnesses examinetl by iht? Royal < %»inmisaion in (.'alcutta in 
January last, there were only two members of the Indian Civil Service who 
dwelt at some length on the grievances of the Provincial Judicial Service. 
These wtMV the Hon’bh* Mr. Justice Sir HerbiM't (.’arnduff and 5Ir. A. H. 
Cuming. District .Imlge t>n sjwcijd duty with the Governimmt of Bengal, 
and both of them spoke of the urgent necessity of n grading the servifre. of 
abolishing the grade of Munsifs on lis. 200. and granting father privileges 
to the service which it is n >t necessary to mention for our present purposes. 
Mr. Cuming, who was specially tl«*piited to cnsider the cpiestion. s|>oke, 
among other things, as follows :—

• (Iwiiig to the late territorial reiliKtrilmtitiii, the pros|HH*ts »»f the 
memliers of the Judicial ^»rvice wliti have Injen ailhitttHl to Jiengal <.t>iu|miv 
unfuvounibly with those of the olUeers allot«sl :o Bihar and Oi'imhu. This 
ha.s catiseil a deep feeling of di.si'onteiit among tlie oflieers allottetl ti> IkMigul. 
In order to remove wliat is undoubtedly a legitimate grievaiuH'. and to provide 
for the eonventence of ‘work. I jiroiMi.se to add six Sub-.Ju*lge«liips to the 
Btuigal cadre, to ivtain tlie grade of Rs. for Munsifs. and to rt'gnule tin* 
wlude service in such a way lliat its average jiay may b«* niiKisl to tlie level 
of the i»ay <»f the officers in Bihar and Orissa. The jmy of the lowest gnule 
of Munsifs siiould tie raised to Rs. 

“ 'i'h«‘re are veiy goo«l grounds for the “ «leep feeling of discontent ’* 
alluded to by Mr. Cuming, for a {xTUsal of tlu^ Civil List correeled up to the 
1st .January 191J, sinovs that a very large number of officers in the gradea 
of Rs. 4(K), 3(M) and Rs. 2.50 are in those grades for six yt*ars ami more, and. 
unless then is h sfK-tsly reorganization, tliey will have to continue in thtifie 
gra<les imlefinitely longer. The necessity for the reorganization of the service 
M*ithoiil further «ielay is tln*refore apparent, ami by placing an additional 
grant of Rs. oO.fKlO in the btfdget estiiiiati's under the head of the Provincial 
Judicial Service, G<ivernment has recfigiiizej this necessity. 

“ The least that can be d<nie, hfiwt.o'er, if any n.H>rganiration is to lio made 
at all. is to place the Bengal officers on a par with ihost.* of Bibar in iho 
matter of pay and promotion. From what follows it will bo seen that an 
ailditional grant of one lakh of rupees in round numbers, that is double the 
sum allotted in the grant, would l>« iri«lisp<msnl)ly utH;essary if the prospects of 
offictTH in the two pnivinces are to be approximately equalized. This will, no 
doubt, only afford a temporary relief. Hiich as it appears to l»e the intention of 
the present budget grant to provide, ami many largit*r questions affecting tho 
service will still have to Ih* left over for the consideration of the Royal Ckwn- 
inissioii in the first instance, and ultimately of the Government aqd the 
•Secretary of State for India. But for the present, a grant of one'lakh of n]|>eea 
might serve; to allay, \hough nut to t«fiiiov«? altogether, the discontent which 
prevails among the Subordinate Judiciary of Bengal, apeoially in its lower

7.254 is the sum requJrevl to make 
the monthly incnn's of tlie officers of bf»th the Provinces nomimiUy eqttal. 

“■ But to make tluMU rcalhf etjual. a further sum of. say. Us. 1.146 per 
mensem is. on a rouvdi calculation, necessary to be placed at the disposal of 
the Boni^ service, thus bringing the total tv» Rs. (7,254 4“ 1.146=s) Rs. 8,4(X> 
-a month or Us. annually, for the following reasons :— 

(n'' Tlie Bengal l>ran« h of the Provincial .iiMljcial Service does not 
\ pvacti' ally gain nnich in comparison with the Bibar branch by 
the fact of having a grade on Us. 600. It will lie found from 
a reference to the CHvil List, that nearly all the officers in this 
grade art'al ways officiating as Suboixlinate Judges. As suoh. 
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they get an acting allowance of Rs. 100 only per meaaem, where¬ 
as Munsifs in Bihar on Re. 400 get an acting allowance of 
Rs. 160 per mensem under similar circumstances (vide Civil 
Service Regulations, article 141). So that the net gain in the 
grade of Rs. 500 is only Rs. 40 per post per mensem (Bengal 
Munsifs on Rs. 500 getting Rs. 600 as officiating Subordinate 
Jnd^s, and Bihar Munsifs on Rs. 400 getting Rs. 560 as 
officiating Subordinate Judges) or Rs. 480 in all for the grade 
of 12 officers on Rs. 500, instead of Rs. 1,200, as would at first 
sight appear to be the case. In calculating the prospects of 
the two cadres this loss of Keugal officers of Rs. (1,200—-4M0ss) 
720 per mensem, must be taken into account. 

(5) Owing to the pniportionatoly large number of Subordinate Judges in 
Bihar and Orissa, a Bihar officer will enjt>y the higher grades of 
Subordinate Judgesliips for a considerably longt;r period than his 
colleague in Bengal. Since the number of Subordinate Judges in 
Bengal cannot be increased beyond th»* actual requirements of the 
Pn^sideiicy, this inequality cannot be g 4 >t rid of, unless the Gov¬ 
ernment thinks of trivHig some rtdief to the overworked Subordi¬ 
nate .Judgi^s of Btuiiral. or reduees the number f)f Munsifs en¬ 
trusted with the pow» ! <if Subordinate Jadg*H in respt'ct of suits 
above Rs. 1 ,<)(>(> and up to Rs. in vahu*. The n'Stilt of this 

will be. that the Bihar officers will enjoy a higher |M>nsion ^as 
compared wn'tli the Btmgal officers) which is calculated under 
thefJivil Service Regnlations upon th«’salary* t^arnod by an f»ffi(er 
during the la.st three years of his service 

(c) For the same reason, Bihar offituu-s will enjoy first class travidling 
alllowaiu'c ft>r a longiu* |>^riod, and a proportionately larger 
number of them will draw utuing allowance as Subordinate 
Judge's, than their hrethren of Btuigal. 

“Though such a reorgtinization may equaliiie tUv Jtmtnciat ffro»jjerJs of 
officers in the two pr<»vinees, it will not eom|H*nsatr for the dtday which a 
Bengal Munsif will be subjected to in attaining the higher digmtjj Subordi¬ 
nate Judges, unless anti until mt^uns can fount! tt> adj to the e-xisting 
number of Subtirdiiiute Judgt:tH in the Presitlency. J’here can be im satis- 
faetory re-gradaiiou of tin* service with only R»i. mon* a yc^ar to 

spend. However, the following is the most ct»nveuicnT scheme that can be 
drawn up. The necessity for the abolition of the Iasi gratlt* of Munsifs on 
R.s. 2(X) has Inteii re|M*atedJy advocated, anti recently by such eminent 
authorities as Sir Herlmrt (’amduff siiid Mr. thiming. When the Provincial 
Judicial Service was la.st reorganized in In-sidcs (;eriaitt adiiitioiiK in 

the ranks of the- Subordinate .Judgi*s, the number of offieiTs in the differont 
grades was so distributtMl as'to place thegratb s in a <b*s(u*nding Hi'rics, in order 
to admit of an easy flr»w of promotion. The.same principles should be kept in 
view in every schemt* of reorganization. 

‘ In the pn^sent seheme of reorganization, t he ntirala^r and gradation <if 
the Sultordinate .Iudg**s woulrl remain tinchang^'d. 

‘‘ As regards Munsifs n statement liktt the following wrwihl show the

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*‘l<et U8 now see what improvement can be effected in the prospects 
tUe Bengal service with a sum of Rs. 50,000 per annum allotted in this year’s 
budget. We have seen that with less than double this sum no improvement 
is imssibla in tiie prospects of the Subordinate Judges. It is. therefore, 
impossible to strengthen their cadre with tlie sum earmarked fur the improve¬ 
ment of the service. H must also be remembered that, under isvery one of 
the following schemes, the prospects of Bengal officers will remain much 
worse than those of Bihar. 

’• Retaining the Re. 200 grade, and confining the increase only t<j tlie Isi.

“ ! hav.* attempted almost all the possible permutations and comitinations 
with t he lituite.l grant of Rs. .50,<kH». and flu* result is sat isfaet ory to no 
gratb> (>f the M«*rviot‘ and no branch. In all these schenii's. the grades ttn 
Rs. lOO. R.*'. StKt and R". 250 will beeome very inueh congested. Wilder all 
thest* .schemes, tiie addittonal cost will be Rs. 50.400 i>er annum. 

“However, we must rec^>gnise tlii« practical realities of the sitnatiini. and 
wh«*n till* (iovcrnm'*nt s<*hctuc of rt'graiiing is published in detail, orohahly 
some more liglit wilt he thrown on'fhc situation. Fvir the pn»senl. though no 
Tpori* than what has been ilonc can this year be expoeted, the above facts may 
l|g* of Mse in siiaping the future course of improvement of the service. 

“Turning to another important liranch of public service, tin* Subordinate 
Civil SiTvicf*. it is a matt* r of surprise and regret that the Budgv^t c intains 
no provision for its improvement. 

“ Formerly. Sub-I)«»puTy <'olle<*tors used to be re<*ruited from the rauksof 
Kanungos and sometiuo of clerks, and the initial i>ay of Rs. UX) which was 
decideo uisio when the servici* first startt*il was thought adequate at a time 
when the cost of living was eimqiaratively low*. Now*, however, members of 
the Subordinate, as well as the Provincial C'ivil Sorvioe. are recruited from 
fraclioall^ the same das.ses. They are about equalty qualifitnl men. and 
oartainl^ equally share tie- responsihlities of various departments under tlu*. 
C|^«»Vin»nt. Their qualiHeations both educational and social as also the 
fiature of the work they have to do (both magisterial and collect orate), are 
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about the same. The new condition of things demands that^ 8ul>4)wuty 
Collectors should liVe fn a decent style, and even before the Pnoes tjf rood 
Enquiries Commission publish their report it will be accepted without lieMtAtion 
that the starting pay of Rs. 100 is anything but adequate for decent living. 

“ It is unquestionable that the cost of living lias gone up considerably, and 
in v'iew of this fact, as well as the fact that the maximum pay of Sub-Deputy 
Collectors is Rs. iHO. the pay of the lowest grade of Deputy Collectors has 
been rightly raised from Rs. 200 to Rs, 250. This increase in the initial 
pay of the Deputy Magistrate was needful to remove a glaring anomaly. There 
might be a Sub-Deputy (’ollector drawing Rs. 250 a month and a Ih^puty 
'Collector drawing Rs. 20(* a month in. tlie same subdivision, which would 
be extremely embarrassing to the latter, if not to both. It was felt that this 
-awkwardness and anomaly should be removed, and the Government was gocxl 
enough to st‘<‘ the forei' of the contention often raised in the Council in 
this behalf and the initial p;iy was increas<*d. I am glatl to be able to 
■observe once more that rliose who made themselves responsible lor these 
and other contentions that are sh>wly finding acceptaiKH* in later years, if 
not the same year, are thankful for the steady recognition of the soundness 
of the lines taken by them. But t here are (»tber and greater anomalies in 
the train f»f this reform, wljich require consequential amendment. 

“ It is anomalous, for example, that Inspf^ctors of Police whose status, fioth 
in service and also in srxriery. is inferior to that of a Sub-I>eputy (\»llector apd 
who :ire not even gazettt'tl f>tHeers. begin on Rs. l.oO a month. And tb«' Sub- 
r>epury (■ollect<*r would look exceedingly small indeeil t.i> have to be stationed 
^ a plact* where there was a hundnsl and fifty rui>eeH Snb-Insjavtor <if 
Poliee. Sub-Deputy ('ollect<u*s are m<»stly graduates of gootl hainilies. and 
they, in cotinnon with memb«>rs of the upjs r serviee. an* absolutely abc^ve 
t•^‘p^l«eh and su.spii-ion as a rule, so far as purify of service, is coiiet-riieil. 'I'hey 
have often to maintain two esrablishinents. oin* at the place of business and 
another at home, over and above their travelling establishment. 'I*hey have as 
many elaims upon tlieir purse as Deputy Magistrates, and must disehargt' them 
on altuost the same scale. They have to ntointain a turn-out and queipag** and 
puiaj>hernalia that must nearly equal the Deputy .Magistrate’s, ami the class 
of work tliey do is nearly the same, 'i'hc i«rom«,tions from the .'sub-Deputy 
Collectors rank ti.> that of tin- Deputy < ollector arc not yet very large and 
th«* attraf lion to the service is not etiouffh for the best tyjs* of men in larger 
nuniber.s. though owing to general glutting of the servic*- m.arket tin* numbt^r 
of K'andtdates is riever small. I h** Deputy i‘ollector has still many grievances 
to redress that will ms tl attention in the tiear future, but the .Sub-l)eputy 
(’ollector s lot is Itarder still. Th*'}- Is-loug pr-aetically to the Munt' s<*rvice. 
oiiiiie frruii thtr same i'htss <if men and w«»rk iindtrr practically ihc saiiur 
Cf»miit!oiis. It !s of importance to the Stiitc that their re<'rtiitm<‘nt shcHild 
b(' on a more .sound ami .-at m factory footing, particularly as ihctipward 
Hfov f>f proiiif>tion i- and nm-t l.c -low. 


In view r,f the al»ov»* iacts one is not lar wrong m pn^sHing that the 
initial pa\ of tiie S»il>-Depiity ( ollcf’tor sh<>iild i*t* rarsed from Rs. 1(K) to 
i«s. 1.'»(). I here are .altogether (l.'J iippottifiiu'iits m the .5th gra^lt* r>l Sub- 
Itcpnty Collectors, and t.. giv»- etVect to this pr/.pi»,al otily a sum of Rs. 
would b«* necessary. But mere raising of the initial j»ay would fully meet 
the rcf|uircments oi the ease. Tie* iiiq ortaiit qu«‘stion o( their travelling 
allowanci* also would liave to be serirwisly taken up. 

foimi’iB. SuVi-Depufy ( oll».ctors w«'re r*'cruitetl fr»»m an inferior clasA of 
men who Uscd to tuuv in biillcwk-i'arts, and soiiu*times also f»n fo*jt. THefii 
thus came to be a wid*- <liffV 
of l>e 
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waB issued in 1907 fifrautinjEf Sub-Deputy Collectors tlu* same travelliiiif 
allowance as that allowed to Deputy Collcctfjrs. On thc^ streii^rtii of this 
circular, many Sub-Deputy Collectors drew travelling and also halting? 
allowance on the Kanie scale as that allowed to 1 )epnry ( fiHcctors. When 
they had done so for al)out six months another circular was issued the same 
year to the efFecrt that Sub-Deputy (.'ollectors were to draw i.nly travelling 
allow'ance on the same scale as Deputy Colh-etors but net halting allowance. 
This reversion to the* old obj*M'tional)le scale of haltinff alhjwane.-s caniurt, lie 
justified, for iSuli-Deputy ('ollecUors have to live, and <lo live. out. in tlte 
distant mufassal in practically the same style ;is Deputy t’olleetors. and 
must do 80 not only f<jr tlicir own sake but for that of the st-rvie.*. the 
preslipre of winch must on no account be lowereil in the eye. particularly of 
the villaifje public. 'I’he ])reKeiit scale of haltatre is 1 jsT cent of their }iay. that 
is to say, a .Sub-Deputy t.'ollector on lis. ItM) gi-ts he. ]. a Sub-I>ejiuty ('olleetor 
(HI Its. loO jfets Ue. l-S. and soon. Tin.- is nuito iuadeijuate. < >jie should 
have thouj^ht and e.vpecteil that the lower llie jiay the Idj^lii'r would be the 
lualtiiiK’allowances, at least in the case of officers of this elass who have to 
niaini:nu a posjtioii in tlie eyes of an ij'norant public. What is a rupee 
a day out in the mufassal. if that is to say you jiay for everything that 
you get. Let the framers of the scale try it whi-n lle-y go out on tour next, 
and thiw will find. l»y the time tliat meal-tniie i.s oxa-r. that they mn-t resort 
to the undignified jtrm'ediire of begging or i>orrowing. tf not to tie- unmagis- 
lerial pnK’eeding of .'itealing. A ruin-e g<n*s a very small way in these 
daVs. fiarficularly out in tlie mufa-sal. and tlii- wa.s reali/.ed when the travel¬ 
ling jdlowsnn.'e was ei|uali/.i-d on tile samo seale as tin- Deputy (’ojh*ctor'» 
.Matiert| would be ji.ariicularly difficult ifalb pmy (bdlector and a (’olleetij^ 
Were out oil tour log.*iher. and were camping side by siile. It would never 
do ior the earthen jiot to eomt- to grief in full puldic view, and the Sub- 
De[iiiTy s enforce 1 modest tare at home has to be sub-i.antl.ally .augiiiented out on 
tour, not only toappease inereasing ;inimal hunger due to vigorous touring, but 
al-o for tie- sake of ap;iearauees. 'I'heir halting allowance should, tiieiadore. be 
al-o rtiised to l\s. •’>. a- that of a Depuf < olleetor. I'liere arc 2P2 Sub-Deputy 
< ■<'lle.-t ors on tile list, ami ;is far as I can gather, five days of allowance a montli 
will in et the re.jiiiremeiits of tin- ease. 'I'o give elfeet. therefore, to this 
pr'*p'*s.il ;i s.jie of Us.

"<1 ^-.Iv allie(l with this K.\ecutive branch of jiublic service is the 
adnina-V at 3 in '>[ criminal justice in t’ah-utta. regarding widch we liave had 
often t >ay a great deal m this ( oinndL Hon ble MeiiHiers who had to 
coin;.bun nni-i be relieved to find that tin>re is a provision in tin* budget fiir 
st ren.t helling t he ministerial staff of the t'aliMitta m.agist racy, but xve miss all 
provision for imp>-ov.d • onrt accommoilarion wiiliouf which the situation 
canui't bi adeijuai. iv cojvd with. \\ c have had some valuable, tln^ugh 
in^'omplete. iuloriuation m answer to our <]Uestions in tlie t'ouncil reg.arding 
the growth of crminial xvork. and the jiavt that (‘aleuita Honorary Magis¬ 
trates take la e i]inig witii it. 

I tiHik li.e liberty of drawing pointed attention of tlie ('ouneil to the 
ileplornbl • state of atl.io that e.\i-t->d in this eonne».-tion t xvo yejirs ago. The 
(‘o’lncil was assin. d, I believe by the Ibni ble Mr, Duke on behalf of the 
(iovcnimeni. t hat tin- in.-dful impri weinent w< mid be efieet ed. and tin' resolution 
was withdrawn I beliex e that my Hon ble friend j>aid a surprise visit, 
suitably attired, n-eorduig te my informant in view of the assured 
►Itlffy t'liaraeter of tiie t ourts—and tfiongii my suggestion about m-ecting 
t.etn|>orarv aceoiuiiiiniation for tlie Hon»>rary I ourts on the roof of the t'ourt 
stables did not ipiit.- fit d aceeptance. it was not altogether unfavourably 
r**gArti<*d. itther x i-iis f. Mowed. .Indgi'sof the High Cuttrt. S<*cn‘tanes, and 
Sessions .I udges on deputation, liave since been raising hwjxes I >y visits, surprise 
ami othsrwise, which have not been yet realized. After tlie Imt>erial 
desertion of (’ill cut t a. Isntioti of the entire Court in Tmp< rial looking buildings 
traa talkfsi of. but such . lose proximity of practic.al criminohigy with th« 
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southern sanctum sanctorum was successfully objected to, and the Oollee- 
torate Huilding-s in Dalhousie Square were the next objective of rumour. 
This prospeci also proved illusory, and it appears that not only is there no 
g-lut in tiie Imperial IhiildingB market but Your Lordship’s Secretariat Press 
will iiavt' to be located in some new buihiings, for which ten lakhs out of the 
•* free balance ” is to be earmarkinl. The Police (hmrt accoinimxiation has 
therefore to be improved in sitxi jinless, as another st't of rumour has it. a 
partition of tht> Court is to be etfected and the Niintola CJhat Street White 
Klephant is to have a tiuni justilitsation. TlnM*e is fortunately no indication 
yet in the lludg’t't or outside irresponsil>le newspaper local columns, 
of this rumour having any foundation. If this propt>sal of partition 
is seriously put borward, th*'re will l»e strong public objt«ction to which due 
weight will Tnuloiibtedly be givim. 1 have no right to anticipate matters, ami 
may well be pennitteil* ti> complain that though two y<«ars have <*laps*'d 
absolutely nothing has been done to remove tin* state of t hings regarding which 
we had unequiv(X!al otlieial admission and assurances two years ago. 'I’lic 
state of tiling which we then deplored have grown fr(*m bad to worse. 
Th«> ^jt'tty OTs*'s have swolbm in nutnber, owing to n^asoiis that ought 
to lie carefully enquired into, and tin* (’ourt of one of tlie stijx^ndiary 
Magistrates is (XJcupied fo- the trial of tlu'se cast's for several hours 
a day by the Hegistrar. with the result tliat the Magistrate has 
himself to di> his own work in his stiitfy chamber, access to which wouhl 
be through this crowded court room. In this state of things it wouhl 
he useb'ss to expect that Ib»Jiorary Magistrates could be given better .accom- 
nuxlatinn than tJn»y wtov shown to have two years ago. Those who liavt* the 
goml or bad fortune t>f being summoned to sit havt* often to wait till another 
l)ench rises or can br* ad venturously hustled out,unless llnwchoost* to do their 
work also in ehambers. If they eati g»*t hold of a court room the ri'quisile 
clerical assistance may be. for th*> tinn* being, wanting, for not oidy is the 
ai'commodatioii insutficimit for th** purpixs<* but the ministerial start'also 
hopelessly insutttcient. 'I'he .iiuTease in the stalf that has been hudgetted 
is. 1 understaiiil, not so mucli for the llomvrary (‘oiirts as for tin* Srip>-n- 
diary Uouits ; though no details liav** been given I believe I am right irt 
thinking that what is ains'd at is strengtleming of the llegistrar’s ortice 
propt'r and of the fifth Stipemii.ary Magislratt* who looks as if he has 
come to stay. If I am wrong in this surmise, and if the inerivise provided 
in the iiudget is really for strenglheiiing the Honorary t'oiirls. we should be 
ver>' glatl indeed to have the assuranc'*. 

Tln>re ate now two bench clerks attached to the (’ourt of Presitlency 
Honorary Alagintrates. Due b>*neh sits every <lay for the trial of fresli 
cases, and often there is a r»eeond bench for the trial of p;irt-heard cases. 
The’two heiich flerks now eomlum* tin* funetions of bemdi c‘b*rk and interpr»*ter 
when tht^ two heiiches sit at the saimr time. With two otlit*r bench clerk.s, 
the requirmneiits of four Honorary Ma gist rat e>,’ eotirts will fully met, ns 
considering the nature <>{ the easen trieii hy them, one man can v«Ty well 
<;ombine the functions of the liit*‘rpreter and heiich frb’rk. Two sue.h men can 
Imj emfilovvsl on Rs. rtO a month each. 'I’wo ndtlirionnl chuprasis would 
cost Ks, 14 p*T month, and one duftry for all the Honorary Magistrates’ 
Courts, Ks. 10. Tim tmal additional expense in equipping four H<inorary 
Magistrates’ (h>urt.s cannot .exceed lls. 1.50 per month. 

‘’This will att'ord necessary help as regards tin* sfatT. As regards the 
question of acconirniwl.ntion, mattors are more serious. The stabb's will 
easily take another storey at an iiicorisiderable c<»sl, and an ov»Tbri<lge 
will connect this new range with th'* main huibting at some eotivenietit point.

“My Lonl. this is tin* first budget that has been Bubmitted to this Council 
after tite reot'nstitution t*f the Presidency of Hengal. am^ I congratulate the 
Hmt’ble Member in cliarge of tin* portfolio in finance on his being able to present 
a very progressive' budget. It is a matter of immense satisfaction that mt>asures 
of vital concern to the |H*4>ple. are gradually nM'«»iving more and more atteiiti«ni 
at the handM of (ireivernim'tit, and I sincerely lnn>i* that the benefits will be 
etijoyfHi by all sections of tin* j>«*op!e. and your Excellency’s administration 
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Muhaiiunadan minds. Tht* corrospondrnco columns of the local paixtrs have 
repeatedly drawn public attention to tlu' unsatisfactory cuiiditioii to which 
the management has degeneratt*d. The Government is aware of the fact that 
a non-ofticial committee on behalf of the Moslem League investigated the 
problem, and the Muhammadans hav«‘ with one mind demanded a reform in 
the management. I understaml the (-(dlector oE Kliulna had to Huspeud the 
Manager. I trust the Government will now publish authoritative details as to 
the actual state and management of tin* I'state. 1'he Muhammadans have all 
along advocated a commission to investigate the aflairs of these eudt)wmti'nt8, 
and 1 hope (iovernment will take* early steps in the matter. 

Assistant Director of Muhamnnnian Kdunation .—My Lmd, it is a matter 
of extreme satisfaction that the (iovernment has provi«h‘d a sum of Hs. l>,0()0 
for revision of the establishment of tin' Director t»f l*ul»lic instruction's oHice, 
iuciiuliug the Assistant Dirt'ctor of Public Instruction's for Muhaminailan 
education. The appointment of a S]»ecial ollicjer for Muliainmadan education 
has all along been a«lvoc.atetl by Muliammadaiis. liut it is osstmtial that the 
officer should have the full jniwer of initiative and c«)ntrul in :dl matters of 
Muhammadan education, that tl r officer may work out reforms and have a 
free hainl in matters of MuhanM(ia«lan education. In niy opinion (his oflicer 
should b<< able to shujH' the eour.se of Muhammadan . tlucation in ih'iigal. ami if 
such an officer l*i' not avaiith' within th* I’rt'sidency. the appointment might 
l>e ina<le from otitside the provmce. preferal ly from Upper Imlia. 'I’hi.s i*s 
what has l)j*en all ah»ng wanti'd Ity t!;e Muhammadans, ami it would certainly 
*.lisap{ioint them very sa*lly if tin- offi.-.er Is not entrusted with siieh jviwers. 
The Government may not tliseover any tangilde seml>lam-e t>f that feeling iT 
disappointment, but the feeling will remain as strong ns ever. 


"Moslem Institute. —My lainl. I sincerely njoie** tofind that the asp«'et ^»f 
social lift' .'tmong students has not been tnerlooked. ami Th»*rt' has I'ts'ii an 
increment in the recurring grattt ol iheC’aleutta University Institute from 
Hs.

1 in the University Institute, 
I understand that the institute ironti-nif lates furl her iner*-asing tin* rnt«*. ns it 
is iiiip«)S,Mible under the pre.seiit iinam-ial eonditi’ ii ((» fiillv meet their I'haigt^s.

A 
hostel must lie hiiilt sooner or later, and the sooner the better. 

‘‘ Muhiimmadan College in Calcutta. —My Lord, as to the estahlishinent 
of a Muhaniinadan college in Calcijita. I must frankly say that it is useless 
for us to hope that we will get a really first-cla.'ts college, neither is 
it very much necessary. lUit, the urgent necessity of a college in 
C’alcutta up to li.A. classes has been admitted on all hands. We want 
an Arts college in Intermediate and 1>.A. For sciimce, graduate and 
post-graduate study our students must go to the Presidency ami 
the University cl.asses in the interest of r»?ai e<lncati<»n. I'lie number of 
Muhamniculnn studeuis in the s(uence classes of the Pn^siilency College 
should therefore be lU'cettsarily gri*att‘r. I think tliat the course of events 
in the past will convince anyone that there is now a I’lear case for starting a 
IMuhammailan colb-gt‘ in C’alcutta in Inti'rmeiliale Arts and I5.A. classes. 
I hope Oovi*rnim'nt will take activ»* stejis in the matter. 'The point was 
also emjihasised by my hon’ble frimul Ur. Sarba«lhikari. 

” Darctx Cmrersity .—My Lord, I am glad to find that the projHJSed Uni¬ 
versity at Dacca is to be an accomplislietl fact, ajid pmvision has been maiie for 
this in the budget. Hut I must frankly confess that the subsequinit ilecision 
of the tiiovernmeut to contine tlu' upftrations of tin* University to the Municipal 
limits of Dacca has disappointed the high hopes that had been niisinl in 
Kasterii Bengal at the time <if the initial announceiniuit of the establishment 
of the University. It is a matter of extreme regnd that even as 'it is. some 
features of the University at Dacca, which concern the .Muhamipadans 
specially, have been subjected to much uncalled-for criticism. 

“My Lord, as a humble member of the Dacc.a University (*ommittei>. it is 
needless for me to state hon* that I heartily ajtprovetl to tin* recomnn.mdatious 
made therein. I beg to ih*al here with only thosi* points which HfM*cially 
concern .the Muhamuiadans and about which much have been 'vritten and 
«poken. 

" Muhammadan t'fdlege. —My Lonl, tin- Muhammadan <'ollege has been 
indicted for being likely to widen the «liilerence between the Hindu and 
Muhammadan students, “tliat it will trnid to accentuate and emphasise 
whatevt‘r true. f;iint. shadowy causes of cle.avage there may now exist 
between the Hindus and Muhammailans of Bengal.” Nothing is far 

from m\' desire than that the Hindus ami Muhammadans will not live in 
harmony and lirotherly feelings. But I do not believe that the men- fact 
that the students will n-ad in separate colleges often lectured by the 
Banic professor* often in th<« University classes with other studiuits. 

taking' twirt in the Univi^rsity life and in .sports, games, pastimes. debatcR 
with other students, tends tt> accentuate the tlifference. Spi-aking on behalf 
of Muhammadans. I cair nay that the .Muhammadans will never entertain 
any such feelings. 'I'Jn-y cannot do so. It is an insult to their education 
that thej’ will, and I bi-!ieve there will be ho narrow and prejudicetl training. 

My Lord, I cajinot ini.-igiiie how. in an iHlucational institution anch as we 
are going to have, then' will be any fomenting of racial feelings. If that bo 
the case, I think we may fairly bid a<lieu to all ideas of real pnyress. 

BosidoH, there is a very widespread demand in all directions for religious 

training, leading to the voi*>’ commendalil«« and widespread activities which 
hav'e brought abmit the agitation for sirctarian universities. 

‘‘Our Hindu friends have had the Sanskrit (’ollegi* for over half a century. 
M’c hav'e n»tver grudged them all the ailvantages they have derived from such 
a sectarian institution. 'I'he Mnhanimndan Oollego at Da<‘ca will be what the 
Hindu College, lias all along been h«?re. and T «lo not understand luiw’'our 
critics can justify the objections that they have raiseil against an institution 
•which will serve a similar ]»nrj»fa*e for the Muhannnatlan community. The 
tSanskrit College, Calcutta Madraaa, Hindu 8ehiH>l, Metropolitan Insti¬ 
tution, and a number of others eonductod on exclusive liniis have n<*t lod to 
the growth of sectarian feeling or animosity, and I do not understand why a 
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Mulianinmdnn Cullegp in Laf-c-a rondneted oji 1 «>h8 t-xcIuhivi^ lineH should 
lead to sucdi an unt<i\var<l roHult. 


" Depart merit of lalnmir Studies .—^ly Lord, tin* iloi>artiin‘nt of Islamic 
studios has l)Oon objootod to iu H<jm«* quartors. In tho intorosts of ^luham- 
inadan t.nlucation, if is i‘SH«>ntial to nio<lorniso tlio course* of Madrasa curri¬ 
culum. Wo must sit at tho foot of tin* aiioiont saffos and sclioiars to got 
a glim] HO of our sacred Ion*. Miihammadans must kjiow Islam with all ifs 
<io\’«'lopmi*ntH, and all other knowli‘dge must lea<l to that end. It is an 
atteini t to reconcile t he demands of < )<*<-identai and Oriental learnings oit 
modern lines. I cannot a<ld anything more than (jmjte the words of 1 ir. 
Ghosh. I hope that, under the prt)j»osetl scheme, hotli go<j i pnhhe servants 
and suitable recruits for the learjied profession \vill turn out. hy the Laet-a 
I'niversity. men in n<i way inferior to their brother gi'aduates in general 
culturt* or in the intelle<*tual equipment so essential to siiccess either 
in the publit; service or in the leariu'd pntfessit^ns under modern conditions. 
Ti»-day. under the new impulse of life aiid thought, all minds in the 
East are going to their ancient lore, ami this is our justification for a Ih.iard 
«)f Islamic* stinlies in tin* new I’niversity. 


” JirjtresentatioH of MiUto mmadous in the t!on miration .—My Lord, tlie 
special rc*presentati<.»n of Muhammadans in the ('onvoeation of the* l)acca 
I’niversitv has been denounced bv doc*trinaire politicians. Ma* Lord, fin* 
Muhammadans hav«* learnt a less<in from the l'niv»*rsity of ('alcutta whi*re. 
even sixty years after, evi*ryone know.*, how the Muhammailans fare 
at tln*,tinit.* of tin* ele<*t ion of l*'«*llows. Till now not a single Muhammadan han 
sueeei*d**d in entering f he Senate by t hy o,»en tioor of elect ion. If thesi* are tln*ir 
chances so far as tin* Senate i>, coneerne 1. t in*ir o,»]M)rlunitii*s for entering tin* 
Syndicate can be better im:igined than descriiietl. 'J'lie Muhammadans must 
be allow»*d to take part in tin* administratixe life of the I’niversity. That is 
an aspiration and privilege ot e<lucated minds. If the Muhammadans are 
to be allowed to I art leipatt*. tlie.v must frankly l»e told howtln*y can otherwise 
secure etlci-tive representation. 


” \'e.rnitru/or .—Myjljor I. it has been conti‘n b* 1 that the l»t‘iigali language 
max' bi* x-;t!ate<l liy enriching its v«H*abulary in tmler to make it suitable to 
Muhammadans. Ihiddhists and many other eommnuities. It is mrt pro]>«>setl 
t<» change t he st met ur*‘. form and syntax of ilu* language, but to intr«nluc*e 
ftucli xvojd" a>i Will conx't'y sentiments and traditions peculiar to diilerent eoin- 
inunili>*r>. d’hov-e who are axv.-in* of the? genesis of the liengali language's 
Tiee i not fear anyt iiing from such incorporation. A living langaagi> must 
express the tli>.at ing ideas ami thoughts of the p.t*<iple. Laiiguagi* must be 
Hhapesi aecor ling to ith*as. ami not vire vt^sd. 'riie pj‘e.sent x*»>rnaettlar of 
H(*ngai cannot eoioeyan image t»f those s«*ntiments and ihotights whic*b 
are the ppuluei of mighty uiimls arimng Mussalntans and many other com- 
innnitii*s. Tosj-eak of the Muhammadans. xvh*» ft>rm imwi* than ,'>(1 ]>t*r cent, 
of tin* total population. tlu‘y havi* a right to sliai>f* ^bc language' according to 
tht'ir lUM'ds. Language is tin birthright of t'very man. It is in the national 
int<*rt*«tH of tin* country that tin* Bengali language shouUl ixnrich itself by 
borrowing fre«*l.v .snl'jects, iileas and xvords from otlu'r sources. The English 
language is tin* ric he>t languagi* in tin* wt»rld. but the |>ercentago of pure 
Anglo-Saxon xvtirds is not very gn*at. Tin* im*<'rpi>ration of foreign words 
has made tin* English language what it is, and I think we shonld take a 
lesson from this.

“ (jeneral Administration and the Publie Sendee .—My L(xnl, I now come to 
the general admini.stration and the pnblic service. I vx'iiture to state that 
this year’s budget | n)vides for a largx* expenditure in the reorganisation of 
alt services, recruitim*nt nml avlditions in the number of officers which is, I

administration. The fact that this {>rineiph* has not li«*<*n Kiirti 2 i«*ntly liorne 
m mind hy recent administrators in India aeetmnts. in iny humhle o,<inion, 
for tnany unforiunate complications and proMems that an* nn<N*a.sinj?ly 
occupying the tiovt“rniiienl s attention. The mimluT of Mnhamniadans in 
Oovernmeiit servict* is ahoiit nothing. That is tin* situation in h^iiicaiioii, 
Kxeise. dudicial. Police. Ministerial, tin* Kail ways, t'ouris. S4>crerarint. 
Agricultural. Hi'vemn*—almost all departments. My Loni. Mr. Molinined 
Ali. in his mlmit«* to the Pacea Tniversity Ih-port. has a«lded a slgniticant 
senleiic«*. He says that ’* it is not always p<>ssihh‘ to aHeei, hy nu'nns of 
Government «*(licts. the idea .ainl notions «if iinliviilual otHeers from whose 
indivitlual discretion in matters of Siato patronage then- is no a| i.s al.'‘ If 
(iovernim-nt collects statistics for the nund»«-r of Muhaitiiiiadati «»lKc4-rs in ali 
sorts of s<-rviees, from high to low. Iiii; ••rud. Proviii<“ial and .'''nl>onliiiat«*. tho 
situation will sjx^ak for itself. My Lord. 1 do not think there has lM*«*n any 
want of .Muhniiimtidan (-andidates. Kveii if it is so. that is due to the fact 
that vacancies, sjeeialiy in the suhordinati- and iiiinisten.'il olliees, are not 
pro; erly advortis»'d. In most eases it is notifi«sl outside the oflice nsiiu, and 
it is m)t uiifre<pient that a softened nepotism takes plac*-. The eirculars hy 
Lord Pufi’eriij, Nir Livers '''iiompson. Sir <‘harles Klliott and llu* Ktistern 
liengal Government arw mon* or less treated as detul h-tn rs. ami the p.ara- 
grapii regnnling Muhammadan «-mployinent for insertion in divisional rc|>ortH 
is now' conspicuous hy its ahs^-nce. ^lay 1 not h»>g y»inr Excellency to onler 
the enforcetm-nt of those- circulars ? 


“My Lord. I w’ish to mention another fact, and that is alsiut the 
rpialifications of the candidates in th«* piihlit; services. 1 am not ashamed 
t<^) say that t he M uhammaflans are still eorntvirativelv hack ward in «*<lucatinn, 
and it is not unusual that in a servici- that can In* fairly worki-cl up with a 
certain standard of I'niversity (pialificntions, even a'lmitting f»ir argttinent’a 
s.'ik*- t.h.'it [lie h.'tll-m.ark of th** ljniv**rHify is the sole eriteri<»n of offictenoy, 
candidati-H with iioiliitig hut high I’niversity qualilieatiinis fr<an other 
commuTiiiic^ appl.V for it. This has no doubt put the Miihnmiiiadaua at a very 
gn.-at disadvaniagr- in rcsfiei't to th<.»He serviees. Miihonniindans have onlj* tho 
oth«-r d.ay i>egiin to take the blessings of tsiueatiou, and the other oomiiiUliitioH 
began it half a century back. If a iiiinimuin stauduril of ({UaliBcatioii ia not 
proscribed-for all Government servictja, a gr«*at injiiatice will have Ikion done 
to MnliannnadanH. My Lord, I should not also disguise the fact that an 
lupresaion is spireading that Muliaiumadan officera do not reotdvo lair treat¬ 
ment from Govenmiciii, as they lack certain nndefiiiablc subtle qualificaltons 
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»re forei^a to their tradition. Is it not anomalous that whilst 
:|||^, other lurovinoes where the Muhammadans form the minority, they hold a 
'aifx i^iare the listed appointnaents open to the Provincil Civil Service ; 
here the province under your £xcellency wiicre the Muhammadans form the 
majonty, they are not to he found at present in an^’ such listed post, except 
one whp is a District Jud^fe, though there are ahf>ut 60 Muliainmadans in the 
Provincial Service. I therefore hope that in the distrihution of State 
patronage, high or low, the administrative machinerj' will he adjusted that 
in the matter of puhlic services the Muhammadans may get a fair chance in 
its essence and not form merely. 

LtOtsal Self-froverntnerti. —My Lord, a large |.ortjon of allotment to 
District, Municipal and L(K;al Bfjnrds are meant for i»urpose8 of education, 
sanitation, etc., in local areas, and it is important that in the distribution of 
thescf bodies the various communities could have their due share. This <tan 
hardly be ptwsible, unless the varirsis coinwiiinities .an? adec/uatclj’ and propf>r- 

tionateiy represented in these hodies. L^ird Minto, in reply to the deputation 
of the leading Muhaininadans of India at Simla iu li<0f). struck the real 
kt?ynote of the problem that “ the initial rungti iu the ladder of self-govern¬ 
ment ought to be ftuind in the Municipality and District Boards.'' 

“ The principle of c*ommuual represtmtation. as regards the Muhammadans, 
has heen acet^j te<l as a setth^l policy *'f the C«»v«*rnrMent in respect of Iinj erial 
and Provincial (.'ouncils. It st'cms, my Lord, to be an anomaly that .while it 
has b«*en BO ncceptetl in regard to these <’ounc*ils dealing with imj ortant 
questions of f>oli<*y. it has not yet l»ecn extende<l to other bx-al self-governing 
bodies’dealing with ]>arochial matters of everA'day eoneeni. Jt cannot be 
argjiefl that whilst the Muhatnmadans are qualitifsi for the higher representa¬ 
tive hollies, they are not fit to share in the <leli!*erations of humbler lot'al 
self-governing bxiies. ^^‘t what is the fact ? .Muhammadans are conspicuous 
by their absetiee from thesi bodies, as a ri'oent statement ;-laced before this 
(.Council would indicate. It shows that, umler the existing system of election, 
the Muhammadans cannot find their Avay in adisiuate numbers to tht'se B<vTrds, 
though th(*y are cjuite competent to ileal lA’ith j>arotrhial matWrs. such as edu¬ 
cation, sanitation, water-supply, conservancy, building, public safety, railtvay. 
aaKi'ssrnent aiul taxation. It wcHihi serve no useful pur.-<»se. and Ic^ad to contro¬ 
versy t n aji.alyse the i-aiises that shut out Miliiaminad.nns from these liK.'ai bexiies 
in spite of their being i{Ualifieil. Rut it enipiiasises the necessity of conceding 
cotninuiial re; reseiitatIon in res^and to these local Itoilles on lines similar to 
those of tlie Legislative I’ouncils. These lix'.al Ixxlies .are the nurseries of 
Belf-governineiit. and. Avith the new iinpuise iu life and thought. Muham- 
mailans have a riglit to ileruand the bimefits of |>olifical islucatiim. Mtxlern 
India has long luitgrown ti»e sUigt* Avhen she aa'iII tolerate AA-ith i‘quani!nity 
that her money " ill be s|K*nl by otliers cA’en for her benefit. She must 
be allowed to lia\e her A’oiee he.ard. The Muh.amiuail.ans h.iA-e breathed 
the air of a pngressiA-e dcinitcracy. and if in the lix*al adiniiiistratiA-e or 
deliberate ass<‘nd>lies lliey are not adiHjtjatelv represented, tliey haA*e a right 
to refuse to alloAv their ; iirsi* to be exploited for the benefit of iithers. Such 
is the spirit of the fiTnes. and the piiiuieers are not Miihatnmailans. I cannot 
imagine how I he Indians. Avho clatnour for self-gi>vi'rnmeiit on the ple.a that 
they must [vartii-ipate more aetiA-ely iji the administration of the country, and 
that they must m:inag»' their oAvn affairs, can cotisistently resist the plea i>f tho 
Muhammadans for inori' representation in the Lix-al, District and Municipal 
Boards'on almost analogous grounds. 

“ My Lord, the ilixurinc of Inisser-fairc has done much gixid. but much 
miachief has been created by ineonsistcut adherents oi the doctrine. There 
iu a class of p'ople to Avhom till' question of special rspresentation is a heresy. 
They will find no goixl in it. 1 am no IndioA-er in that tlieory, I can imagine 
that the v<uKl would deveK>p eosmopejitan fraternity, if veal iiidiA'idualisin is 
clilturtid. Progri'ss is not the issui.* of the surA^iA’a! of tho fittest, but of 
harmony. Hindus and Muliammadans may be separately ropresentcxl by 
BCqpantW ^ bar to their ultimatelusion and unity. It is. 

tbarefon^, ni» sacrifiee of the ultimate principle if two ooinmunitie? are 
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aeparatoly ropresertted, and I hojjo your Excelloncy’a Ooremmnnt fiodh 

^aut thifl real boon to the Muliaminadana in these Local, Municipal and 
District Boards. This year from the whole field of mixed electorate in Bengfftl 
the Muhammadans could send only one representative to this Council, and 
even then the heart-burn injfs both in the l^ess and on the platform fiavb made 
it a hotbed for any Muhainniudan to try his chances in the gt^uaral electorate. 
It shows the clear necessity <if the eftective rej r(?8entation of Muhammadans 
by means other than ordinary oin's. 

“ My Lord, the recognititni of the claims of my coimnunity cannot be made 
in a stronger language than in the \v»)rds of Lt>nl Mt»rley. when, in moving the 
second reading of the Indian (’oiineils Bill in the House of Lords on f'ebruary 
23rd, 1909, the Secretary of State said :— 

" The Muhammadans demand.the election of their owu 

represeutulives to these Councils in all the stages just as iu Cyprus, where 1 
think the Muluimmadaiis vote by tlieiiiaelves. 'I’liey have nine v'utes and the 
uou~Muhaminadans three, or tlio other way about; so in Bobemiu, where the 
Germans vote alone and have theii own register. Therefoi*e we art* not with- 
otit a partillel for the idea of a .s«']>:inite register. S«‘condly, they want a num¬ 
ber of seats ill exces.s of their li iinerical .stix?ngth. These two liemandn we 
are quite ready, and intend, to nit^et to the full.' 

‘"The DneentraliKation Commission was no Ir ^s emphatic on thtt|K>int and 
recommended that, “‘as regards the nn'thoiis id tdection, w»* ar«* in tnitire 
accord with the Kesidutioii of 1?S.S2, as to the im[.H>sMiliility of laying down 
any general system and the de.siraldlity of trying diff**reut schemes in ddlertuit 
localities, including methmlH of profvirtioiial representation, and election 
by castes, fwcujtations, etc. Having regiird to the very diil’erent circupislaiiutts 
of different areas, we think it «*sHential that the systetn adot>tetI i» onoh 
should l>t« such as to provitie f««r tlie «^luu reprtts«*ntation i>( ditlereiit com* 
muiiities. crotHls and iiiier«*btH. It has always been rectffuia«>d that it ui the 
duty of the British administration to protect ih** interests of tiie variiMls'C< hii> 
munitit*s in India, ami to st'cure iinpai'tial treatiuuiit ui all. 

“ It may be iinmtioaed here that a claas systmii t>f r<q>rosentathm, which 
exists in Uangism and in some i>f the Ihinjab miini<'i{>alitios. was fonn>l by the 
Royal Commission to have worked Fairly satisfactorily. 

"Sanitation .—My Lord, the (jiiestion 4>f sanitation is a question of life and 
death to tlu' people. (tcKiil drainage, pure wati*r-Krtj ply, cons<‘r\-an<'y. jungle- 
cutting. medical aid in malarial tracts, dredging r*f ch*»k**d-«p rix*ers and khals. 
cleansing of \nllages an<l town.**, are tneasuri's that are becoming matters of 
first-rate necessity day afti.o- day. Year after year, when we pass «-*nr days in 
devising scln‘iiu*s to combat iii.alaria. }s'«>ple are living by huiidrfsds and 
thousands. My I .,urd, the, proces?. of <l**solatioti has bt*en go’tig on for years. 

I am glad to find that thert* ha.'* b* en a jirovision of Rs. for 

sanitation ami vaccinations, and a lump grant of Rs. 6.7.5,000 and a recurring 
graut of Rs. o,(Xb(NH> fur sanitation, though the amount is not sufficient to 
fully grapple with tin; situation. My Lord, we must make oiir homes happy and 
content, loyal and |s*aceful. If iiist*-ad of a isfople strong, happy and clunTful, 
w'c find a i>and of person.s who^^e only assi't is sjilei.n. liver and reinittaut 
fever, what is the future of the }s'<»ple ? The rejsirt of the Sanitarj* Commis¬ 
sioner is one of sadness and pain. My Lis-d, tln‘re has going on a sort 

of infant butclierj* m Bengal. Fev» r is rife in its worst fi.»rtn. It is a fact 
that oiir Municipalities and District ipKards are more and nion* becoming 
conscious of this, but 1 regret to find that the total amount of expenditure in 
J911-I:i is only Rs. 2.5,52S by the District Board. Ti is a fad thatonr Diatriet 
Boanls are greatly handicapped in formulating definite scheines and proji'ictii. 
owing to want iff funds at their disposal. T hope that the Oimimmffnt will 
8 oe that the allotments to sanitation may be further added. . 

“ Malaria. — My Lord. I now come to treat the qufistian of malaria. Thera 
18 no gainsaying the fact that there has been going on a steady aiid alo# 
projoss of deterioration id the health and vigimr of the i^eople. MalaHg ia 
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now a scourge to every liou8«*}iold in liengal. Here* in the midst of a town, 
Well 8upl)lied with water and drainage ainl conservancy, w.* do not know the 
extent of suffering that our j-eople, eB|.ecially of rural areas, have l>een 
nuffering from this sc*ourg«‘. Tln'j have no f)r<ran to ventilate their suffering. 
Their wex^.s and cri»‘H do not |>en»*trate the i«»\vn where we .leeidc and discuss 
Auoh proldetns. 1 tind that in the budget there has iteeii a d(‘crease in the 
purchase of quinine. 1 believe ; that is an economy wiiioh it* neither wise 
nor desirable. In this eonne.ction I think (ioverninont sh.iuld adopt the 
mothod of selling quinine by treatments as adoj r«>d by the. Kastern l^ngai 
Government. The tioverninent of Kastern JVmgal and Assam undertook 
the scheme of meeting the ]>robletii by iiururring a largi^ expenditure, and 
it Would Ins regrettable if tlm method is discontinued and an economy is made 
by entindy abrdishiiig the system. 

f’n^irraltre ('I'ftlit .—In the btnlget there has been a provision of 
Ks. 75.(KM» f(»r the l)e.artment of the ('»vojH*rative t'n-dit. The (juestion of 
ecvr»jM*rative crixlit is of vital importance to the people who an- j^ractically 
ateeptsl in debt. The cruel hands of the mahajans do not give jx'ace to the 
j>casant.4. who are ]>rov«'rl>ially very much jx-aeeful and ininxent. and any 
measure that will .save tlu«m from the gras; ing h.'iiids of the mahajans must 
be hailed with joy.

.h/rir'u^turt ’.—My Lor I. our country is agricultural, and Ave must for a long 
time reiu.nin fo. Agricultural prihluction is the mainstay of our national life. 
It is uioieee>sary to say tliat Imiian agricultural condition can ht. improved 
altieHt to an unliinit*sl .legree. iJnl tln» soil is in a pr<H.*e8s of deieriorati<.m, 
rattle is diminishing and js'ople are be<*oniing po.»rer. There is no systeni of 
iiiauuring. m* pr<K*«\-'S of select ing setnls and calth* and no breeding of live- 
Ht.x'k. t’lislom i>>tsll j.revahnt in its w.irst form. My Lonl. our griAss 
receipts from land revenue :ire about three i-ron's. \V.' must return a part t.i 
them in theshajs-of giving facilities for I«*tter pnxlucti.in. The Lejitirtment 
of Agrien Itiir.' lias been budgeted f.w R.s. 4..S4.(MH1. }{ut tnore than half of 
this g.x's towards tie- pay of oflieers. Hut f do not grudgi' that. prrr\*ided 
the resource*, van admit <»ther n.*cessary expenditun*. It is true that w'c 
havt* initilel f..(uis in six towns of the l*resitl.-n<*y. I cannot, howevtir. believe 
that they r.'ally s*'r\.' tlie piirpos.*. Tlu‘ bond of eons.'rvation has not yet 
allowtsi I lie peopl.- 1 ,. take advantage of these farms ; what should be 
iliHie on the diroeiiou i- to qipoiiit lecturers, paid .and honorary, wl o will 
m*ke oucnsional tours in villages to ileiiionstrate to the villagt'rs the actual 
uiethoil . iiiipjox .-nielli. My Lonl. our educatcsl men ar.‘ l^ecomiiig more 
4111(1 more conscious of tlie elaims of agriculture, and the Government will 
easily find a niimi'. r d honor.iry h*ctur.‘rs ready todt*v.*te a part of their time 
in j<ra<'tieal demuist rat lon.s if I hey are fiiiaueially strengi heued and trained 
for Rome tilin'. I think t !ier.> is r.sim for development in this direction. 

My l^ord. I think ii is necessary that tli(' curriculum of our rural primary 
•okixda aU«Hild be so nit«litied. and sjrecially the teachers should be so trained 
that there may not i.e merely a theoretical training to peasant boys. There 
aiiottld Isj an ^rieultuial ri*ader for teachers, which should be so drawn as to 
|MVf» a g«»0»l id»'» *»f kinds of crops are grown in particular soils and in 

|Miftt«s«dar seasons and what the best methods of improvement to obtain a 
wrgmrirield are. 

**HyLonl, I think Government should now fomiulliie its agrioultiiml 
gradually »»volve a system that will go to ttnt>rov6 the agricultUV^i 
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outlook of the Presidency. Our Presidencj’ is rich with fertile soils, and wo 
happen to possess the most fertile plain of the country. There is no reason 
why we cannot improve them. Side by sitlo with agricultaral schools, 
colleges and farms the work lies in the field, and the sooner it bogins, the 
better for all. 

“ Polioe .—My Lord, it is with joy that 1 have welcomed the budget grant 
of Rs. 2,92,014 for reorganizing the Subordinate p<»lice aud.R^ 4,49,655 for the 
River x^ice in Eastern Bengal. Those wht) hav»' Unm familiar with the state 
of affairs in that unfortunate part of the Presitleney will fully reocgnise the 
immediate necessity of adequat<‘ allotments for the abovementioned pnrpose. 
The strengthening of the police force to maintain peatje and order and tn 
afford scHJUrity to life and propt^rty has been again and again advocated in the 
districts of Eastern Bengal, and the late Cioverninent of Eastern Bengal and 
Assam was gradually organising a system of police ft»rce in order and to meet 
crime and dacoities so prevalent in that ptart of the country. The energy 
with which that Government w’as handling the pr(»blem, side by side with 
the statement submitted by the Hoii’ble Mr. Ariff the other day in this 
Council to a question, will indicate the magnitude of the task to be accom¬ 
plished. It further 8h<nvs the necessity of immediate reorganization of the 
whole police Jorce in that part of ihe Presidency. The projnjrtion of police 
in the province <»f Eastern Bengal and Assam was, in 1911, 1 for 8'2 square 
miles and 1 for 3,011'3 number of jx'rsons, when-as in Bengal it is I to 5*0 
and I li> 2,242. The Gt>verninent Resolution 17th Oct<il»er 1912 rightly 
says;—’* The reform whicli is really essential for efticieiit Police administra¬ 
tion in hiastern Bimgal with its vast w’aterways is th»‘ constitution of effective 
force of River police.” E.xcepting tliesc two major heads t»f expenditure, the 
budgc't provides for reorganization and increase in the rate of jjay of a large 
section of the pi>lice force. My Lord, it is a matter of ui>toriety that the 
efficiency of the avcTagi* Polieenien is much below the standard, and I will not 
grutlge anything that* w'ill improve their status. My Lf'rd, whatever might 
be the record of work or n‘p<»rt m l-lin* bitoks, the {splice in this eountrj* are 
not all that a w**ll-wi8her of the country would wish them to l»e. I do not 
mean to place the entire blame on tin* police, lujt it would l e fKiueaiiiish to 
deny that tliey are altfgether blameh.>sH. 1 will, then*fore. wclconie any 
rerntnlial measures that the Government intends to take in the matter with 
this larg»» provision in the budget. We hav«« grantetl from 76 lakhs in lt»09 
to about 96 lakhs in 1913, an<i lei us wait and Hei> the result. 

■’ .\fy Lord I am afrai*}, I have tired your Excellenc-y's pattonco, but I 
could nV>t avoid^ this in v'ew (T the larger issues that are awaiting your 
Excellency's decision ; and 1 have trieil to add niy huiiibb* rcHections as to 
the problems an*l the ways f>f meeting them.”

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correapoiuit'iice, and at the Banie time these officers \vi>uUl be in a position to 
carry out urgent and iuiportant petty works of improvement at their 
discretion, which they hitherto could not do without the sanction o£ superior 
authorities.” 


The Hon’hle Rai Haki Mohan Ghanuka Hahaduk, said :— 


“ My Loki), I ct)ngratulat»‘ Your Pixcellem y’s Government on the very 
prosperoJis Rudget | resented to the CNmncil, hut with your Lordship’s 
permission I take the libt'rty of making a few observations. 

*■ My-L oan, the qiu'stions ol water-sujq ly, sanitnti«>n (which term includes 
drainage and jungle-clearing), and medical relief have passed the stage of 
academic discussion. The necessity for action has Immmj reojgnized by 
successive Goverinnents and it has now become clamant. The only ptant 
which remains to be settletl is how and in what way the requirements should 
bo met. My Lord, small allotments hu' l•x|H^I•imental juughi-clearing here 
and there, clearing one part of a river or (-anal, leaving the other part equally 
bad untouched, or anti-malarial 'iu'asun‘s in <ine part «}f a hKr.'ility leaving tin* 
other eipially unin-althy, iiueareii fur. however wt>l< oine. are, for j-ractical 
purposi's, insurtieient and not of much use. 

“ My Loi:i>, I cousidt'i* that jungle-clearing, as an exjifntnruta/ 
is unnecessary, because I bt'lieve it is already known that by clearing jungle 
unhealthy pl.aoes can be matle healthi**r. No money should, I think, b** sj •■nt 
for jungle-clearing as an exfiertmenfal mtuisure. 

" Rupees .oO.OCH) have been allotltsl for clearing tin* bed of the Sjiraswati 
river, district Howrah, 'I’he Saraswati is. 1 believe, a part of the Kdeii t ’aiial 
Scheme ; and I would r«'spe(.*lfully subtnit that the selieine for clearing the beil 
of the entire Kden ('anal whieh, I understand, is in an equally bad eoiidition, 
should bi* taken in iiaml ab*ng with the .Sar.a.swati. I have been assurtsl by 
a gentleman familiar with tin* Kileii ('anal th;it. uides.-, the whole s(*heme 
from tin? weir nt the head of the canal l»e taken in hand, the mere clearitig 
of the bed of the Saraswati. which is lower down the K«len ('anal, woiihl nor 
be of much us«* ; atid unb'ss there be a fair sii]>ply of RatniKlar water into 
the Kden (’amal. the Sarasw.ati will shortly relapse into tin* same eundition as 
it is now in. 


Ru} >ees .’)(>..”>(>2 havt* been j'r<tvidt‘d for "anti-malarial int*a.sures in 
Eastern Heiigiil. ' My Lord. I see no reason wliy \\'esti*rn Ib'iigal. which 
contains some of'the w'orst malarious liistriets. should he excluded from lln^ 
benolit. of the measures eont<*mplnted. Tln*n. again, Rs. have bci?u 

]>rftvided for ’* aiiti-ihalarioiis int'asures ” in tin* \Vi*stern Hears of the Jaipai- 
guri district. Rut. tny Lord. I see no re.-isou why a similar grant should not 
be made for the Darjeeling Terai. which i.s notorious for its deadly climato 
and high death-rate. 

My Loki>, it seems to me th.at these provisiiins here ami there have 
been made in the absence of a matured seheme for dealing with the subject 
as a whole, apparently owing to the lack of uniform iiiter**8t in the matter 
in all |>arts of the country. 

" My Loud, the Hon'blc Rabu Ananda (Jhandra R<3>' very rightly 
said that, in matters of water-supply and sanitation, the head-4]Uarters of t-ho 
subdivisions, where there are no municipalitii'S, should not be lost sight of. 
Rut, rny Lord, the Hon'ble Member’s proposal do«*a not go far enough. From 
my J!xt>*?rlence. of Northern and Eastern Rengnl I eaii say that there is a 
large number of trade eentri*s, w]ii«-h are so many small towns in the country, 
which also require atUuition. 

In the cireumstances, my Lord, it seems to me ai>solutely ncHay^sar^* t*> 
make a cotrqilete survey of the situation, and the sub ovi^rseers about to bn 
appointed to enquire and report on tbe real <*ondition of rural water-supply 
may be entrusted with the duty of reporting-on the requireiiionts of tho 
coontrj’ under the heads of sanitation and medical n*lief also. 
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“ My liORi). I ryHpt!ctfully Kuhinit tliut it, is cxtnMiu-ly «ii.*siral»le to havo a 
CV.ntral li<»ard couHisting cliic'Hy of noii-.jtHuiiil nuMijl)«*.rs to Bystemotieally 
deal with matteris of wati*r-HUj)ply. saiiitaiion an«i iiadical iVlief of tlio 
Province. Tlie rejsjrts of the KuleoverHetos might in* appropriately suh- 
luittecl, through tlie Suhdivisiorial ami Pisirict <)rti<-.Ts and Divisional 
ChjumiiHHioners, to the (.'eiiiral Board, and the (j.*niral Doard might i.e left to 
collate them and, in coiiHuitation with the District iicKirds and Municipalities, 
to frame complete schemes of amelioration of the unhealthy tracts under the 
thret" hea«ls. district hy district, showing the t*stimated cost of each work, 
the amount which the local .auth<.»rities ami the p<4ople likely to h«< henetited 
are prepared to c^uitrihute towards tlie schemes, and what financial aici could 
reasonahly he granted hy (iuvernment. and suhinit the sclieines to (Jovcrn- 
ineiit for sanction and allotment of funds, .stating the relative importance and 
urgency of tin* sidiemes. and tiieii (iovcrnineiit may pass tin* nccess.’iry orders. 
When a Hclnmn* is sanetiomsl ami funds allotted, it shoulil he carried out. 
I may l>e permitted to sngg**st that the (^Mitral Board should discharge, 
with rcsj'tM-l to the whole Provin*-**. functions analogous totliosc wiiirdi the 
luiprt'vcimMit 'rnist lias lte«>n doing in rosj>cct to ( alcutla. ami. lati*r on. tlie 
(’entral Board may l>e veHt>*d with powers to supervise the workings f»f tiie 
District Boards ami .Munici))alitii‘S in all depart iiionts. 

My Lohi». Bengal would not he freed of the malarial pe>t unless system* 
atic and vigf>rous efiorts are mad<‘ for th(> entire Province. 

.Mv Loiin. .n.s the llon'hlc Sir William Duke vt-ry rightly ohser\'ed the 
other^tlay that, not .'lO. hut vm’y much more than .ou dispensaries are iv<iuired 
to nu'el tin* ilenuind for medical rrli«-f. I am humhly. yei strongly. oi opinion 
that arrangeiiieiits should Is- iiiuih> ti» open as many new disjMUisaries as 
possilile every year. My Lord, there are parts of the country where not 
a di>se of quinine can lie ha 1 eitln*r for love or for inoni'y. in spite of the 
systematic measures adopted hy the (ioveriiiinmt for the sail* of pice jiackets 
ol tile drug through the agi'iiey of the post otfices, 'I'lie luxury of fttlly 
eqnipind dispensaries in iiitisoiiary huildings should, for the present, he 
ahandoned. I’oor villagi*rs would he equally grateful with less ambitious 
hut eijcally useful institutions in the shapi* of small disjM*nsaries in sheds of 
I'orriigated iron roof and mat ceiling with medicines for the prevaling diseases, 
d'his would meet a real want ami s»*rve to mitigate human suft'eriug to an 
appreeiahle extent, (hie sueh dispensary at the head-quarters of each thana 
would l>e a goihl heginniiig. 


" Mn l.oiui. the lower graile ministerial orti<*ers and ntenia! servants of 
<•overnineiit are in very straitened circumstances on account of the high 
prices of fooil grams. Tlie provision of lis. for p.aynienl *4 grain 

compeiisat ii'!! aliowaiiee to these oftii*ers anil menials, therefore, is a most 
hciievoleiit .Met .1 \ .>ur l*'.xeelleiicy s (joveniinent. But, my Lord. 1 hail ample 
opportunities .1 se,>>ng with my own eyes the pathetic struggle for c-xistence 
these lower gr;id> ininisterial officers and mi'iiinl servants have to encounter, 
and I am. iherdfi e. in a ]'osition to n.ssiiri* your Excelleney’s < inveniiiient 
that the t a\ whiidi these hard-worked men get is totally inadinpiate for pro¬ 
viding thenisel \es tlieir families with the liarest necessaries of life. 1. 

tln^refore. most e.-irnestly and respectfully siihmit to yiiiir Excellency's 
O ovi ‘riiinciit that t he t ime has conn'to siM'iously consider whether the mini¬ 
mum pay of the ministerial officers in all departments shi^ild not. be fixed at 
‘lls. 10 and that of a < liaprasi at l\s. 10 por month, 

“ Mv I..iird. Hs have been allotted for tlie construction of residehecs 

for the Ist and -nd Miinsifs of Basirhat. My Lonl, the want of residences 
for Munsifs is a long standing one. 'I'lie allotment should. 1 think, be 
inert'ased, and at le.ist ten huildingH should be made dttring 1013-14 and an 
equal nutnlN'r every year until the dt'mami is I'niiipfetely met. There are 
Munaifis at places where no accommoiation heyoml that furnished in 
miserable huts is av.iilahle.

In opposing this motion of mine, the Hon’ble Sir William Duke 
was pleased to oi)serve as l’olb>ws ;—“ 'I'lie responsibility of j)roviding medical 
aid is one that 1 tliink (iovernmeiit has never accepted directly, and 1 am 
afraid it would not .accept dirt?ct responsibility for it now.” 

” It would certaintly be desirable that local and municipal l>odioB should, 
as far as possible, accej)t this rt'sponsibility. Hut when it is found that 
Goveriiinent not unoften stretchi's its helping hand to tlie pet>ple in matters 
for wliieh direct n'spousibility belongs to the local btxlies, oiJt» in.ay be 
pariloned if lie asks for helji from (J4)vermnent, Hj>ecially wlu*ri* the b>cal btxlies 
are niiabb' to cope with the «^vil.

Even if the 
question of tlireet respousil)ility of (Jovcriinn-nf in the matter of mciiieal n“li«‘f 
be left out of considuration. a gooii de.'il iiior** of pei-uniary Imlp ean v*-ry h-gi- 
tiiaaiely be ,ask«*d for. 1 liope I do not l;iy myself ofxm to blame in I'iierishiiig 
a desin* to (unulate aimtiier I’resubmcy in ihi.s matter. IndetHl. I hav** in luy 
favour the wtughiy pr«*c*MleMt of the Ilon’ble Metiil'er in eharg**, who seeks to

’‘My Lord, as re/anis flu- htr^e .^amt.'ition gr.’ints. p**rmil jiie !•> express 
a hop*> ih.’it dispro|)ort ioiia*ely large stuns will not i»e sp»*nl upon stall and 
establishim-nt to the iirej'niiee ol ;ietual wal«T-supply am! drainngr’nml ;inti- 
in.alanal works. In this mailer. ;is i\eil as in edu«Mtion. w*-. (S’ople of Ih-ngal. 
have as our only jnotfo ‘'economy loml'iiied with **tlieieji<‘y. A highly 

paid stall dfs>s not necessarily • mean goo*l ivork. 'I'he crying mssls of 
tint country are pure w.'itm-.Miipply ami tlrain.’ige uml also relief from 
malaria. ^'oiir latrd.shijt'.s (lovernment h;is taken up all the tliret* 
questions in right earnest. With reg;ird to the last. ( »iivf«rnment haa 
appointed a pr«>viiieial i;ominiltee for lemiing the anti-malarial cninpaigit. 
Their work has lu-en nee(«sHarily slow, hut it is «’XjH*ete4l that the committee 
will extort their utmost to figlit iiL'ilaria. 

In this crinnexion it would tiot b** siipiirHiiotiH tf> draiv y*mr Lordship's 
attention to the .s|«5cific reeommendatioiih of the Iin|M<rial Malaria (doiiference 
of JPtilt to th«> effect that «vich L<K.':al (irjvernment Hhoiild make a H]MM;tal 
allotiiMMit. of funds evt*ry year fm* the investigation of the jiroblems coiineotHfi 
with inal.'iri.'i ami measures of prevention. The (-onb'reiioe further urged that 
the prevention f)f malaria ha<l a strong claim U|k»ii all HUr|>luHes and increatw^S 
of revenue, arid t hat itiuiiicifial councils ami IcHial iioards slnmld * he urged 
to set uj>art fiinds for the pr»*vention of malaria. 

“ It is tlesirable, my Lord, that as regards the other items of sanitary 
improvement, 'namely, wator-suppl> and drainage, similar corumitloos 
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'ConBiatiu^ of official and non-official incinbt.'ra should ho appointed -with large 
powers to decide important queHtions indt'pondeutly. 

*■ As malaria is the heaettiixg evil of villagi^ life in Ilengal. tuhorculosis 
has already beconio the scourge of our town j)opulations. The rapid growth 
•of towns and industrial ctnitres in n*cont years, the strife and strain of 
model'll lift', the social aii<l economical ctaiditions amidst whie.h we are living, and 
the iuatltKiuacy of saiiitury lutfusures to meet tlie requirements of fast devel«>p>- 
ing centri'S of population have eomhined tt> foster the growth of tuhoroulrtsis 
ill urban areas to an alarming extcmt. In CJalcutta the deaths rtfcorded from 
tuberculosiH have risen from a little tiver 6 ywr eent. of the total deaths in 
1909 t«i H i>er lumt. in 1912, this latter figure having hinm maintained for ihe 
last thrt*e years. (hinsidering that in a large numiH>r of cases deaths are not 
returned correctly, it is obvious that the dang<*r has already assumed grave 
pro]M>rtions and is growing every ilay. And unless we try to check it 
further pngress now, the day may not la* far distant wht'ii it would hold a 
gixxl number of the fieopb* of Ilengal in its tieadly grip. ^ly Lord, other 
countries had towns and industrial centres »*qually bad on this accimiit. but 
by sheer sanitary I'llorts the diseast* has been alnu»st staui{»ed out in many of 
tlu>m. ^lay I hojs* that uiitb*!' your («ovt*riinu*iit a crusa«le will be started to 
fight this scourge t>f civilised humanity. liombay has tlu* credit of setting on 
fiHit the first iiioveineiit of its kind In India, ami it is exis-cted that your 
l.ordship's Goveriiiiieiit will iu*t be* slow te< profit by her exajiijtle- Calcutta, or 
for tlu* matter of that Heiigal. shoidd have? a stning committi*e e>f official 
ami Hou-eirtii*ial membi>rs whose* duty will be* to cemduct a re*giilar ami wcll- 
orgaiiir.eil eampaigu against tuberculosis, and sufficit*e*ut funds should be 
place>el at llu*ir disposal. 

ih*forte bringing my observations to a close. J wouhl in ceiunexiuu with 
the* t*<iue*atie>nnl nIlotim*nt for the year advert f«»r a iimment t«.> the tendency 
whi(*li has i>t<cttme e*vidt*nt of re-*ce*nt tiim*s in certain high quarte^rs to lay 
eltiwn prim*iph*s in re*g5inl to the* maintt'iiance <*f our seemmiarj* soluxtls. having 
the* i‘tli‘i-i of fixing a high iiiiiiiuium of expe<miiture th«*ri*for. Bengal could 
m>i have betMi wiuu she* is lo-day. if at tlu* outse*t of the »*ducatitmal move- 
nu*ni ihese- high financial te'sis had htH>n insisted upon as rt*g;irds the.* conduct 
of ln*r JiumeTons seceuulary scheiols. Fneui ancient times " jdaiii-living and 
higlci hiuking has be*e*ii the* guitling priuciph* e>f our race. Like individuals. 
rnce*s ha'-e s<tme>times to struggle with poverty on the* way towards their 
elestiny. And I trust th.at iimier your Hxcelleiuw's tL>verniiu*iit artificial 
financial barriers will not be alloweil tp stem the tide of educational 
pr«gre*ss ill this Brovince. ’

•• Mv Lord. 1 join my hon’ble oolleagiies in expressing eiur gratitude to the 
Gov»*pnine*nt of liulia f'*r their lib«*ral ami munificent grants for education 
nnd Hanilati-m. These are* «jiie‘stionH of the gravest concern to the i^eople of 
this Pmvim'* . and we are* imlebt»*d to your Excellency’s Government for 
giving tliese* matte rs lhe*ir sper*ial .attention ami a prominent place in the 
nuancial stat<'m<'ni of tlu* I'lirrcnt year. ^ 

*•'I'U,, .nuinity twhi«*h 1 have the honour to belong is hackwartl in 
oducation, nu>t as su< h the querstion of education is a matter of the utmost 
immirlancV* t de !iieml>«*rs ihe*reof. 1 hope, my Lord, that a fair and 
rettaonahte portion of tin* iucnvnsed gront, both Imperial and Provincial, made 
oducatieMi "ill b* applieel f«ir tlto improvement and extension of primary 
•nd aectmdnry e liu ation in this Pi’ovince. There is a general complaint. 
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my Lord, that, of late, th(> inspecting staff of the Education Department has 
been strengthened beyond all proportions. The number of inspecting 
officers in almost all districts of Bengal has been more than doubled and in 
some cases trebled, whereas there has been no appreciable iinprovoment in 
the teaching staff in the existing primary and secondary schools and, although 
the demand for education has greatly iixTcased of late years, the spread and 
extension of education has not been proportionate lo that demand. The 
teachers, the men actually engaged in the work of teaching, especially in 
primary and secondary schools, are very' j>oorly and miserablj’ paid, and they 
have, for all practical purposes, no future prospei-ts. The n*Rult is that the 
work of teaching dix'^s not attract callable and well-qiialitied men and, in 
consequence, the quality r*! education impartetl in these sch(K)lH is not w’hat we 
should desire it to be. ^ly Lord, I do iu»t wish it to be understtKxl for a 
moment that I, in any way. underrate the value of tin* work of ins{H>ction 
and supt^rvision, but what I <lesire to place bi*h»re tlie Coun<*il is that there 
ought to Ih^i a corresponding iiiiprovement in the pay and prospects of the 
teachers of our schools, and that facilities shoubl be provided, as tar as prac¬ 
ticable, for further extension and spreatl of ediK^ation. 

“My Lord, T highly appreciate the anxiety shown hy the Department of 
Education to have the schools located in suitabh* premises and widl »‘quipj>ed 
w'ith furniture, and we .are grateful to Government for the liberal grants 
made for that purpose. But at tlu same time. I hundtly submit that the 
rules and conditions, which the Education Dt'pariment has laid ilown in this 
connection, may. with advant.age, be occasionally relaxi'd in cases when* it is 
found that a t<K) rigiil insistence on them would stand in the way of ffirther 
extension of the area of education. My Lonl, there is another complaint 1 
desire to make, and that is that the number of text-b<v»ks an<l the mnitiplicit}' 
of subjects taught in the hiwer classes of our high Rchf*ols and in primary 
Bchwls unduly tax the memory and the brain of r»ur boys. My Lonl, the 
Muhammadans of this Presidency are deeply grateful to your ExceUencj'’8 
Government for thq creation an<l establishment of the office <)f Deput}’ 
Director of Muhammadan education. It will, we hofs^ and irust. greatly help 
the spread and advancement of e Incation among Muhammadans. 1 hunildy 
beg to submit, however, that, in order to give the Muhammadans the full 
advantage of tin* services of the lieputy Director, the aj pointimuit should V»e 
giv eu to a Musalman. Himself a member of tlie community, he will 
be best fitted to realise the difficulties which the Muhammadan boys liavo to 
me«*t with, to sympathise with their aspirnthms. to know their wants and 
needs, and thereby help to pojsilarjse f^lijcation among the Muhammadans. In 
tlie Department there are widl-qualifie«l Muhammnd.ans wlio have distinguished 
themselves by ifieir services, any one of whom would, I am sure, creditably 
discharge the duties of this office, and there are also diatiiignishtHi 
Muhammadan scholars anrl e*lucationistB initsiile the Department whose 
services, if necessary, may h«* utilised for the purp«»se. My L<inl. the* IJon'hle 
the Director of Public Instruction has given us the assurance that liostels 
for Muhammadan boys will b.* provided in some of the cc*ntreH of rxlucation and 
provision w’ill be maib* for the cr(>;ition of scholarships for ^fuhammaclan hoys. 
This Council was told tin; other d.ay that allotments have already been made 
fora few Miihamrriad.'in hostels. I hf>js*. my Lord, that, in making further 
allotments, provision will l)e in.^de for the building of a Muhammadan hrietel at 
Burdwan where the Muhammadan community is preparml to meet a portion 
of the costs. 

‘‘ My Lord, T know that the need for Muhammadan hostels is very keenly 
felt in many otluir places, arnl if I siK*cially m<*ntion Burdwan, it is hocauso 
from my intimate knowledge of the place. I know that, although high educa¬ 
tion has made a very fair progress among the Muhaminarlans of that distrioi, 
the further extension of ediic.'ition is hindereil for want of a suitable accom¬ 
modation for Muslim }>oys at the headquarters. 

Lord, I hope tliat, while considering the question of granting 
facilities for the isilucation of Muhammadan hoys, your Excellency’s Govern¬ 
ment will ho pleased to direct their attention to the teaching of Arabic, 
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PerBian and Urdu in our public schools. My Lord, I bumbly submit that 
inspecting officers, while on tour, would do well to consult the bxsal Muham¬ 
madans about their educational wants and needs. TIk' inforiuation thus 
collected will bo of great help to the Government in ascertaining the actual 
requirements of Muhammadans and tin* nature and scope of tie* facilities 
that should be j)rovided for the spread and adv.ancement c)f education among 
them. 

“ While sp(«aking on the question of Muhammadan educati<»n, I beg 
to draw the* attimtion of your Fixcellency’s Government to the fact that the 
annual grant f(»r tin* Mosbun Institute is very inadequate and insufficient. 
The members of this Institute*, in order to keep ir going, havi* to pay a much 
higher rate of subsc'.ription than the members of the (Jabuitta University 
Institute. The Muhammadan students, who are generally po»r, find it very 
difficult to Tiiaint.ain tin* Institution and are handicapped in their work for 
want of fuiiils. The sphere of usefulness of this Institute (!an only be 
increas«»<l and extendetl if Government cennes forwanl with a more liberal 
grant for its maintenance. 

** Sanitation and W’ater-tnipply —The p(*opIe f>f this Presidency are under 
a de.i'p del>t f)f gratitud«* to you, my Lord. f«»r tin* perstmal interest your Ex¬ 
cellency has been taking in the qin*stion f)f sanitation in general and rural 
water-supply iu particular, 'riie chief sourct*B of water-supply in this Province 
arc t>ur rivers. Most of these riv**rs have silti'd up. This has not only ahected 
the supply of water, bur these rivers no longer s<irve as a system of natural 
drainage t)f tin* country. Whati'ver may be the other causes, the present 
deplorable condition of the rivers is to a great extent responsible b)r the spread 
of diseases and the general insanitary condition of rural areas, I humbly 
sulunit. my Lord, that means should b«* found for i>]M*ning up some of these 
rivers. wln<rever js»ssible and convenient. Government have made liberal 
grants t(» Municipalities and 1 district Ibvards which will enable these self- 
governing b<Hlies to undertake various works of sanitary improvement. In 
onler that tin* rural po, ulation may get full advantage of tlu'se grants, village 
unions should bt* more extensively and numerously organisetl and »*stahlished. 
ami these unions should be entrusti*il with the w’ork of sanitarj* imprcivement 
in thfir r< s})et.‘t ive areas anti given tin* necess.ary funds for the j'Urpose. In 
this connection, my Lonl. I humbly beg to submit that there ought to be a rule 
to tin* etfert that a reasonble i i*rc4*ntage <»f the cesses and rates collecttHl from 
<tach villa^T'' or bx-al area should be spent ifi that villagt* or that area for local 
impntvoment. While s. caking of Ui.strict Ibtards and Municip.alities 1 can¬ 
not help reforring to the fact that .Muhamnnulans are very p(H>rly represented 
on thcs<* Itw-al >.«*lf-gt vi'rning bixlies. an 1 th.at iiif't.ances arc not rare where 
M uhaimnailaii intcrots liavi* Im*<*ii alhawed to Miller for want <»f adi^iuate and 
proj er represcuiation. 1 hope the matter will reeeive the attention of your 
Kxeelleiicy’s < I > iv<*ni ment. As a resident of the Hurd wan district, I feel it 
my ilnty to ■■x}»r**ss our grat itude to your Exv-elleiicy's Government for the 
grants ma le to tie* Ibirlwaii. Kaliia an 1 Kat wa Municipalitii's for water- 
supply and drainago. My Lori, the pi*o >le of llurdwan eoinplain that the 
orders of the (J ivcimm >nt with reganl to the appropriation of the total cess 
receipts of rh** Asansi)! Sulilivision for work of tlie Sululivision place an 
unnecesH.’iry rc.,trictiti!i tin fin* disen'tion and authority of the District Hoard 
in its dealings witli a subordinau' bo ly and are not fair to the jieople of the 
other subdivisions who hav«> so long liberally eontributed towanis the various 
improvements carried out in the Asansol Sub iivision wdiieli until recently 
was rmt able tti pay its own way. The District Hoard has submittcHl a 
representation to your Excellency’s Government for the reconsideration of 
th«' onlers, and I li<* »> the matter will receive a kind and favourable 
consideration. riu re is a g<*iieral complaint tha|. the election rolls 
of LocikI Ibards an* not propi>rly publishe 1 an 1, although the provi¬ 
sions of the rules are theoretically complied with, the public .are not 
afforded sufficient facilities for getting these lists proj^erly corrected and 
mcxiilied. I humbly beg to suggest, my Lord, that these rules may be 
printed by the (!oilf>etors of districts, and the lists sold to the public at a

election should bo intniduced in this ^lunieipality. 

“ Before 1 conclude, my Lt>rd, I wtiuld invite the atti ntion of the Oovern- 
ment to the fact that .the Musalinaus are vt*ry ptKirly represented in the 
ministerial establishments in public offices. From the Htateniciits nH?entIy 
placed on the table t»f this UfUincil it will bi* f«»uiid that the pt*rcentage of 
the Muhammadans so empb»yed is very low. My Lord, I beg to siiiunit that 
for their maintenance and ftir their atlvaneenieiit it is necesBary that the 
Musalmaiis should get their full share of appolunieiits in the public BerviijeR 
of the Province. My Lord, we have been told again and again that if 
MusalmanB qualify themselves by education they will get their due share 
of the loaves and fishes of (tffioe, but, my Lord, I can say without fear of 
contradiction that at the present day there is no dearth of qualified Musal- 
mans for employment in the ministerial establishment, and if a statement 
wore prepares!, it would be found that the non-Mfishuiis now so employe<l are 
generally not better qualifiiMi than the Muhammadans already in tli<)Bo offieres, 
or who seek employment therein. 1 trust the inatt»*r will receive consiilera- 
tton. 


The Department of Registration, my Lon 1. is one of the iinfsirtaiit 
branches of administration, init the department has not received that 
attention and notice which it certainly deserves. Tliere is a feeding both 
among the officers of the department and the public that it is a neglected 
branch of the administration. The chief complaint is that the ininist>'rial 
establishmoni in the Uogistration offices is v’»‘ry ill jiaid and hard-worked. 
A few years back a Commission was appoint«*d by (lovcnimcnt to «.n<piire 
into the grievances of the ministtM'ial estal>lishment of all branches of 
Administration. The Commission’s report was <iuly con.siilensl by ti«»vern- 
mout and the ministerial cHtablishnicnt was tii(»roughly rtHtrg.aiiised ; but for 
reasons which the public have not i>«M_Mi able to ascertain, nothing lias so far 
been done to improve the position of the ministerial establishment of the 
Registration offices, and the result is that the work of tht< department suffers, 
and^ the public who have to di«al with this dejiartmimt an* put to incon¬ 
venience and trouble, and the morale of the department is also deteriorating. 
In these days,.my Lord, of high prices. I humbly submit that clerks and 
mimstorial officers should under no oircuinstances receive an emolument of 
less than Rs. 25 a mouth. Another grievance in connection with this 
department is about the accommodation of Registration offices. Theao 
offices at present are located in hired houses—^generally thatched mud-houaes 
and sometimes mat-houses—and thefts of money and records are not 
uncommem. 


‘"My Lord, there is a general complaint about the principle on which the 
Chaukidaii taxes are impostHi in the villages, and there is much discontent 
among the village people on account of the manner in which Chauaidari 
taxes are levied and collected ; and there is no arraiigemeut for auditing the 
accounts of these taxes. I take the liberty to su||gest that the maximum of 
the Chaukidari tax should be raise 1 in order to relieve the p<K>rer eeotion of 
the village population of the burden of the taxes. The maximum is now 
very low. 

“ In conclusion, I beg to thank your Excellency's Government for the 
provisitm * made in the Budget for the supply of drinking water to rural 
population and for the arrangements m% le for the general survey of the 
Province for water-supply. I take the liberty to suggpeat that in the weatem 
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part of tho ProWnot* th« uxcavatt >ii iiiul nv«xcavati«m of taiiicH Hliould be 
encoaragod ami undertaken at* the pi*opl»* linro aiv? not aoouutoiuod to tlio uho 
of woUa. In order that raiyata may undertake the <'xcavation cn* re-excavation 
of tanks, sacli w(>rkH aiioubl be treated jn* iinprovmnentH of tin* liolding under 
the ileiij^l Tenancy' Acts.

” On the other hand, the tJovernment of India in their nn'iuorahle des¬ 
patch of the 2of h of .August 191 1 expresseil the hoj)!* that by tlii* transfer of

75- 
lakhs for »*tlucnt ion, th»' (loverninent is pt'rmitted to sjs^nd during the ye 4 ir 
Hh. 24.>t(h<M>0 only, the details of scliemes in regard to whieli *lo not ap}H*ar 
to havi- yi‘l lieen seltleil. leaving a larg»* balance of Ks. ott.rJtMHM*. which may 
be sp»*nt in future years, i/ not witinirawn for im|>‘rial purixises. Similar 
remarks apply t.n the assigniinuit of Its. lakhs for sanitation, iHit of which 
Its. only may be s^ient during the y»'ar. 

“ Now it is ailmitted on all hands that the neeils of both (*ducation and 
fuinitalion in the Province are great ami urgent, and this husbanding of 
resources for the ilistant future i1<h*s not ap]H*ar to me, if T may say so 
res|s*ctfully, justified by tin* tdreumstanees. 

.“Till estiniateil eXfs'iiditnre on education is Its. l.34.88.(KHt out of tlie 
total estiniatisl ex|s»nditnre nnd»*i all heads of Its. or a little 

over P.t l>er eeiit. 'Phis is a very liberal provision. But 1 find that i>ver 
lls. 32 lakhs out of this eonsist i»r lunii> pnwisitMis for non-ri*cuvring expt'n- 
diturt' and omm- 15s. lakhs i-onsist of lump pnwisions for recurring grants— 
pver Its. 45 lakhs nltog»*tbi*r, Wc havi* no idea whats»H»ver from the Budget 
AS to how this larwe sum is going to In* spent, or whether, fi»r want of proper 
and definite seln'ines. a considerable portion of it may »ot be left unsixnit in 
the cotfrsc of tin* year. 1 ^ venture to submit, is not at all satisfactory. 

Nor can I buget n fnei whic-b is still Tn'sh in our mind—that the humble 
cflbrta on the |>ait "f some of the non-«>fiicial iiieml»ei*s tt> present for tho 
C<Jnaidenition of the (lovm nmeiO pri>iMiHals for dt'finiti* allotments on iHlncation. 
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isanitatiou and modicine mit of these n‘curring and non-reourrlng asHl^iiinenta 
did not generally meet with that response which p*‘rhapH they hod a right to 
expect. 

“ My Lord, 1 am one of those who are strongly t>f opinion that there is no 
room in this C’onncil for the grouping or division of ratmibers into parties 
and anti-parti<‘8. It will he in tie* highest degree fallaeirms to copy here from 
Eur<)iH*an and American constitiitions the systein of the Government and 
and the opposition. We are all heni—ridicials and ntm-officials—to further 
by mutual co-oix‘ration the In^st interests of (»overunient. Hut the co¬ 
operation must he mutual. It wouhl lu« bail policy—Your Excellency wll 
permit me humbly and respectfully to submit—to develop in the non-olhcial 
nmnihers—or otlicial members for the matter of that—an abiiornml taste for 
frequent divisions or for the charms of the division hell. 

** 1 crave for future years a mon* synqxithetic treatment hy Governmimt 
of the proposals that might he juade hy us in reHpi*ct of hiidget allotinents— 
made nn»stly in consonance with which we conceive to Ih^ legitimate pi^uJar 
demands. . 

‘‘If hy the attitude of Government in regnril to such matt<‘rs the non- 
official memhers m- any consiihn'ahh* section <*f them are drivmi to form 
themsidves into a party, it would iK»t h«*. 1 am convinced, conducive to the 

best interests of goml governmimt. 

*■ With these few remarks, f heg to approve i>f the Biidgi‘t generally. ’’ 

T'Im* Hou’hle Haiw Si kkxi>ua Nath IIanak.)! said :— 

“ My laird, this is the first hudget which has heeii nresentcd to this 
<''onncil of reunited Bengal now raised to the status of Presidency Govern¬ 
ment. and as such, my Lonl. the hiidget is likely to he scanned with con- 
siderahlo care and scrutiny. A hudget. usually speaking, is not an object of 
interesting stud)* to the gmieral puhtic. hut a hudg>t often etnhodies a policy 
and principles which’stand out in striking preeminenee from amid the di'y 
and dusty mass of figtres and statistics, ^ly Lord, the word ‘ Kaiiitntion ' is . 
graven ileep in every liiu* the |s»licy of your Excellency's < lovernincnt, 
and I take it that sanitation is also one of the main features of the policy of 
the (iiivernment of India. My Lord, uiiiier existing conditions, the policy 
of this tiovemnuuit is largely detenniiusl hy the policy of the Government 
of India, but. my l^ord, 1 claim some measure independence in adapting 
the behests of the ImjH’rial policy to h>cal couditiiHis aiul eiivironmAUits and in 
initiating measures demandeil hy local requinuimiits and needs. The budget, 
my Lf»nl, thanks to the lib4>rality of the Government of India, is a prosjHTity 
budget. It discltiHes a closing cash balance of 2 crores and 83 lakhs of rupees 
for the year 1912-13. and after exfumditure upon itiifKirtant heads and in 
regard to inifsu’tanC matters, a closing balanci^ of 1 crore and 9.3 lakhs of 
rupees for tlie year 1913-1-+. I am sure the t%»uucil ami the country are very 
grateful to the Government of India for their gmerosity. But. my l^ord, I 
oonfesM that I do not like th«*se doles. Charily in the casi* of individuals is 
honourable to the giver and beneficial to the rorjeiver ; but charity in the case of 
a great Government is a doubtful and even a demoralizing Ixioii. We. ought to 
have our own money to b<>able to spend it in our own way, according to our 
lights and subject to the necessary safeguards and to the neccssarj’ ineasuro of 
•supervision- My Lord, the surpluses of the Government of India, I hope and 
trust, will be recurring, and if tliey are ret!Urring, as I believe they will Ik*—«• 
becau.se the railway receijjts have b<u‘n iiiideresthnated.—theui, as the Him’hle 
Sir William Duke has pointed out with convincing foriu*, instt^ad of grants 
bf'ing made to us, we ought to receive increasing shartjs of ex^iding 
revenue. That would be econoiniiKd from every p<iint of view, and would 
represent an expaiiHicni of provincial Helf-giverninent, to which we all look 
forward with interest and expectancy. My Lonl, itseenis to me, having regard 
to the fact that our provincial contract is ojily for a limited f>erirxl extending 
to the year 191.5, and that it will !»• TUKsessaiy for us to revise the provincial 
4'ontract. that your Excellency’s Government should take this Guuncil into 
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its confiiioiKM' ami foriimlati* a hcImmik* of provincial Hc.tiiciueiit with tin* full 
weig^ht and authority of this Council and Ixdiind it the weight ami authority 
of the country^ My Lonl, whati‘vcr dilfcronccH of opinion tliorc may exist 
between the Indian ami th<‘ ncMi-lndian element, in'twixui tie* olfieial and the 
nou<^»AiciHl tdement in this (Ti^mul, I am sun', that th<M*(> is alisohitely no 
iliiference in the vii'W which jirevails on both s!<les ••f t!iis Houkc- that the 
provincial finances should ^row, and that their (frowtli is necessary for the 
Iiigfhest intoriists of provincial prioress. My I^onl, therefore, I venture to 
aiihinit respi'ctfully that we should forniulatt* in this (,'ounci] a scheme of 
provincial setthuiieut t<> he suhinitte^i to tin* (iroveriiment of India for their 
^cceptaiici*, and that it shouhl he <lone early. We have* to n*vis«* tin* st'ttle- 
iiu'ut in 191.5. and 1 think we oup'ht to hi* ahle to presi^nt a scheme in the 
year 1914. My Lord, it seems to me that in this connection we may perhaps 
lake note of an important scheme of provineial settlement which was sketched 
out hy Sir (Miarles Llliott and the Finanee Committee that was appointi'd ly 
Lonl Dutrerin in ItSH t. Sir <'harles Flliott recommen led tlnat there should 
be no ilivisions between the provinces and »he Iinix’rifnl <bivernnient. that 
provincial revenues should jjo to the provinces. Im]H*rial revenues should jfo to 
the lm{M^rial ttovernment. Imt that if there should he any deficit in Im|)i*rial 
revenue, that ileiieit should eon**'titute the first charge upon the provincial 
sur(>lits. My Lord, this is the system which jirevails in (lermany. ami I 
-believe ill soiu • of the Fe leral States of the .American llepuhlic. 'I'liere is no 
nelson ' why it should not hi* triinl here. it «v.outd avoid ill complications and 
eoinplaints. and it would tea*! to provincial autonomy, to which my friend, 
Ain* flou’hle llahii Maheiidra Nath Uay, referriHl in such eloijueut U*rins. 
and which has lim>u promised to us l*y the niemorahle despatch of .August. 
1911, .My Lord, if this is done, it will be the first step towards finaneial 
.autonomy, and financial autonomy must he the basis of jirovincial antonomy 
which will come in its own gixKl time. 

My Lord, with reference to some items in the budget. )H*rmit me to call 
attention to tlii* account of loans which apiH*ars at i>age 12. At jiage 12, 
paragraph 21, we find an account given of ;ulvatiees of loans to he made to 
muuici(uilities and other public holies. Wc Hud also an interest charge 
»»f Hs. I.S5,{KH> proviihnl. With ri>ferenet* to this interi'st, I have a question 
4»r two to ask. lh> these loans come init. of the provincial surplus, and if 
they do not, why should they not? I am sure wc ought not to go to the 
(loverninent of India for these loans. We should advance them out of the 
provimual surplus, so that we may be in a pi>siiiou t«> rweivc the int-crest 
for ourselves. This is a suggestion which 1 veiitun* to sulmiit for the 
■consideration of the official momhers on the other side of tliis House. 

At page H3, a statement is given of the different items of exijeuviiture 
aiitder the head of Eduoation. I will not rtvtd it, InH^ause it is not necessary 
for my present purpose. 1 have a liesolutiou in this connection, and 1 have 
wo desire to anticip,ate the terms of that Hesolution. and if I were to do so, 
your Lordship would prohahly rule me out of onler. There is one matter in 
■ccmueotioii with these items to which 1 desire to call attention. I find, my 
1.4ord, that a sum of Its .4.78,590 is provideil a.s savings. Now 1 may t.*»kc it 
that the whole of th * c ine itional grant for the year 1913-14 intfuut Rs. 3.78,t>00, 
In other words, a sum of Its. L34.88,0(K1. we are going to h]x^iii 1 in 1913-14. If 
we are not going to spend that amount in 1913-14. the term 'saving' has no 
imutning; Rs. ,'1.78..'lOO represents the savings, which means th.ut the whtile of 
the grant hunuk t iiis sum. in i>ther words, a croiv and 34 lakhs of rupt^es 
will Ihi R|ient in l!U3-l 1. Then, in the same page, we find certain items 
■eutenid in the revised estimates, and against these items we have giit the 
expression * lump provision Now, my Lord, the revisetl estimates refer to 
money which has already l>ecu s|>ent. I believe the details are in the, office ; 
this exp'rcMttsion stHuns to me, under tin* circumstances’, to V>e meaningless. 
1 hope an explanation will he fort lu-omiiig. 

‘Than, my Lord, wc find in the same ivigt*> (63)—in fact this is a i^gi* 
riveting iuterest. In'Cause it sets forth the details of e<lucatioual exp»‘u- 
■<1)11)re, and my frimni, the llon'hic Hr, Sarkar. has reft*rreil to it—llie amount 
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of Its. 2,84,OCX) is Imdgottod for expondituro on tfio 8ilipiir (Jollogt). My 
Lord, I ilesiiv to tlionnighly aasooiato luysolf with th« olwiervations 
wliioli fell iVoiu iny fritnid. Ho has in this CtMincil ropeatoil what the 
puhlic tliink with ivj^rd to the Sihpur Eiiffineer/ngf College. There woiil I 
go forth a strong voice of protest from thl* isluoate<l public of ftengal 
if any attempt were made to transftn- the Sihpur Cttllegu from the vicinity of 
Calcutta. Have an Engineering College at Dacca if you like, baton no account 
transfm* this ci>llegt* from the neighl)ourli<H»;l of Calcutta. N<it. mily is tho 
presence of such a collegia in close proximity to an industrial centre like 
Calcutta iiulisptuisahhv necessary, htit what is to become of the Calcutta 
University with its emasculated faculty i»f engin«M‘ring ? I thert*fi»re desire^ 
to associate myself with the ohse'rvations whiidi have fallen from my friend, 
the Hon’hle Dr. Sarkai'. in regard to this matter. 

*■ My I.i«>rd. I ili'sire further ti> support Dr. Nih'atan Sarkar’s observations, 
oil secondary iMlucnti»)ii. My Lord, we are a poor people. Povi*rty and 
learning in this ('ouiitiy liavt* been indissolubly as.siK'iatiHl. In our lanxu igi*, 
which will be familiar to all Indian mi*mbei*s. Lakshmi and Saraswati never 
go togt»tl»t‘r. 'riu* goibless of learning ami the goddess of riches stand 
<jnite apni't at a measiirejible distance. 'riien. tny Lonl, to add to thi'*- 
expt^nse of secondary edueati<»iv !>y providing for the entertainment of highly- 
paid ti'achers in secoiulary schools, seems tii me lo be wholly inconsistent 
•with those traditions of learning wbieh W(* hold so d'-ar. 

‘‘My Lonl. at pagi* ti.'b w»* find .n sum of |{s. 72.tKMi budg(‘ft<sl for 
technical ami industrial schools. Having regard to our great needs this 
is a very small sum in th«> budget of tlie premier province of the Indian 
empire for industrial an 1 technical schools. T am surpristnl at this small 
jirovisioii. I want to know what has lieeoiiu’ of that coiupreluuisive ami 
that very complete rejxirt which was drawn up hy the Hon'hle Mr. (bimuiiug. 
It was an adminihle report which we all read with gnuit pleasure and 
intert*st. and wc exjn oted great things from that n*port, hut Hoineiiow 
or other we find it is sfill in tin* andiives of the Secri*tariat, and it show's 
no signs of emerging from them. We omrht to know what sti'ps an* going 
to he taken, ami I ho{ie ati explanation will l»e forthcoming with regard to 
this matter. 

“Then 1 come to the question of fisheries. 'J'lie (Jtivernmeiit of Jleiigal 
thought so much <if this matter that at one time they tlcputeii an ofiici'r of 
the standing r>f Sir Krishna Covinda Gnptn who w'as at that time a iiieinhtfr 
of the Hoard of Revenue to he in charge of the Fislu'ries Department. 
But now, my Lonl. what is the sum providisl in this y«*ar’s hiulgi*t in n*Hp<*ct 
of fisheries'? lUipe(*s P8.rHMh and of the Rs. Rs. are to be 

spont'on the purchase of a steam-launch for the nse of the Director of 
Fisheries; in othei* words, a grant of the ningnificmtt sum of Rs. is 

all that is to Is* 8|s‘nt on tlie Fisheries Ih*pnrf inent. and the fact remains that 
the supply ■«.>f fish is stt*adily diminishing. The number of fislieruien that 
used to livi* on the batiks of the river is not what it used lo In*, anti the 
fishing tradi* is rapidly declining because then* an* no fish tti be hatl in tht^ 
river, Wlial is this «lue to? Is it dm* to the septic tanks which have been 
installed <ai both hanks of tin* river, or is it tlin* to any tither cause? I 
think this is a departiiu'iit w'hieh dest^rves the fostering ran* of the Otiveni— 
ment. It is a matter which has been agitating tin* public mind, and public 
opinion is vj*ry strong iqxni it, and I trust the (4overniiient will l»e able to- 
K* ve a HHtisfa<‘tory answer on this point tiKi. 

“ Then f conn* to jsilice ex|>«nuliture. That is going up hy leaps and 
iMKiinls. Last year—to-ilay is the 2nd of April—it was 8K lakhs (I am not 
^ving the exact figures) ; this year i( has gone up to 98 lakhs, which is an 
increast? of H) lakhs. May I enquire from the HfinTile Menils^r in chargi> of 
that dcpartm€»iit whether the eflicimicy th** |M>lifre forwi has inen^ased in 

profjorfioii to tln^ exp<^iniiture of money? We ln*ar of ilacoities in Kastem 
Bengal ; w'o hear da<^oities in Western fhmgal ; \vt* lu*ar of daomtiea in the 
24-ParganHH. You have, only to hs>k at tho newspapers, ami yon will find 
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4 toooi|st 8 o£ diK9pitie8 and robberies every day. What does that testify to ? 
Tbs. lAabiiity. ol the police to trace the crimes and to detect the criminals. 
They talk of the co>operation of the people. Surely the dacoits do not take 
thS:,pS<^e into their confidence; they do not hold inaotings and have 
.con&bulations with the people. The fault is that of the police. If there 
was greater police skill, and they possessed greater detective ability, this 
state ol^ thlnj^ would disapf^ear ; at any rate there would be an appreciable 
•deotrease in ciimes of this kind. 

“ There are one or two other points with regard to police expenditure 
which deserve notice, (^n page 17 of the Budget Report 1 find, "Purchase 
•of new boxes for keeping confidential papers by investigating i>olice officers, 
Rs. i0;000.’ Had these police officers no box«,*8 before ? I have never 
tound this item in any other budget that I haye come across. I should 
like to know why there is this new departure. Were these boxes stolen by 
itnybody? I think this is a matter which needs an explanation. 

“ Here is another interesting grant or annual subsidy which equally 
•deserves notice : ’ Travtdling allowance to hoekev teams in Eastern Bengal. 
Rs. 9,300.’ What have the h<x*key teams got to do with the Police Depart¬ 
ment ? We ought to know something about these lux;key teams and why 
any money is advaiieetl to them. As I have said, the ]H^ice expenditure is 
expanding, but tln^ efficiency of the police is not growing, and that is a matter 
which rtMpiires serious consideration. 

“ I must liastcn bi'caitse tin* liell will smm be rung. There is a sum of 
Rs. 32,000 provided for Htreiigtiieiiing the staff of Munsifs and Rs. 50,000 for 
the regrading of Munsifs. I am sure these are items of expenditure wiiich 
the pnidic will approve of. The Munsifs are a most hanl-worked btxly of 
j)eople, and many of them die frotn the strain «if overwork. Work done at 

high pressure is w<»rk badly done. Therefon* it seems to me that in the 

interests of efficiency it is a matter of the first imp«»rtance that the staff 
of Munsifs should he strengtIien«M.i. and I hope that a .500-rupee grade for 
Munsifs will b«» createni in Bengal. I trust that this item do<« not mean 
that merely the Munsifs *»f Eastern Bengal will be brought over to the 

(-ivil List and paid Us. r>(K). I was reading the verj’ interesting speech 

wlitch my frietnl h«*re. the Htm’bh* l>r. Deb.a Prasad Sarbadhikari. was to 
have made. With reference to the .Tndicial servnee he says that this pro- 
risitai is wholl 3 * inadequate, and that at least one lakh of rupees ought to be 
prmddtHi. But wc have to be thankful for small mercies such as we receive 
them, and we have to be grateful for the sum which has been allotted. Then 
1 find that two n^sideiioes have to be constructeil at Basirhat for Munsifii, 
while there are to be five residences for subdivisional officers. I think the 
Munsifs stand more in mx*d of residences than the sulHiivisioital xiffioers 
hecause the Munsifs are statiomHi in out-of-the-way places. I hope the 
Go\-»‘rument will deal with K.xecutive and Judicial officers in the same spirit 
and pat them on the same footing as regards the facilities which the 
Oovemmont are going to affoixl to them. 


“ There is another item which struck me as curious, and that is a sum 
of Rs. 43,(KK) providetl in the bud^t for the CUdlector's bungalow at Barisal. 
On one occasion in 1906 I had occasion to visit the t'ollector’s bungalow at 
Bariskl under cireuinstances of compulsion, and I can testify to the fact that 
it is a fairfy comfortable bungalow. It is provided b^* a private landlord 
and the CJtilloctor paj's a iuoderat.> rent. SV’hy should the Government go 
out of* its way to provule bungalow’s for Collectors when thej’ can be supplied 
by private enterprise ? Is it a legacy of the old Government of EUistern 
Bengal devolving iiixm us? I hope and trust that in aii}' case expenditure 
of this kind will not lit* eiicouragivl bj’ Government. 

One word about the Kanungos. These men constitute a subordinate 
-class of public officers below Sub-Deputy Collectors. The last grade is 
Rs. 50, and the first is Rs. 75. The.v have no promotiem nor even the pros¬ 
pects of pnmiotion. Formerlj- they used to be promoted to the grade of Sub- 
DOputy Collectors, and the present Personal Assistant to the Commissioue r 
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of the Chota Xa^ur Division who is a Deputy CdlleotOT was once 
Kanungo. 1 plead the oause of these men, and I think their pay and pros¬ 
pects ouglit to be improved and that they should l>e raised to the grMe of 
Sub-Deputy Collectors oti promotion, or iC that is not found practicable,, 
another equivalent grade should be made for them. 

*• There are two other matters whicli I desire to call attention to. I 
find provision has been made for the revision of the chaukidari panchayat. 
We ought to know something about this. The details of the scheme ought to 
be placed before the Council. 

My friend Raja Hrishikeah Laha pleaded for the extension of waterways 
in this province, and I support him. In a country like India, in a province 
like Bengal, with its vast distances and its inagnific uit rivers, the efficiency of 
the watorwaj’S is a nntter of the first importune>. They afiord cheap 
transport, they develo/» iidand trade and constitute a perennial water-supply. 
The givat rivers are fast silting up which will obstruct drainage, and the 
question of sanitation is thus intimately connected with waterways. I urged 
this question before the Imperial L egislative Council, and I desire to renew 
my appc^al here in the full confideuc * that yoar Kxc‘lleucy’s Government, 
having regard to its intimate connection with sanitation and tile g.'ueral 
wants of the country, vvill do tin neeilful. 

“ With these oliservations I desire to congratiilate the Hon’lde Member in 
charge on the excellent budget which he has presente«.l." 

The Hon’bi.e Raja Mahksdka R\njan Ray b'fiAroHi Ki said :— 

“ My Lord, as observations of a g<*neral character, touehing oii tlH> various 
branches of the administration are perinissilde on an <K*casion like the 
present, I wimld nmeh like to. with your Kx<'elleii<*y's {HTinission, avail myself 
of this opportunity for the purpose f(.>r ;i few tninntes. At the vt>ry outset 
I desire, on behalf t>f my constitumuo and niyself to express our grateful 
thanks tr> the Imperial.(iovernm.'iit for the lib «ral finaiic'al su|)port they have 
given our province, and to this (government for the vi»ry fair manner in 
which it has tiistriluited tin* Imperial grants. But. my Lord, this system 
of giving financial support is far from satisfactory and is also not in keeping 
with the dignity of the lcK\al (Livermnent 1 need liunlly say tliat I refer 
to the present system of doling ruit grants. < )ur Government has a right 
to expeet a far more free hand in the ^lepartment of its (*wn finances. 
In a w<»rd f>nr Province must b«* allowed a few real and sui>Htantial 
forward steps towards the attainment i»f fimancial autonomy. It is a 
matter of great satisfaction to the people of Bengal to find that the two 
questions, namely, educatirm and rural sanitation, are receiving the incrtMis- 
ing attention of the (iovermnent. Pef»ple all fiver the land apjwar to be 
seized with a sudflen and nnrestrainable tlesin* tf> acfiuire f'ducation. They 
seem to realise at last that-kmiwledgc is tin* sfuiree of all tno* p*iwer ; and the 
popular derhaml to place it within the reach of all classes and communities 
18 daily gr<*wing nmre clam.ant .than ever. It is, my Lord, a verv big 
question, but whether it will be of ultiinatf* ailvantage to the cfiuntry or 
not, the demand has to be met. The expenditure that (ifivernin(‘nt has 
resolved ff) incur in carrying out cflucational reforms ami measnres during 
the ensuing year leaves nothing to be desirefl ; but, the ex|ieuditurt* on, the 
imprfiveincnt of rural sanitation is criniparntively small ; though the 
question is, to my tliinking. even more important and pressing than that of 
^ucation. It is a question of life and fleath. Whereas ediicatifin memns, 
perhaps, only a higher standard of life ami level fif thought. I earnestly 
hope that rural sanitation and village* drinking wat.er will receive muon 
more liberal consideration at the liands of tlie Government in the near 
future. We should also very much like to see a large expenditure in the 
medical department. The country requires far more hospitals and*dispen- 
saries than trliere are already. 

“My Lord, I find that the Government is going to spend a lar^ sum 
in order to reorganise and improve the Police Force of the Presidency.. 
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Inorease of efficiency in the Police is certainly very necesKar^*, liut this can 
only take place with the increase of PuhJie confidence in that body ; and 
mere enhancement of pay and pros/>ects or addition to tho strength of the 
Force cannot go far enough in winning the confidence of the people. To win 
that, the Police triust make themselves rejgarded far more .as the friends 
of the pe<»ple than as a kind of “lord high pr^^tector The overhearing and 
swaggering spirit that is s^) noticf^ahle in the imifassal arnon^^st its rank and 
file must cease ; and unless that becomes the case, no amount of reforms 
will remedy the present state of affairs. Civility, courtesy ami an honest 
desire to serve and befriend the people will. I am sure, very quickly 
establish tho desired relations between the pul»lic and the Pt.'lice Force. 
My Lord, much of tht* diflieiilty that one hears so much of in these days 
as being encounten-d in the various departments of the Administration 
would quickly disapfs-ar, if the responsible officers of the Stare, especially 
those exc'rcising executive j.owers. Wfjuhl bring in a little mon* feeding into 
their daily work, and giither up eiiougli courage to l>e dtily civil and courteous to 
the people who come in contact with them in their daily business. The pt'rsonal 
ideas may be most suitable in some lu-aiic-hes of tin* Administration. Imt I fear 
they can be earrietl tfK* far in tin* executive branch. 'J'hey are apt to 
deteriorate into repellent coarseness. A kind word and a little courtesy very 
oft»*n acc'omjdisli wonders. My L<ird. what a magical eflTcct true kindness 
anil felb>w feeling have in strengtliening the positiem of a tioverninent, 
though alien it may be. has bei'ii abuinlantly and unquestionably deraon- 
strateil by tliat happy and never-to-be-forgfitten visit to India la.st year of 
i»ur august and devoteilly-Iovcd Sover<*ign,-i. tie* King-Kinj>*ror ainl Queen- 
Kmpreslt. and quite nweutly when your Kxeelleiicy visited soim* of t he ilistricts. 
d’lie Hoyal Visit lias been of sneh immensf* good to this country that as time 
g<H*s on its iiinumerabie beneficial i*fiects an* more and iiifire elearly and 
palpably realised. Half tin* troiibh* of governing Indi.'i would vanish if Tlieir 
Majesties' servants in this eountry would nnreservi*dly and hon<‘StlY try to 
f«,>llow the noble and magnanimous e.xanqiles set ity d'lieir Imperial ^Iajestie8 
in vlealing with their linlian sul>jeebH. 

*’'I'he Hon'lde Maharajadhiraja Mahadur of Huniwan. in tin* course of hie 
iuteresti’ig s]»eeeh t<»-day. has vi-ry strongly eondf-mned the propf>sed scheme 
of .a eollt*gi* for tin* well-to-do classes at I>aee.a. I am sorry T cannot agree 
with tin* views he 1ms e.xpresseil in this matter. l>acea may not be a 
suitable plai'e for the t*stablisment of such a college, and doubtless a hill 
station likt* Kurst*ong would provi* an ideal spot for a eolh*ge of the kind 
tiroposisl. Ilut the Maharajadhiraja Kaljadiir is emphatically <ipposed to 
th»* principle that underlies tin* scheme. It would hardly be proper for 
me tt> take up the further time of this (,'ouncll t<eday by entering, into 
an »*laborate eontrovjTsy ovt‘r tIn's (juestion. 'I'ln’n* are a g<Mxl many yjoints 
upon whitdi tnueh can be said in favour of the college, and I feel sun*, enough 
has ainmdy been saitl tlinxigli the nn'dium of the Pn»ss. and during the 
public disc’ussioii that folh*wed the amnuinci'inent by His Exeelleney the 
Viei*n»y. to show tlmt the iit'cessity for such a colh*ge dix*s exist. I 
do not think it is intendcil to make it entirely exclusive .and therefore 
it is perliaps not tpiitj* right to say that tlie college is me.ant .solely for 
the sons of the well-to-do or landiiolding classes. Their grievance, if I 
may Im* |H*rmitt»*d t(> use that term, is that, although tliey can afft'rd a 
superior kiml of education f<*r their children, they hav«» no facilities to 
obtain it b)r tln'in. and tin* proposeii colh*g**. I think, only meets this 
complaint ; and anyone able to j ay tin* ]>rii*i‘ for the eilucation that will 
be ini]iart«*d thort* will, if I am not. very tnueh mistaken in my information, 
find the portals of the institution ojHm to his sons ; and how there can be 
any objection to a college of tin's kind 1 fail to understand."

The Hon ble Sik Wu.i iam. Duke said :— 

“My Lord, much has laten said about our friend, Mr. Wigley, in many 
qinarfcers and J tmye ver>* little to say. But I cannot let the oooasion pass in 
silence. Something lias tv> be said on Itehalf of myself and my oHioial 
colleagues. 1 have wtirked with Mr. WigU*y for the last five years, and I 
know that no labour has ever been too great for him to undertake and no 
hours too long, and that any amount of pains which might be required has 
always been cheerfully giv«^n. There is mucli also that I might say as regards 
his disposition. Hut. liaving regard to all that has been said on this point, I 
think 1 need not say more than that those who have had occasion to work with 
Mr. Wigley have invariably formed a vtM*y high opinion as to the quality of his 
work. J believe there were days when the drafting of the Acts of the Bengal 
Legislative Council did not coniniand niucli r**Bpe<'t.. Those days, however, 
soon passed when Mr. "NVigley. came on the scene, and I believe that the 
standard of our provincial drafting is n<»w at least as high as tliat of any 
similar legislative body in the K.ist. It is. Sir, a great satisfaction to us in 
Bajnng farewell to know that he is going to undertake some legislative work 
at Lome which promises to l»t» of groat imi>ortauc5c, and which, 1 believe, 
will be both congenial to him and redound to his personal advantage.

Raikimo of the District of Howrah to the status ok as indeprkdemt 

Division. 

The Hon’bi.e Rai Haki Mohan Chandra Bahadur, in the aiisence of 
the Hon’bi.e Babu Mahendra Nath Hay, asked :— 

I.—Will the Government be pleased to state whether it has considered 
the proprit^ty of raisinj? the district of Howrah to the status of an independent 
district, in regard to both ('ivil and Collectorate jurisdiction, and if so, whetlier 
it has arrivt‘d at any decision in respect thereof? 


The Hon’bi.k Mr. STKVENsoN-Mt>oRE replied :— 

‘‘ The <ia(*sti(»ri of tl»e separation of collectorate jurisdiction was con¬ 
sidered in 1903. an«l it was then decided that no cliange should l«e made. 

The matter in regard to civil junsdiction was recently considered, and 
OoverniTMTit. ns at present a<lvise<l. dfH'S nf»t think that separation would be 
justified.” 


Location ok a Subordinate .Iudoe at Howrah. 

The Hon’bi.f. Rai Hari Mohan Chandra Bahadur, in the absence of 
the Hon'bi.k Bahu Mahendra Nath Hay. asked :— 

II.—In connection with the proptisal under consideration to locate for 
the present a SulKirdinati* .1 udge at Hctwralt to Jiear suits and appieals, will the 
G(»v<*rninent 1«» phased to state— 

(i*) wlietlier it has arrived at any dc'cision in resp<‘et thereof, and 
\ii) whetlmr the proj><»sal is likely to br given effect to at an early date? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Stkvesson-Moork replied :— 

” 'I'lie matter is still under consideration.” 


BENGAL BUDGET FOR 191.1-14. 

'Pile discussion of the Biidgi‘t adjourned from ihe Mi*eting of the !?nd 
April was then resiiiin*<l. 

'J lie HoN iiJ.K. Mahara.ia Rana.iit SiNHA of Nasliipur said :— 

• My 1 .tird, 1 lieg to offer iny eongratulations tolhi‘ Htui’ble the Finance 
Member on the Siltislai'tory budgt*t lie has laid before the Couneil and on 
the fair distribution of our ineome in various matters of iniblic utility. 

Afeilic4il : nispensarif—District Hoard .—My LouL then' are veiy few 
diatrii’ts in onr Province which art' not afflicted wdth malaria. Wo are 
grateful to your Kxet'lleiK'V s Goverunu'iit ft>r the fret' distribution of quinine 
and for the ileputation <if Suh-Assistant Surgeons to the interior of the 
districts at the time t»f tin* malarial season ; but. my Lord, malaria lasta 
altnoHt seven or t'iglit months in a year, and besidt's ibis, epidemic diseasoB 
Btich as cholera and smallpox break out .at intervals ; sti practically speaking, 
then' is not a siiigb- month in tht' whoh' year when some ilisoasc or 
other does not prevail in our mufassal ilistriirts, ami so the people are 
ill gn>at need «if medieal aitl all the year round. There are plaeea 
whore there are mi thn^tors or tlispi'iisarit's ami there an* people who 
cannot affonl to call din-tors from distant places, and at the same time it is 
not ixiBsible for them to go to the headquarters of the district or suVidivision 
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for medical relief iu all cases. Farmei-ly the people ■vroro accustomed to 
take Ayurvedic medicines, hut as the State does not encourage this system 
of treatment, it is gradually declining, in the inufassal it is not possible to 
have gooil Kavirajas, and what we n*ally find is that the people are treated 
by quacks, and the result is that many are carried away without any medical 
help at all. The other tlay, iu reply to a i-esolution moviul by my hon’ble 
friend Dr. Sarkar, the Iion’l)le the Vice-President expressed his sympathy 
with tht^ desire of the lioii’hle mover in increasing the iiuiidaM-of dispensaries, 
but he said that the matter rested entirely with the District Board. As the 
Govornmt'iit is now going to supplement the resources of the District Boards 
by additional grants of a permanent nature, 1 think the Government will 
be justified in enjoining upon the District Boards to increase the number of 
outdoor disfH'iisaru s in the interior of tin* districts for giving nicilical help 
to the petiple, and 1 am sun* that, if this could be tloiie, sevt>ial lives will 
be saved from untimely death. 

Municipalttiea .—My Lord, previously, the inunici^ialites had the power 
of appointing their own medical officers for their dispensaries, but since lately 
they have been deprived of this privilege in cases where their disptmsaries 
are situated at the lieadtiiiarters of Subdivisions. We find that in many 
places only Sub-Assistant Surgeems are sanetioned for Subdivisions. In such 
cases if municipalities ask for the services of Assistant Surgeons, they an* tr) 
contribute not the ordinary j^y of tin* »»flicer8 appointed for their ilispensarii*s, 
but a fixed eontributitm. whitrh is much higher tlian what wotdtl hav<* be»m the 
cost of the inunicipalities in case they an* allowed to appoint their own nn-n. 
My Lord, when int medical f>fficer could bi* appoint(*d without tin* approval 
of the lnsiK*ctor-tii*n<*r!d of I'ivil llosjiitals. 1 ilo not see any haiin if the 
municipalities couhl have the privilege of ayii ointing tln-ir own men for thi*ir 
dispensaries «*ven at tin* luiadcjuarters of Subdivisions. We an* fidly aware 
that tin* jH*licy of the Governnn*nt* is not unnecessarily to interfi'n* 
in the workings of the local b(Kli(>s. and so I am contiiieiit that your 
Kxcelhmcy will be pleased to reston* to th<*in tlm privilege which they 
enjoyed before. 

" Xurses .—There is a great want felt amongst Iinlian households for 
proper nurses. We an* grateful to ILt Kxcellency Lady Garmichael for th»' 
ktwn interest sin* is taking in the training of Indian wtmien for the pui^iose of 
supplying this want, and I am sure that your Kxi-elleiicy's (»overniin*iit will 
encourage this laiid.ablw nndi'rtaking by liberal grants in the matter. 

"Jungle cutting .—My I.ord, the otln*r daj* I suggested jungle (‘Ut ting 
within the inunicii>al areas. My .object was not that the Gov(*i*nmeut should 
spend large ainounts in cutting down jungles ti» improve the sanitation within 
the municipal area but what I meant was that, in tin* mufasHal, municifial 
towns, almost all the houses are covered more «jr less not rndy with jungle, 
but with snjx'rfluous trees, st» much s»» that they prevent light and ventilation 
of air and make the place iiidiealthy. 

“ Under section 19.!* of the Bengal Municii)al Act, (Ben. Act IU of 1H8-4, 
it is doubtful if the (hiinuiissionerH have the power to eiiforct* the cutting 
down of such trees ; but if the inunicipalities could bo provided with some 
funds, they could easily give some money iHit of these, by way of coinivnsation 
to the owners or fxicupiers of such houses, and induce them to have their 
trees cut dow'ii. Of course I cannot say with any cTertainty that the cutting 
of jungh* or trees alone w-ould drive aw'ay malaria from the place, but. my 
Lf>rd, I am sure that, if w'e c<^)uld get rid of jungle and suptM’iluous trees, the 
sanitation of the toiwii would undoubtedly improve. 

Water-supply .—^ly Lord, the otln^r <lay the Hon’ble Sir William l)uke, 
in reply t<* a (piestion brought forwanl by my' hou'ble friend Babu Sunndra 
Nath .Bay, saul that the fJovernment was alw’ays ready to help tin? muni¬ 
cipalities in thf* matter of water-supply and drainage, if pro|)or scheiiit^s were 
forthcoming and for want of sucli schemes the Guv’eriimeut could not spieitd the 
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amount which was in its contemplation to give as grants to the local bodies. 
My Lord, it is the general impression in the mufassal municipalities that the 
Government would not contriVjute more than ^rd of the total estimated 
cost of such works, and that they would tlieinselves have* to provide for the 
balance. Tliere are towns where there are no big zamindars or successful 
professional men who could easily afford to pay liberal donations to help such 
a laudable cause. We know that the Government is always ready to advance 
loans to tlio IcKial bodies for such purposes, but their resources are so limited 
that they cannot, .vith ordinary incomes, repay the same, and so the 
Conimissionors, notwithstanding their keen desire to supply their towns with 
water-works and prop,*r drainage feel reluctant to approach the Government 
in this respect. My Lord. I think if the Government in this respect l )0 so 
pleased as to have the water-works and drainagt^ schemes prepariMj for tijem 
free of cost ac.conling to their real nee Is. the (iovernment will be in a 
posititm to judge what sum will he needed to effect those improvcMiients in 
each individual case, and then they may call upon the municipalities ti> 
contril)Ute according to their might, and the halanee may be met by the 
Government. So 1 am inelined to think that there should not be any 
fixed stand.'ird of eontribution. but it should be decided accordinjj to 
the circumstances of each case. 

“ My Lord, we ar<^ ilei*ply Indebted to your Excellency for tin* keen 
interest you are taking for removing tin* long-felt want regarding the supply 
of pure drinking wat>T in rural areas, and already a provision of Ks. .'iS.OOO 
has been madi* ft)r the appointiiif'nt 4>f Overseers to report the real 
coinlition f>f rural water-siip}»ly. an<l a lurth-T grant of fls. .oO.tMMt to 
the Ifistrict Hoards has lieini }irovi<i»>»l f<»r t he inipr<n*emfMit of the same, and 
wc art* eontid(‘nt that, tu**- long, this will be aij acconiplished fact not only 
in the rural areas iuit also in the Municipal Towns. 

“ My Lord, th** other day f moved for tiie dredging of the river 
llliagirathi, and I undersiaml that there are several other rivers which 
formerly serv«>d as waterways ajid are now ixdnggratlnally silted np. If they 
c(Hild l>«* made navigable all tin* ^^<ar round, it will not only facilitate tlio 
water tratfie. but also improve tlm sanitation of the places through which 
such rivers pass. 

" PoUcr .—My Lord, as regards Ihilice. I fin'l that there has been a gradual 
inoreasj* in the. expenditure Jinder this head. I have only one suggi^stion 
to mak*' in this resps^ct. The haii hs of t ie* Sub-Inspectors »»f Police in charge 
of ihaiias art* so much full in submitting returns ami ca-ryingon correspondence 
that they stddotn gt*t .sulH«_;ient tint ‘ to dt*vott* the purpost* of investigjit- 

ing cases. So I think that if a spt'cial officer is anpointetl for each thana 
for investigating purjxxses alon»>. I am sure t liat tliert* will b»» a markisl 
im[)rovemeut in the dt*t('ction of crimes which are otht'rwise left umletectetl. 

“ Education .— My I ...ord, then as reganls Education, wt* .are extremely 
grateful to th** Government f»)r the gradual exiv^nditure under this head for 
extemling t'ducatioii in this country, lint, iny Lord, the teachers employed in 
lower classes t)f the schiK>ls are so very jioorly paid, that they could hardly 
maintain thvunselves and their families in tht»se liays of h.ard living. 
More»)vor, tlu'ir prospects of promotions are not also encouraging. There arc 
men who are working in this d»‘partment on the s.amc salaries for years together 
with n very slight increment, and it is not possible that we could exixxst. 
botte.r work fnun such disheartened persons. On those men dept'iids the 
groundwork of our future generations, and stt I appeal tt> my hon. frieu I the 
Director of Public Instnic,ti«m that tlnur eases ina\ bo favourably considere.l. 

“ Mv T.ior.1. almost nil our countrymen .are nowatlays convince*! of the 
importance ami utility td female education, but the iliftituilry is that, owing 
to our peculiar custtun. tin* girls are not prtrinitt**d to atteiul public 
scl)o>>ls aftiM* their marriageable agi's. and so if some schemes c*mld be 
devised 1<» extoml f»>male cslucation within the fhirda. I am sure 
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female education in this country will expand at no distant date. In some 
places Mission ladies go round ^ the houses of parda ladies to fifive 
lessons to them, and if we can secure a go.)d number of lady teachers, they 
may, in some individual cases, visit the houses of parda women ; in many 
cases may attend at some central place whore parda Indies may assemble 
for receiving instruction. 

“My Lord, the other day, in reply to my question, the Hon’ble Mr. Ken- 
said that the Director of Public Instruction had been considering 
proposals for reviving the puhli<; examination at the end of the middle 
English school course, and 1 think similar examinations in re 8 p«>ct «)f lower 
and upper primary and middle vernacular courses should also Vjc revived. 
This will be a gi’cat encouragement to the boys and girls to attend scIuhiIs. 

“My Lord, our Province is an agricultural one, and the 1 ojs of the 
primary sc'hools are generally drawn from that i*lass, and it will be of great 
use to them in th»*ir lives if they are taught lu)w to improve their lands and 
increase their crops ; and st). in my humble opinion, the subject <if agriculture 
should form a part of their studies. 

“ Law .—My T.ord, the present mt)uc of serving summonses by pt-ons is not 
only expensive but sometimes it bei-omes vexatious. 1 he j.ecns geneially 
do not bear very gt»od reputations, and the suitors arc very much harassed in 
the matter of services of summonses. I'heti- is a universal ceinplaint in this 
respect, and if the summonses now served in iti ojjcii postc.nnJs could be 
served by registered j)osf instead then? will be not i iily a n-duction in the 
e.x|)enditure on account of <-uitailment in the number of |«*onr,, but it will save 
a great deal (»f harassment :m«l trottbh* to the siiifo.s. I appeal t** your 
E^xcellency’s Governiitent that thi.>. may be given a i-ial in a few selected 
districts, and that, if this system prove successful, if may be gradually 
extended to other distrirus.” 

The Hon’hlk Bahi; StrKKXDKA Xatii Kav said ;— 

“ Mj'Lord, we are grateful to the (iovernment of Irnlin for the largi* a.ssign- 
ments made by that Govornment mainly for education and sanitation grsitits 
which have enabled your Excellency’s Governtiienl to show an o]M-ning 
balance ajiiounting tf» Hs. ’(M) com]iared to th* ti>tal receipts from 

Prfjvincial revenues of Bs. .5.1':*..06.()Ot). Erotn the colsing balance of 
however. Rs. . 5 (). 20 .<> 0 <) out of the 7,a Itikhs. Government <>f Iiuli.a non¬ 
recurring grant for education, and Hs. ].■i. 2 .''>.<•()() for sanit.-itii>n. i.e.. a total **f 
Rs. tJS.lo.OtX). should. l><> excluded, as the amounts will not be jictually 
assigned by the Government of India this year for exjs-tiilit ure ami lu‘n<-e 
cannot be treated as receipts for the current year. The < {x-iiing bnlnnci- 
shouhl thereft)re lie Hs. 2 , 11 >, 7 h,()()(), a little moii* th.'in §rd of the total 
revenue receipts. W'e cannot, however. ex]ie<-t that the tb»vernm«‘nl of 
India will be able 3 'ear after ye:ir to grant such large sums for education and 
sanitation, and the que-stioti of finding ways ;ind means to nieet the demand 
for the expansion ami iiiipnoenieijl of **ducafif)it, of better ;iiid improved 
sanitation, tbo supjily of pure drinking water and the di'Vidojmieiit of the 
waterways <>f Bengal is a itiatter for the serious eotisideration of your 
Ext^ellenoy’s Government. Tlie receipts from t he revenues a.'-signe<l to tho 
Proviticial tIf>vernmf>nt by the three j-ears' contra<'t entered into from 
1912-l.S do not apjwar sutticient even tf) nteet tlie normal expenses of the 
Adniinistration on the present scale, f.'ir less to el.eet any improvenients in 
Some f)f its hranches. It wotthl not be trs) iniieh to say that your Eixcel- 
loncy H tiovertimeiit has the whr>lo-hearted support of t»very Member of this 
fhnincil in asking the flovemmont of India that, when |>eriiianent arrange¬ 
ments an- made, the imriiial revenue r>f this Province sliould stiffice to im*et 
the demandh which. I h;ive enumerated above. I need hadrly say that, 
without such permanent arrangements, no large and extensive works <if a 
permanent character can be un<lertakoti on the oft cham-e of getting '* Ibdes ” 
*rom the (iovernment of India. 
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"Education .—The total amount l»udgete<J for oducatifjii this year is about 
1 crore and lakhs consisting of Ks. 25^^ lakhs, the n*curnng grant from 
the lnipfM*ial (ioverninent, Ks. !)2t lakljs, the non-recurring grant from the 
Imperial Government and about Us. 60 lakhs from the Provincial revenue. 
This is no doubt a large anunint cfunjKired with the expenditure on educa¬ 
tion in previous years, but it will smui be found that they are. fjuito inade¬ 
quate to meet the (huitand for the »*xj)aiision of <‘ilueation. 'J'lie demand 
is not only for higher and improved university education, hut also 
for better secondary (ulucatifHi. and I regi-et to say that, in recent disc-us- 
sions on etliicational matters, the needs of the secondary scho-jls have 
not met with that attention b«ith from the Governmeut and tlic public which 
they deserve. The condition of tlm secoiulary schools, both aide<l and 
unaided, is anything Init satisfactrjry. Not only are t he teachers poorly paid, 
but the (H}uif)nients and the general outfit of the schools are far from 
approacihing an ideal condition, while in many instamres the schoolhouses are 
not suitable placc*s wln*re boys can be trainetl to a high ideal. It must be 
remembered that they are the nursing grounds from which students go to 
the university and the prof(‘Ssif»ns. Unless the boys are projierly trained in 
schools, they cannot tak»* proper advantage of the high«»r education imparted 
to them in colleges. It is necessary therefore that the scho<jl authorities 
must have sufticient fund.s at their disposal to miahh* them to improve tlie 
•condition of the scluKtl buildings, as w*»ll as the tutorial staff. In re,>ly to a 
qut'stion asked by me at a recent meeting of the <'ouin-il. the Government were 
pleastvl tosay that the principle governing the grant of aid« to secondary 
sclnxds is fliat tiu* graiit-iu-aid should not ordinarily exceed .1 of tlie 
total incoiiK' derivcsl frotn the sclnKil fees, subscriptions ami contributions 
from stnirccK other than Government, btit as a matter of fact the contrihutions 
by tJoverniniuit viuy rarely, if ever, come t<i that limit and generally are only 
about .U h or ,’;th f>r even less of the total income derived by the school inst«'ad 
of bidng ’(Ol as it seems tf* be the intention of tiovernment. Not only 
is it nea^ssiiry that tins limit of GoV(»rnment c<'ntnbution should be 
insisti'd on as the minimum, hut also that a much larger non-recurring grant 
should actually he giv<ui in a more liberal spirit than is now being done to the 
scluMtls for general e(juipm**ut, 

" ’I'iie (|iiesrion of the devtdopment of university education—gtmeral. 
meilicai and tc’chnical—has h»*»*n promim*ntly bebire the public and tin' Gov- 
eriiTiient of late, and the policy of Government in founding a residential 
university at Uacca has generally met with puhlie ajq>roval ; hut what we do not 
understand is why the same help which tin* (tovernnienT inteml ti> extend to 
the l>aeca Univi-rsity should m)t .also be extcndevl to tlu' existing I niversity 
in t'alcutla fur the dciclopnicnt of higher e^iucation. 

“ t \ilriitt'i f nirrrsitt/ (in(/ proposed rio-'i'o I'tiivrrsity. —The <»ovornuienl 
were ]*lea.'''-d to appoint a C'ommittee ior the purpose 'if prep.aring a 
scheme for the l>acea I'niversity. I must say at the i.uisr-t that 1 
am not one ot tliose who are ag.uust the establmhim-ut of a univt*rsity 
at Ihiccn. though I lu.'iy not agree with ;dl t lu' reconniieiulat ions eontaiiied in 
the Ih*p.»rt. Ihit ••(•rtaiu suggi-stions are ma<le in the Keport. 1 mean the 
Heporl of the P.'ieea University, alioiit the staff to be ajipointetl for teaching 
Arts anil .‘science Tliere is a further point in connection with the recruit¬ 
ment of tiic staff of the new Univt'rsity ", wc read in tiie Report ;('hapter Xp 
on whicdi we desire It'lay special stress. It is highly <lesirablc. esjiocially 
at the outset, that ;i llniiteil iiumhr-r of professors of eminence slumld be 
apjKiinted on sjx'i.i.d ti rnis. 'riicir (pialificat ions and attainments should be 
of the very higliest ; and it is neoessary to g,‘t men of the greatest ilistinetion 
that it would, in our opinion, he just ifial>le to offer the large salaries neoess.nry 
to seonr<* their .serviei's. A sum of even Rs. 2.0(k) a month woiihl not m 
our <»pinion he exe«'ssive, and we recognise that even fv^r this amount mmi 
of the kind contemplated m.ay not be easily pnx'Urabh'. In gt'iieral. iiumi 
about 40 years of ag«- will lie best, as younger men will not liave had the 
nooossnrj* ex^x'ru'iiei'. ^ outigi'r men of brilliant {vu'ts and great promise 
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would also 1)0 of immenso servico to the now university ; hence we sug^g^est- 
that in recruiting Indian Educational Service officers, the initial salary of 
Rs. 500 should be exceeded in, any case where this is found necessary. 
Similarly, in order that suitable men may be attracted by the offer of go<^ 
salaries, the new officers of the Provincial Educational Service should not- 
all be recruited in the lower grades, and as the new posts will bo distributed 
throughout the grades, this plan can be adopted without injury to officers, 
already in the Service.” 

‘‘ It is necessary. Iiowever, to see what is being done for the Calcutta 
University or the Presidency College—the only purely (Jovernmeiit Arts and 
Science College in Calcutta. In answering this question 1 have consulted 
the last Calendar of the Calcutta Univennty, and the last Quarterly Civil 
List of Rengal. It appears from tlie list of lnstructiv«' Stiiff as givtm in 
the University (Jalendar that th(*re are four professors who are drawing a 
salary of Ks. 1,(KX>, four drawing a salary of Rs. 700. two drawing a salary of 
Rs. 650, four drawing a sahary of Rs. 600, two drawing a salaiy of Rs. 5.50, 
two drawing a salary of Rs. 3(.K). one drawing a salary of Rs. 2.50, five drawing 
a salary of Rs. 2(KX and there are a few others (whose names I could not find 
in the Civil List, and who 1 think must be temporary professors) probably 
drawing a salary of Rs. 1.50 to Rs. 200. 

‘‘ Now. if we look to tin* histtiry of services of these professors, what 
do wo find ? We find that some of the professors who are drawing a salary of 
Rs. 1,0(K) have 20 years’ si*rvice to their credit—mt'n like* Mr. .lames and 
others. 

*■ Is it profXM' that the Calcutta University, the Presidency (.5illege—the 
premier College in India—should be starvi-vl while money is sj)ent in other 
quarters ? Is it not a fact that boys by hundrt*ds cannot get .'idniission in 
tile Pn'sidency (College in t.alcutta owing to in.adeqiiatt* stall' and insulfi- 
cient acconnmK.larion y I do not by tliis mean to oliject to the appointment 
of gotxl professors in thu l)act;a University, if it is necessary to appoint s.mh 
professors for its etficiency. What* I dt.) say. however,—and s.ay with all 
the enipha.sis I can eoiuniand—make the Calcutta University, or at h*ast 
the Presidency ('ollege in Calcutta a nmilel College erpiipiied with the best 
Htatf in Seience and Arts with actannmodation fora much hirger number of 
students before you think of spending any money anywhere else for (‘ilu- 
cational purjiosi's ; that if more money has to be spetit, it ought to be spent 
first for th<* I>etli*ring of the t.hnlcutta University and the Presitleiicy 
College. 

■■'I’lie (j.alcutta University will. I nee<l haolly say, .attract, for a long time 
to come, by far the major portion of the stud<*nt community of the Province 
even if the development of the t .'alcutta University cannot prt»c)eed for want 
of funds. There is a" sjiirit of edneation js-rvading the wlmle atmosphere 
round ('ollege Square and • where. I need hardly say, a proiw*r teaching 
univiTsity might be established. It must be admitted on all hands that 
the wrirk by the Calcutta University during the past seven or eight years 
fully justifit'iH the claim for more liberal treatment .at the hands of Govern¬ 
ment. One more wool with reft^rence to this subject. 

■■ Is it not worth considering btdore the Dacca University is starteil and 
it.s teaching staff appointed whether professors on a salary of Rs. 1,8(K) or 
Rs. 2.(HK) are n^ally ne«a>Hsary to make the Dacca University a succf^ss ? Men 
like Professors 'rawney. Croft,'Elliott, Perllcr and last but not the least the pre¬ 
sent worthy Director of Public Instruction, the Hon’ble Mr. Kiichlor, have. 
Hp**nt their liv«<s in the Presidency Collegf* on a salary of Rs. .500 rising to. 
Us. 1..5(X). On a consideration of these facts I hojjc Government will sec their 
way not to sptmd money in the way they have been advisml to spend at 
Dacca. 

” While on the subject of e^lucation I must acknowledge with thanks 
the contribution of two lakhs of rupees by Government to the Calcutta Uni¬ 
versity Institute. Your Lordship has taken a personal and a paternal interest 
in the welfare of the student community, and it is but befitting that the Insti¬ 
tute should get a hxjal habitation during your Lordship’s administration. » 
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“ M^ical Education .—Tim question of ^ivin^ greater facilities for proper 
medical training, which the prostnit Medical (’olh*ge in Calcutta is unable to 
give, is one deserving of the serious consideration of Government. It is 
prt>balily a fact not unknown to your Lordship’s (Joverument tliat year after 
year a large niiinber of students, who seek admission in the Calcutta Medical 
Collegi*, havi' to be refused a«liniHaion owing to insurtieieiit teaching staff and 
aeconnncxlation. 1 am informed that only about a tentfi of the applieants are 
(ortunat«‘ enou^b in .j**ttinj!: themselves admitted- Tliere is a larjfe number of 
Arts Colleges not only in (^ilcutta but in Dacca. Uajslialii. Palma, Chittajfong 
and IJarisal. I tlo not take into account the Arts (^)llt.•;'c*B at Cuttack, Sylhet 
and (ianhati, whicii are now rxitside this Province. In the proposed Dacca 
University, thtu'e will no doubt be a .Meilic’.al <N)llege, iuit arrangenauits are 
to be made to a<liiiit only •’iO students a year. That will not be sufficient to 
meet tlie want. My Hon’ble friend Dr. Sarbadhikari a.sked for a grant of 
five lakhs of ru]>4«es or a substantial .‘iinoiint to help in the establishment of 
private Me«lic!al Schools in •'alcutt.a. d'he reply. howeVf*r, of the II<*n ble 
Mr. Kiitdder was far from reassuring. If the Covernimuit he not willing to 
help any private Medical .School or ('ollejf»> in ('alcutta, it oujht to more 

classes for boys to receive nnsliiral training in the <'alcntt.'i Medical College. 1 
think that, with an initial grant of thn*e lakhs of ruis*es and an additional recurr¬ 
ing expenditure «if about a lakh of ru|v*es ]H«rannuni. tin* < *f»vernment will be able 
to found six or seven chairs with the necessary assistants in the j*resent 
Mislical < 'ollege. 'Pin* ajij ointnumt of additional professors and assistatit.s will 
enable (lovernment to ojnm additional classes in the ( alcutta Medical ( ollege 
ami sin*ply a real want of the edncateti <‘oimnunily of the Pittvinct'. 

**'I'here is another m.atter in this eonnecuion which I ought to mention for 
tln> I’onsideration of (Joverument. There is. so f;ir as I am aware, at )n-est*nt 
no hostel attaehiMl to the ('alcutta Medical (’ollege excejU ]»roi ably one forthe 
military studeiits. Hostels are now attached almo^t to every -\rts Ctdlege 
in the Province. If there is an> class of students, who ri»«juire a hostel, it is 
the students of the Medical College. They have not only to attend the 
(’ollege during h*cture iioiirs. but have to be on duty to attend to the patients 
of the Medical (’ollege Hospital both during day tilin'and at night. It is thero- 
r»ie a legitimate griev.'uiee with thi'in lliaU. like the students of other colleges, 
tlmy have no proper .aceomnnHlation. Wh»»n the old Hindu Hostel was in 
exi.stenee. not only students of the Arts (’ollegi'S but .students of tin* Calcutta 
Me«li«'nl ('olh'ge had aceomnnHlation there. Hut now the (lovernnn'iit H< >tel 
is j'ractically a hostel for the studt'Uts of the Presidency ('ollege. 

W e know that these questions rt'quire funds to be solved, but what wt* 
want is that funds should bi* found by (Jovt>rnmenl for tlu'se ])nrj>i*ses and 
that, in making (heir <'ont ra<M w'ith tin- (Joverument of India for assignment 
of ri'venm*. your Kxeellency’s (Jovei'iiment wdl take into considi'ration all 
these facts. W e ar*‘ no doubt thankful to the (Joverument of Indi.a ft.ir th«*ir 
recent jiolicy on ediie.'itional qin'stions, but we e.'innot taki- for granted that 
the future dt'velopment of education in t his Presidency should depend on 
grants from (he ( J<ivernm»'nt of India. If they are able to find funds for the 
t xpansion of primary «'«bic.ation. that would be enon-i-h. 

1 Would also auggi'st for tin* ctuisiderat ion of your Kxcelleney s (Jovt-rn- 
llient the question of esiablishing .an K«lnc,ation Ho;ii\l to advise (Ji>vernment 
nut only on tin' (*ducational probh'ins but also on the <juestion of proper ox- 
pendiiun* c'f tin* Provinei.-d ami lmp«u'inl grants on eilue.ation. Such a B«»ard 
it IS I'Xpei'ted, wouhl be in i\ better position to bring to tin* notice of (.iov«*rn- 
iiient the neetls and n'ciuirements of eilueat iiuial institutions ami advisi* tin* 
huatl of the Kdm'alion Departnu'iit in the projior distribution of (Jovern- 
iiient gr.ants. Wln'ii every school in the Province has a school committee,

“As rcgarils tin* members of the Provincial Executive Service, they are 
no doubt known as the jict chihlrcn t>f («ovcrnmi‘iit. lint 1 liti not think 
anything in reality has been dmi,- by fioveriimciit tofurtlier their salaries and 
prospects excel t j etliaps iijereasilig tlie salary of the lowest graile of l>eputy 
Magistrates and Ih-jiufy < 'olh-ctors.froni 11s. l'OO To lis. il'ilK I iiee,! hardly 
say that they form tlie backbone of the Administration of thi- Provinct^—upon 
tlicir devoted lieads falls the l>runf of ihe vvtuk. It is tlM-refi>re but meet 
and projier that .something should now be clone liy (bn<<rnment i-n behalf of 
a deserving class of public .servants in the shape of giving at least temporary 
allowances. 


“ III this connection I think T ought to bring anotli<>r matter to tlie notice 
of flovernment. 'J'his is so far as 1 am awaie not a new nuatter. It way 
brought to the notice i>f (bafniineiit befon-. I think Govc*rnmenl should 
give accomnMxlation not only to Sub<iivisioiial Ofheers, but to nil niembers.

At present the working of unions is 
condemned from year to y**ar, whtireas. as a matter tjf fact, they have had 
little or no work to |M-rfonii. and the exjK'riirieTit is of such importance, if 
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village government in Hengal is ever to liec tmu* a reality, tliat it ehtmld no 
longer continue to be haiidicapx>ecl ]>y the financial difticnlties which have so 
far impeded it.” 

*’ ‘ The crying want. ’ pays th«? RejK>rt. ‘ of all llietrict Boards is an 
enhanced revenue, and the development of L<K*al Boards and village 
unions must continue to \iu hampen-d until that can be secured.’ 

“ I think tin- (iovernnn-nt of India liavr at last solved the juobleiii of 
financial iliHiculties of the iMstrict Boards and their dei»endencies. Jiy the 
recurring grant of lakhs of rupe^-s t<f tln se Boards, viz., the nniount to 
Public Works cess, we think the District Boards of iJengal will be able tt» 
Stand on their own legs and be able tf> carry out many necessary improve¬ 
ments.” 

“ Sttniinfion .—We an- all thankful to tin- fTcivernim-nt of India for assign¬ 
ing a recurring grant <»f o lakhs ainl a non-recurnUg grant of iiO lakhs for 
urban sanitation. To our lay minds the question of .sanitation is mainly a 
question of the supply of pure water and the iniprovt-ment of drainage.

“ Mu fassal t<nvns and villages an- being .h-popiilati-d l-y malaria and ehoh-ra. 
the- result of want of pure drinking watc-r and projx-r drainage-. Ask anyone 
y*in like, anvoin- of those- who have- the misiortuin- of living in a imifassal 
town or village, and In- will ti-ll yon. that what tlu-y want is pun- drinking 
watcT. rile want is deeply fc*lt and th«‘n* is no doubt, .abotit the matter. It is 
for yi>ur Lords hip's (iovc*rniiii*nt to s«-e that t!i<- legitimate and the- jtist 
d(-niainls t»f the people- an* a-h-epiatelv supplie-el. 

*■ If I may be allowed to make a sngge-stion with n-fe-renee to this ei’*o 8 (i‘*n, 

I slionhi say in many eases mnnie-ipaliti<-s are ma at all awan* of the- fa<-t that 
(iov.-rmneiit have tin-intent ion of assisting tln-m in the-ir e*fforts to get pure 
drinking wate-r or itnproveti drainage-. What (•ove-riime*m ought to de* now 
is to .'isk all imndeiprdit ies if they an- in need of pun- drinking water and 
tlrainage*. ami if their answer be in the- athnnative* t«i ask them te'v se-nd 
mature 1 schem<-s eitln-r jm-pan-d by the Sanitary Kngim-e-r e>r by any e*t]n»r 
«-oni{H t•■lit authority anel wh<*n they an* se» rece-lve'd by the- Oe>vernmt*nt to 
ase-e*rt:iiii what share of the t-xp-.-ust*s tin' nninieijialities are- pn*]V»re‘d t»* be*ar 
and what amount tin- (love-rmne-nt an* pn*pare*<l t<» contribute* towards such 
expe Ms»-s. in many easi-s munieipalit ie-s will be* only too glad to carry <"»ii the- 
we^rk with tin* In-Ip of ;i fairly substantial e-ontribution freun (• ove-rnme-nt. 

” I think, my Leenl, the- munie-ijvtlities can h-gitimately claim nfaircontri- 
bation freun Coverniiu-nt in all works of saiiii.ation ami improveement. Stu'h 
oontrihutions an- maeie in Knroj,>»*an e-ount rie-s. We* roaei. ** (iovt-rnmeii t 
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subsoriptious from a source of Municipal revenue almost unknown a half 
century ago, but now a striking feature in the Municipal Imdgets of the 
European cities. They may be divided into two classes : special subsidies and 
general grants, the former being for certain special purp<jse8 to which their 
use is limited, while the hitter are a fixed share of certain revenues collected 
by the general (government, which are available for the general purposes of 
the Municipalities.” 

“ In Groat Hritain, the system of g«Mieral grants was establish(<d in 1S88, 
replacing former spt'cial 8ul)sidies, by assigning to the local authorities the 
whole or part of the revenue from certain sueeessivin duti(>s (inheritaiure taxes) 
license-taxes, and four-tenths of the probate duti««s, to which was added in 
1891 additional revenue frtnn rlutios v)n bt'er and spirits. The income from 
these hxial ta.xation licenses is nearly stationary and d(H>8 not teml to increase 
with the growth of local expenditure, d’ho revenue from both classes of 
Government grants in (hnmt Britain is al)out £11 ,OtK),(K)(), which is 15 per 
cent, of the total ordinary bxjal revenue excluding loans.” (Fairlies’ J/untW/ffil 
Atimirus/ration .) 

Irrigation .—While on the question of sanitation, I think I should say a 
few w'ords about the allied question of ii-rigation. In many cases the qui«stioii 
of irrigatiim is a question of tin* drainage of a loc’ality. Schenios like the 
Magrahnt ilrainage sc.henu' are nettessary to be c*;»rried out throughout the 
country ; so also tlio question of the clearing of the silted-up rivers and canals. 
A go<xl flowing river or canal i.s not only a source of jmrt* ilrinking water, a 
means of clu*ap <*ommunicatiou. ainl a sourct* of irrigation for tin* fields when 
rain fails, but als»i for the drainagi* of the country. In considering tin* 
question of the iinproveiiient of canals and silted-up rivers, it will not tl<» 
simply to see whether tin* expenses incurreil on them iu'ings in a return from 
the tolls levied on boats of cargt> sufHcient tc) coyer the inti*ri-st and mainte¬ 
nance charges for the futur<*. Expenditure for the sup])ly of pure drinking 
water or fur improvement of drainage »lo»*s not bring a d(<finite rettirn in tin* 
sha)x* of income. It must lu* remembt*r(*d that insurance against titHNl and 
dearth of water is a most prrxluctive ainl useful exp»>nditure. 'I'ln* (piestion 
of the waterways of Hen;jral should, in my opinion, be tackled only in 
this way. 

■' 1 liofM* ainl trust that befor«- the year 1913-11 closes, the scheme for 
widening the Tolly’s Nala ami of having a new ste.imer or ship-going canal 
from the Hooghly to the Bidyadhari or the hwitnlarbans will be taken up 
in hand, ’rins pro])osal has l>een bebir** tbivernmenl for more than ten y**ars. 
I hope this Governmoiit will not rest Hatisli«'d l>y sitnply sending np a seheim* 
to the Government of India, but 8«*«* that the project is taken in ham! as earlv 
as practicaldel 

“ Larger jioioers to .Municiimtities nwi Uistrict Hoards.—1 think the 
tim<* has com** to giv*^ groat*?r power to the Municip;ilitics and l>istri<rt 
Ihjards. The Koyal (Joniinisshnj upon Detrcntralisation in India made 
the ffdlowing reccnnincndation in 19t)9. In v*>Iume I, jmragrnph 84.3, »>f 
their Koport, they say. “ W*i cr>nai*lcr that munici}>aliti»*s should liavc a free 
hand in regard tf» th«*ir budgets, though tlu-.ne shf>uhi gt* through the f oll»*ct<ir. 
to the (’oinmissicjner for information, ami that tin* «»nly clteck n*«iuirt»d is 
that such municipality should maintain a miniinutn standing balance to be 
prescrilied by the municipality. They cannot make real pnigress if ('onstaiitly 
kept in financial leading strings, nor can heal Holf-governmeiit lieeoim* a 
a reality if hx!al bodies are haliitnally pr<Jt.<*cted against themselves ’. 

*’ It is to three or four Mnnicipaliti«*8 that the larger powers rf*conimen- 
de*l by the Boyal Commission have lieen giv»*n. I think the tiiile has e*inie 
when this power shouhl be given, if not to all, at least to a iimeh larger number 
of municipalities. 7 think larger jsiwers should be given to I)iHtrict and 
Local Bc»ards as well. The Distn'cl Bcwmls have been in <*xistpiice for m<»re 
than a quarter of a centiiry, and if. even after this long training in lrx*al self- 
government, district Boards are not to have their own ( -hairmaii, then there 
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must l)« Boinething radically wrong in the training rcceivf'd hy my country¬ 
men. It is wortli while to make an experiment at least tentatively in some 
of the districts of the Province. 

While siMisaking of education, I have advrxtated th«‘ eKtahliKlmient of an 
Education Hoard. I think the time has cf»me when it is necessary t«) have 
not only an l^Mucation Hoard l*ut also an Advis<*ry Hoard or some such Hoard 
as the Central Htiard suggested by my horrhle friend Rai Hari Mohan 
Chandra Hahadur to help the member in charge of the Department of Sanita¬ 
tion,—of Municipalities and District Hoanls. With the large grants both 
from the Provincial revenue and Ooverntnent of India for Sanitation and 
Educati^m. with the larger responsibilities thrown njjon the Provincial 
Governments, it is necessary that there shouhl be Advisory Hoards to help 
Government in tin* proper exptmditure thereof. If there are persons. Members 
of your Lordship's C<juncil, willing to assist the Government with their advice 
and co-ojM'Tation, I think the time has come when such assistance should 
be avaihsl of. 

“ I ho]>e, however, to sp»*ak on this subject at a future time. ” 

The Hon’hi.k Mk. Chakkavakti said :— 

“ My Lord, before I address myself to the luidget itself, if I may be 
pt*rmifte<I tt> make one or two suggestituis with r(>g;ird to the proci^dure of 
this House, I will suggest that, as n-ganis the Financial .Statement, if the 
exigenci<*s of office permit, the Financial .Statement may be preB(*nt(Hl to the 
Memlx'rs, from time t<» time at vari(*iis stag«*s. a little earlier in order to enable 
them to study the statement ; I think it w<iuld save tiie time of the House 
an»l also it would enable the Hon’ble Members to frame their resolutions 
aft(*r due consideration. 

“ The other suggestion which I venture to make is this. With regard to 
any intemletl legislation, if the tlraft Hill were published about two or three 
months bef»>re the time that it was intriKiucod in this Council, and both the 
public aud the Hon’ble. Members lia»l an opportunity of considering the 
provisions of the in*w measure of law. I venture to think that a great deal of 
grievance which is now Ixung felt, will Ik* removed. 

“ 'riieii. My Lord, coming tt) the question of the budget itself. I am in 
complete accord with some of the Hon’ble Members who have referred to the 
grl«*vance8 that wi* have at the presi*nt moment, with regard to the control 
ever our own revenues. Tiiui* will come, I sine.-rely hope, when we shall 
have eomplete control over our own revenues. As long as we do not get 
complete control of that, all that w** can do is to look after what little we 
have. It was pointetl out by the Hon’ble Sir William Duke that, apart from 
all assignm<*nt8 or allotments made by the Supreme (Tovernment, we have only 
about 11 lakhs for non-recurring ex|M*nditun*. This is not a very large sum 
of money, and all that we can say is that, in course <.»f time, the Imperial 
Goveninu'iit will find it both eonvenient. an«l at the same time just, that we 
shouKl have contnil ov'er our own revenues, we contributing our own 
share to the Im)'>eriai t*xchequer. Hut ns b»ng as that d(\*s not happen. I 
venture to think tliat if it were ptissible for tlu* (Jovernment to give the 
Finance Cotnmlttee tuoiv scope for dealing with the budget than what it is 
now, that is instead of the Finance Comiinttt*e being obliged only to deal with 
the very small fraction of the grants, but the whole budget itself, I think the 
non-official members who are electeil for the purpose of assisting the 
Committee, will fiiul some useful work in making suggestions. 

“ Then, My L<»rd. with n'ganl to a small matt.c'r t»t exjienditure, I desire 
to draw the att(*ntioii of Goveruiin'iit. Those who have anything to do with 
the original side of the High ('ourt. have for a long time felt the necessity for 
Bhort-hand-writers to take down evidenct* in what are technically callc<l wit- 
nstMB-actions 1 am told, my I..i>n.l. that an application was madt* long ago by 
the High (,>>urt, and that the application was n<.>t acc »ded to. The expenditure 
ie, after all, Very, vety small, and nou-official European members, who are on 
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this side of the House, will agree w'itli me that it is often extremely difficult 
to take down evidence, especially if the witness happt ns to be an English- 
speaking one, and the w’viter writes long hand, and, in the result, the notes 
of evidence taken down do not represent the evidence which the witness 
has given. 

Passing on to the question of local bodies, the rural Boards and inufassil 
munioipalities, the position seems to me to be very disappointing. The 
municipalities number Hi in this Presidency, with a population of about 20 
lakhs, and taking the grant of Rs. 5 lakhs made by the Government, the 
total income for 1911-1912, w'as 50 lakhs, and thus the income is not even 
Rs. 60,000 for each municipality. It is not to be expected that they will be 
able to do verj' much. 

Then, My Lord, if we take the question of the district boards, there are 
26 of them, and their income, all told, is Rs. 60 lakhs, including a sqm of Rs. 6 
lakhs granted by the Government. They have to deal with a population of 
crores, something like 41 millions, and they have to deal with an ares of 08 
thousand square miles, and by a simple cakculatiun the result is this, that the 
amount of expenditure w'hich they can devote to public purposes is only 
Rs. 88-4 per year i>er square mile. If the same figure is taken in another 
wa 5 % we have the enormous sum of 2 ^ annas annually per head of tlie 
pojHilation with regard to district boards. After all, it seems that the 
oomplaint which is made for money is certainly legitimate. 

M 3 ’ Lord, with regard to these runil bcMirds and mufussil munici}>:dities, 
I frankly confess that tlun-e has been a chargt* and it probably is. to a certain 
extent, justifiable that the.v arc somewliat, u}>athetic l*ut tin* sco})** which is 
given to them, is also ver.v, ver 3 ’ limiteti, and if the 3 ' find that tiiM 3 ' cannot 
possibB* exercise their functions with au 3 ’ Iiojh? of beneficial re.Mu]ts. the 
result is no doubt apatln*. We liave heanl a great deal aliout etKcii)nc 3 *. I 
am certainl 3 ’ in favour of efficienc 3 ’ of ever)’ kind, and cllicienc.v in district 
boards and also in rural lujards. but for the purpose for which the Local Self- 
Government Act was passed, the question of cfficicnc}* was not considered as 
of the same importanoo as the education of tln^ ptMi|)le in self-government. 

If ] ma 3 ’ apptial to what Your Exeellenc 3 ' 3 ’(mrHelf said, when Governor 
of Madras, witli regard to efficiency’, 1 certainly venture to think that even 
at the sacrifice of a little efficioticy if the district bmrds and the rural ln>ards 
liave more scope for the purp<»se of controlling their own affairs it woidtl 
be for their benefit. The same view was taken by the Royal Commissi^m on 
Decentralization, and therefore I venture to think that, apart from giving 
these district boards and rural hojirds more funds, they ought to be given 
more control over their own affairs. 

“ Now, My Loni, as regards elementary’ and si^ondary education, much 
has already been said ; prcjtbably* some Hondile Members will say soiiietbiiig 
more. In regard to higher education. I would only allude t(» this in passing, 
hocaiisB the Htm’blo Dr. Sarkar has dealt .with the Sibpur ('ollog«« and tlie 
Maharaja-Dhiraj Bahadur of Bunlwan has dealt with the coliegir for the 
well-to-do classes in the projKJsed University of Dacca. 

“ 1 am entirely at one w’ith them, but I regret that 1 cannot agret* with my 
Hon’ble friend to my’ left (the Raja of Kakiua) with r««gard to tlie eritioism 
that he has made in connectirm with the well-to-tlo college. As the HiNi’blc 
Maharaja of Burdwan has pointwl out. even assaming that we have a well 
recf>gnize 4 l demand in reHjject of this, it is only for the good of us all that we 
should w'ork together in the same ooltege. take part in the same games, aiid 
onglit to have all mequalities of ours rubl>^ off and make us ail assoc isto with 
each other. 

** Now, as regartls agriculture. I have had sometliing to aay in this 
t'ouncil a short time ago, and 1 only allude to it for the purpose of meeting 
the remark of the Hon’hle Mr. Kerr, when he said that it would be sheer 
waste of money to make experiments with regard to agricultural iniprove- 
ntents, because the ordinary’ peasant wmild not avail himself of the experi¬ 
ment on acersint of want of means on his own part. If iltat were bigioally 
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^Arriticl into ettoct. tin? reuult will bn a coinluiunation of the Kangpur 

scheme ; but I rather think that what the Ilon’ble Member meant was that 
Ihe expenditure, if incurved at all, ought to bo cautiuuH. I welcome w'hat 
fell from him with regard to farming exporinientH at Rangpur ; but, at the 
same time, I venture to suggest that it will b<i found possible to start 
.similar experimental farms in other parts of the country ; becaust* 1 do not 
desire that the failure of one farm—supposing that the Rangpur farm fails— 
should result in the condemnation of the system itself. It may be that, on 
■account of the local coaditions of Rangpur or on account of the peculiar 
management, the particular experiment may not succeed. However, my view 
is, I may be mistaken, that the only wa^' we can solve the proVjlem of 
unemployment is by inducing people to go back to their villages, and g«> back 
to agriculture. The tptestion always is as regiirds the employment of a larger 
and largi3r number «»f men who get e lucution from the Universities and from 
other institutions as to what they are going to do in their after-life. The 
one erj' is more appointment, Ijiit tjven if every employment were thrown open 
to the people t»f the country, there would not be, in the course of time, 
sufKcient employment for all the mon who ani being educated Therefore, 
the only way to furnish a si‘cond string to their bow is to make them return 
to agriculture, which 1 venture to think is a healrhy <xreui)ation, and to which 
they ought t(» b<? in«luced to n*sort. 

** The next subject, to which I w«)uld like to alludt?, is the question to 
which the Hon'bbi Mr. Snrendra Nath Ranerji referred. We have been very 
much disturbed with recent instances of resliessness and disorder in our 
midst. For the checking of these acts the (iovj.'rnment liave had to rely 
xMi the energy and acumim tjf the Police. 'I'lie e.xpenses under this head 
have, as it has l>eou pointiHj out, steadily increased, the present budget 
proving no exception in this res|>ect. Then> is the old. and m.tt altogether 
.unjustitiable, prejudice against the Police, and the people in general are 
deterred, by fear of conmMiueiioes. from rendering the assistance which facili¬ 
tates di'tectivi* operations. Moretjver. as the StafeAimtn has vt^ry projierly 
obs**rved, tlm illiterate character of the people renders it impractical>le to 
ntiliici) those? metliois of puldioity which, in Fiuro|)ean countries, enable the 
entire law abiding (xmimunity to co-operate in the work of deteetimi. My 
Lord, I gather from what I have heard within this Council Chamlter and 
iHttside. that there stHMiis to be a general desire for ct>-opt*ration between the 
(ioveriimeut and the public. Will it not be htting in the nature of things 
that, at this juncture when lawlessness and disonier are out and about, and 
the |K>lice np{>Kir to be powerless either to detect t>r prevent them, the 
Governiuont should evince its desin^ for co-operation by taking the people 
into thtdr contidence, and by supplying n^spectable persons in different 
seleettH,! areas w'ith tire-arms and weapons, so that they may feel that in 
protecting the liv»^s and the property v)f themselves and their neighbours they 
are also co-o|)erating with the Police and the tiovernineut in suppressing 
violent acts of lawlessness and disorder? 

“ My Lon.1. all the suggi^stions that I have maiie t»v-day. whether in the 
sphere of h^slation, finance, local self-govermueut or protection are cal- 
x;ulat(Ml to ivniiove th«A nttt»r helplessness of the pe.cjplt*. as the Amrita JBazar 
pats it. and to foster the growth of Tnanliness .aiuongst the people. 
The prt>blems that tlie tlovernnumt and the people alik»* have to face are *^he 
pr^>hlotnH of rural «lepopnlation .and urban congestion. Tlu* cry of water- 
supply, tlie cry for sanitary reform, the cry of agricultural indebte-dness. the 
•ory of illiteracy, the cry for pi*oteotion against lawnessness, should all l>e 
replaced by tlu' cry ” Rack to the laml,'’ “ Hack to the eouiitry,” Rack to 
the old village syst<»m.‘’ (Hherwise, we sliall never gtd rid of the grievances 
that we have ^ot already but we sliall, in a short time, aild to them all the 
horrors of sociAlism ami all the dangers and ditiiculties of mtKlern indus- 
;trialiera. Not that they can be absiilntely prevented, but that is no reason 
■irh>’ they should not be checked and kept, if possible, within bounds. What 
does the crj' ** Back to the land, mean ? It means and implies either 
ltha;l the old village system slnsild be revived in it.s entirety, or that the 
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rural boards and the village-union should be reconstructed on a thoroughly 
popular basis. In either case it is necessary that the people iu *'}|*'*l Are^ 
should be allowed to police their own villages, Settle, if i oasible, their 
own disputes, sjcnd their own local rates, adapt oleineutar)' education to the 
ne^B of their locality, bKik after their own sanitary requireinents—iu one 
word, have complete contr(»l over their own local affairs. In order to 
achieve this, co-oi’Kuatiox between the Government and the people and their 
confidence in each otlun- are necessary. Mere homilies on co-o/ieration and 
confidence within tlie walls of this House and outside will not do. They do 
more harm than good. The pt'ople require Cvincret ? instances to convince 
themselves that the Government is in earnest in these matters. The grmind 
is ready. Will the Government rise to the height of the occasion ahd take 
advantage of the situation ? It is for the Government alone to doit. Co¬ 
operation, My Lord, is a plant of slow growth. It requires delicate nursing 
and does not flourish in an atmosphere of inequalities and suspicion. It do<*s 
not mean blind subserviency. It is far from espionage. May God grant Ycxir 
Lordship’s Government strength and statesmanship to utilize this sfilendid 
opportunity, which will result in the lasting gtXKl of the Hulers and the Ruled, 
that is the prayer of the peop le committed to Your Excellency’s care. ” 

The HoN’imE Matlvi F. K. Faz-ui.-Haq said ;— 

My Lord— In offering a few’ remarks on the budget now' before us, I 
wish 1 had suflieient time to discuss the allotments in exjxmdittm^ on the 
various items of absorbing public interest. 1 feel, ln*wever#that it is impossible 
to gointodetails on any subject of real iiiip<jrtance in the course of discussions 
of a discursive character within the compass of 1,5 fleeting minutes. For eco¬ 
nomy of time I will not, therefore, go over the ground already covertnl by tin? 
speeches of some of th'e Hon’ble Meuitiers, but will Cvmflne my remarks on the 
subject of education, with 8]iecMaI reference to the needs and requirements of 
the Mubamriiadan coiimiunity. 

“ My Lord, if human inemorj* is short, official meinories are verj' much 
shorter, and I am not surpriscxl that within the twelve months that have elapsed 
since the annulment of the Partition, officials hav'e managed to forget their 
spiKMal obligations to the Muhammadan community. Only the other day, the 
Hon’ble Mr. Kiichler seemed to be somewhat impatient of criticism on the 
subject of Muhammadan ixlucation, and he actually complained that 
Muhammadan leaders are slow to acknowledge the help ami assistance which 
Government has all along given to Muliaininadans in the matter of education. 
If the remark had f»e,en made previous to the 12th of Hecotnber 19H, I 
w’oulu have coiisidenxi it necessary to attempt a justification of rxir attitude 
in agitating for iiicreas'ed privileges, and. for a wider recognition of the 
claims of our community on the resources of the State in educational matters. 
Hut I do not think th^t, after that memorable date, officials can expect 
that Muhammadans will consent to talk of their grievances with bated 
breath, or continue to brtKjd over their lot in silent dispair. 1 would only 
remind the officials that they are in inaiour bound to render adequate oom- 
pensaiions to the Muhammadan community for all thegrievioiis wrong inflicted 
on them by the unceremonious annulment of the Partition. My Lord, it- 
seems to. me that officials make a very fundamental mistake with regard to 
the claims of Muhaiiiniadans on the Govenmient, whcthe.r it be the qtioetion 
of State patrmiage. grant of political rights or privileges, or exponditure frmn 
provincial revenues for promoting Muhammadan cnlacation, or other matters of 
special interest to the community. We are often f old that we have get our 
share, and we should not complain. Hut those who say so seem to foiget that 
we claim not only our share, but also a sul»stantial excess ihroagh<Ntt. Onr 
share we claim as our indefeasible right, and the excess we claim bv wa^ df 
compensation for the wrong done to us by the annulment of the Partition*. 
This is the view of the general Muhammadan public, and if the officials wiU not- 
meet the demands in full, there is c>ertain to be discontent in the ooiniimnity. 
Whether the discontent would be worth the consideration of the Qovemtiis^ 
ip p difierent question. The situation is no doubt an embarrassing cme, but it. 
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has been deliberately created by the officialn theiiiHelvHK, and they must be 
prepared to face it bravely. 

'* My Lord, in the despatch of August 2.5tU tlu* (Jo\'<*rninent of India 
pledged itself to sw that Muhammadan interestH wouM n<it b«> afleet(«] by the 
nohange brought about by tfie annulment of tlie Partition. Morn than eighteen 
monUis have elapsed since then, and it is time t<» hcm- Imov far the solemn 
promises have bo<<n fulfilled. When His Lxcelhuicy tlie Viceroy v'isit<^d Dacca 
shortly after the Durbar announcements, every one «‘xpected that His 
Excellency will be able to announce* something particularly gratifying to the 
Muhammadan community. \V<% g<»t the annonnceinent alMuit the Dacca 
University, but I must confess that it fell far short of our expectations. I 
do not wish to beiitih* the imp<irtanoe of the Dacca University as a factor in 
preventing a set-back in the educational advancement of Eastern Bengal, or 
the incalculable advantages of a r«‘sidentiat University in tin* c*ntre of tliat 
large Muliamma<lan population. But I wish to pn^test ;igainst the theory 
th.'it the University is mi'ant to honefit .Muhammadans alone. r)r that it can 
V>e regarded as a d<*finite step towards a conciliation of Muhammadan feelings. 
The Viceroy has distinctly said tliat the l-niversity is. as it should b<». for 
the benefit of Hindus and Muhammadans alike, ft.s area of op‘rations has 
been curtaibnl. out of deb^renee to tfje appreh»*nsions of the Hindu eommunity 
lest it would leatl to a n'vival of tli«‘ effects of the Dartiticm. Even the 
proposed Muhammadan (N)lh*ge anti the establishment tif a faculty of Islamic 
studies in coniiectitm with the UnivtM*sity, cannot be credited to any jiarti- 
cular desire to favour tlie Muhaniinndan c<iiiimunity. For more than half a 
century, fioverniiient has maintained a purely Hindu (\>llege at ('alcntta. 
with all its ol.aborate staff and necessary equi)»ment8, ami tin* Mnhainmadan 
C/olleg«? at Dacca wouhl tinly he a very tanly recngniti<»n of the long neglected 
claims of th<‘ Muliaminadan comniunity. As for the defiartineiit of Islamic 
stu<lii*A. it is only a natural incident in the iMirric-iiluin of studies of a Univer¬ 
sity in a part t»f the country when* the Muhaiiniiadans have long evinced an 
eager <lesire for -Xrabii! and l*(*rsian learning. It may not be generally know’ii 
that the Eastern districts contribute an overwhelming iiiajt>rity of the 
students in the Mailrasahs of Bengal, and an University without any pritvisions 
f<n the lit(‘rary aptitudes and requm*nn*nts of this class of the population 
would have been wlu»lly unjustifiable. I hope officials will understand that, 
aitiiougli tlio Muhammadans havt* voted in favcair <if the Dacca University, 
they lionot consider it as any particular favour done to them, not even with the 
special prro'isions for a Muhammadan College or a faeulty of Islamic studies. 

“ My Lord, not c)nly is the .Muhammadan college at Dacca a stei-n neces¬ 
sity ami an act of bare justice to our coininuiiity, l»ul I maintain that tlie 
tinn* has coim* for the t'stablisbinent of .t first grade collegi* in Arts fortlu* 
Muliammadans in ('Calcutta. It may be int<*n*t)iing to Hciirble* Me*ml»ers to 
know that tin* <|uestiou of such a Mubainiiindan colh'ge engng(*<l the atten¬ 
tion of Covernim-nt so early as the year 1S71. In a Minute by the then 
Lieutenant-( tovernor. Sir (x^orge Campbell, dated the 13th April 1S7J. to a 
committee appoiut(Hl to report on the atfairs of the (.'alcntta Mailrasah. His 
Honour asked the Ctnnmitit'e to consitler whetluu* tin* ILnighly College was 
to remain a general colb'ge with a Muhaniiiied.'tn scIukiI ntta('lii*d. or whether 
thCri ought tt> be a separate Mubaiuiiiadaii colIeg»*. More tlian 40 years 
have sinc<‘ elapsed ; and in tin* course of this time nt>t tiiily lias ibt*re l»e4'n 
no aucli colh*ge. but even the college class4*8 of the Ciilcuita Madrasah have 
been actually abnlisluHl for the sake of economy. The Hon’bh* ^fr. Kuebler 
very triumphantly ])oint«*il t‘ut tin* other day that 70 Muliaminadan luiys are 
perinitt(*<l to reail in the Prt‘si«b*ncy (’ollege on a h'e of Rs. 2 a nionib. True, 
but d«n»H Mr. Kiiclih*!’ remember that, by abolishing the collegi* classes in the 
Madrasah. «('»ov<*rniiieiit was in honour bound to provide instruction for Viovs 
who would otln*rwise have prosi'cuted their studies at that institution ? file 
preaent an*angeinent is not only no favour eonferretl. but an actual and 
felt inconvenience to Mnliniimiadan students. There b(>ing no 
Mllhainmailan hostel in tin* vicinity t'f the Presidency College*. l>tiarders 
from the K31iot and Bak*'r Hostels liav«* to trudge along tivo miles after a 
huiM^ breakfast in order to attenil lectures at the Presidency Collegt*. 
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Moi-oovtM-, the roBtriction on adiniHsion imposed by the authorities of the 
ProHideiicy ('!oIlegc is vvlioUy ’ unjust and unfair to the Miihammedan 
oomniunity. Wlien these matters were brought to the notice of the autho¬ 
rities. the Hon’blo Mr. Kiichler pointed out in a letter No. 165, dated 
the 5th October 11)10, addressed to the Secretary of the Provincial Muham- 
niedan Educational Oonference, tliat “ in view of the general limitation 
of the numbers that may be admitted to the Presidency College, the limit 
as far as the Miihauiindans are concerned cannot on any account be relaxed.” 
These are no doubt words of authority. Hut may we ^Iso enquire why the 
College classes of the Madrasah were abolished at all, and boys now either 
compelltHl to drag themselves two miles off for instruction which they might 
have obtained nearer home, or made to run the risk of being turned out 
under arbitrary rules ? On this point I cannot do l>etter than quote a few 
sentences from a i>amphlet entitled The Mussulmans of Bengal, how they 
remain uneducated ” preparetl by tin* Moslem students of Calcutta themselves, 
and which deals with the question in a imnarkable manner. The limit of 
numbers of Moslem students to be admitted into the Presidency C'ollege 
was ini; osed in 1!)08, and naturally the authorities thought that a limit which 
represented 14 more than the average number adiiiitteu^to Presidency C’ollege 
during the year li)()2-07, was liberal enough. Hut in matters of this character 
the averse of a number of years is likely to be as misleading as the calcula¬ 
tion which bases the heiglit of a door on. the average ln‘ight of mankind. 
It does m»t provid,* h)r the yt'ars in which the average' is excetH.led, and it 
does not take into account the increase* of numbers wliich is likely to be still 
greater in futur,*. Cn tlie contrary, it takes account of tin* recent past 
which, ill tln> case of Muhammadan educnlioii, has ite<>ti notoriously 
inglorious. If a limit is t«> be imposed, it niiiut be imposed in the case 
of communities Avliich practically inonopolise tin* Collegi*, rather than in 
the cas<’ of the coiimmnity which is invariaidy accused of iqiathy and 
ignorance. But even’if it he concetled that a limit may be ) laced on 
the number of Mnhaiiimadau stmTents, it must not Ih* ba.sed on an average* 
of past years, i>ut on the maxiinum. and it should take into account 
the growing increase in the number of Miissalinuns wht> are successful 
in the various University Examinations.'' My herd, I have not had time 
to inter,-ollate tlie flovernuient on the subject, but I h*arn from private 
sources that in li)ll more than 2<M> .Vluhaiiiiiia Ian students wen* refused 
admission into varioqn collegt*s in C’alrutta. Have tin* otficials seriously 
considered the inevitahle I'ffects of the hitter disappoiniiuents which 
these refusals cause, not only to the hoys, but also to the community 
as a whole? It is well-know'n that w'heii English education waa first intro- 
duc^l into tliis ccNintry, the MuliammaduiiH held aliKif from it because, in the 
words of Mr. E- (.'.’Bayiey ’* however g,H>r| in its<*If. it made no conoession to 
their prejudices and was, in its nature, unavoidably antagonistic to tlieir in¬ 
terests and at variance with their sociul traditions The result was that the 
Muhammadan community', to quote the words of Sir 'William Hiiutt'r ** with 
one consent spurm^d the Instructions of idolators through the itn'iliuni of ido- 
latory ”. It is thus evident that if the Muhammadans did licit take kindly to 
English education at the liegiuning, the* fault did not lay w’ith the Muhamnia- 
daijs alone. But now that the inithd prejudices have lieeii removtsi, and 
Muhammadans am corning forward in increasing numbers to avail tbomselvea 
of English education, artificial restrictions are being iinpostMl which will in¬ 
evitably have the effect of putting a brake on Muhammadan educational 
progress. 

“ My Lord, the Hon’hlt^ Mr, Kiichler treated us tlie other dav to a lengthy 
homily^ on what the Government has hitherto done to promote Mubaiutnadan 
education. For all that has been actually done, we are truly th^kful, but 
1 hoiM* the? Hon’bh* Meinberr will excuse US if we decline to lie grateful for 
mere promises, lb* has referrcnl us to Sir Harcourt ButleEa apeech at llelhi, 
and is happy to aimcMiiice that the Government of India is alKNft to address 
the LfX’.al < los'ernmcMits fui the subjiHit of Muhammadan «duoatioD« We arc 
glad to hear it, but we prefer to wait and see what is actually gmng to lie 
done. Ihe Governiuent of India has been going on addressing Local 
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Oovwnim jnts on thiH bvhi- Btnou the famous educaiioii detipatch of 

1854, anti if (dahorato HoheineB atitl piouM nvihIiob «.-xpreHHiHl eloquently in 
0»)vertiiUHnt littsolutionu, could ho accepted in lieu ot actual rulfiliuents, the 
Muhainiiiadan comininiity would liav'o every roauon to cougrutulate theiuHelvea 
on the zeal and earneHtncRB displayed by ofticials in prouiotin^ the cause 
of Muhuiniuada'n education. But unfortunately, the net result of all this 
official activity for the past sixty years coinos to this, that in this year 
of grace 1‘J13, there are more than 3.50 M uhaininadan students who are living 
in gutters and byivplaces of this city for watit of the most ordinary Injstel 
Aoooiumujation, while, hundreds of MnhaimnadanH lioys have to give up their 
.studies every year on being refused admission into the existing colleges in 
Calcutta. Wo have had imough of these rusolutions, these well-meant 
promises and unredeemed pledges which hodi* no more gooil for the 
Muhammadan community than did the ‘ setth^il fact ’ of the Partition. The 
«tatement of tlie Hon’hle Mr. Kerr in Council the other day is somewhat 
ho{)eful, us it refers to matters whicdi can he called somewhat definite. But 
unfortunately, r«vea the provisions to which the Hon’hle Member referred, 
valuable as th«‘y are, are far from being adequati*. The extension of the 
Baker anti Elliot Hostels will hardly meet even the present demand, while 
the miifassil schenv*s appear to be grossly inadetjuate and insufficient. 
Tl le condition for res«trvatioii of a fifth i>f the seats for Muhammadans in 
htKitttds attacln^il t«» aitled colleges is a salutary provision of the l*rovincial 
grant. I>i«t even this will not takt< us very far. In a couple of yi^ars the rush 
for nccomiiKMiation will bring things tt> imarly the same pass as at present, 
Aiul there will practic.illy be a deadlock in prt^n'ss unless frt?sh prrtvisions 
art^ mad<* again on a liis>rHl scale. 

*“ My Ltird. I have already urged the case for the establishment of a 
Muhammadan (hillige in ( .'alcntta ; an ecpiaily urgent cast* is the one for the 
ostabiishment of ;i liostel in Clolleg* S<piar«>. That t.hiu'e is an urgent need 
for incr«‘ast‘d hostel acconmitKiation for .Muhammadan students is univei'sally 
acru'pfed. and tin? only qui'stion is in what shape this need should be provided 
for. 1 havi* already said tli.at the extmisioii of the Baker .and Klliot Hostels 
would not meet the full dmnand. But ev'en if the extended buildings 
<..>uld provide accoinnnxlatioii for all Muhammadan students they would 
b«i practit'ally unsuited, as a place of residence, for the majority of Law 
and .‘^cimice Htinhuits. 1 Iiojm? the HtMi’ble Mr. Kuchler has by this 
tiiiK* found nut that the Bilker and Klliot Hostels are not situattMl in 
College Square, hut just two mihis away. Need I pause to explain the 
physical inconveiiitmces of boanlers in these hostels w'heu compelled to attend 
leoMiri's nt the IVesiilency thillege or the ITniversity Law College, or when 
n'quired to attimd any fuactioas at the University Institute ? This latter 
excidleiit Institution Inis hitherto been out of praettcal use by Muliammi.lan 
students. All these drawdmcks could he easily reiuov't^d by a suitalde Muham- 
madiiM hostel in Colleg** Square. I recoguiz«* the advisability of locating Muham¬ 
madan hostels in the midst of the acknowledged Muhammadan quarters in 
('aleiiitn. But thi* princi|x\l educational institutions in the city an* situated 
miles away from the .Muhammadan quarters. b«'cauHt> when these institutions 
wim> («Htablishe(l, nobixly took any note of the Muhaimaadaii community, owing 
to their apathy to Kiiglish etiucation. It would be impossible, nor w^ould it Ihi 
advisable, to build a second Presidency Collogt* in the neighbourhood of 
Wellesley Scpiure-. Muhammadan students will have to go to the present 
Presidency (^)llege, unless they are to deprive them.selves of the benefits of 
instructions at one of the best and most well-eiiiiipped eduoatlonal institu^ 
tions in the world. The same atgument applies to the University Law 
Oolhge and also to the University Institute. 1 fwl sure that the case for a 
Muhammadan hostel in C^>llege Square ikhmI only he formi^ted to l>e 
acci'ptixl, for it oidy turns on the (|uestion whetlior you will permanently shut 
out the Muhaininadnii commuiiity from Kducatiiaial Institutions on which 
■enormous stuns au^ siHMit from Provincial Revenues every’ year. 

“My Lord, I r«'gret that I have not got sufficient time at niy dis|Misal to 
discuss the statements ina»h^ l>y the Hon'ble Mr. Kiichler the other day 
jneigarding Muhammadan education. It is a remarkable instance of the 
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aelf^glorifietttfoA' ih^'w Indian officials too often indulge tri order to 

ioipress thp with thoir activities in the performance of thoir duties. 

Beyond a ‘fbw'thonciahd rupees spent on Mvk^hs and middle Madrasjilis, 
and on the training of Muhammadan teachers, together with a few confer¬ 
ences for the improvement of tlie Madrasahs, leading to no practical result, I 
do not think an 3 'thing diriinite has been point*?d (Mit ns Iiaving been accom¬ 
plished in furtherance of the cause of Muhammadan education. Tc) take one 
single instance out of manj*; even now the provision for the teaching of 
Arabic and Persian in Government and aided schools is hoisdessljr inadequate. 
Mr. Kilchler saj's that no j)rovieiou is niaile where there is no deiimnii. B«it 
how can there be a demand unh'ss boj's come forwnnl to read these tangu- 
ag(‘s, and why again should thej* do so, nnhtss there is a provision for the 
teaching of these langtiagi's in the scduxils. T would ask the Hon’ble 
Mr. Kiiohler to consider if liis argtiment does not involve a well-known logical 
fallacy’. As a matter of fact, the absenct* of provision for the teaching of 
Arain'c and Persian either scares away Muhammadan bo.vs from the 8ch*K,ls, or 
compels them to take up Sanskrit. It is no use arguing that our vt»rna- 
cular is Bengali and we find Sanskrit more congenial and easy to master 
than Persian or Arabic. Our natural inclinations arc lowanls Pt'rsijin. if not 
Arabic, and not towards Sanskrit. I spt'ak from exjs^rii iice that tin* grievance 
is a very real one and keenlj* felt, but. whether < Jov >ninieiit is prepnretl to 
help us or n- t is a different matter. 

"I wish to. takt, this opportunity of eomnu-nting on a misttflce which 
officials generally commit in calculating the share of the Mnhammadan 
community in allotments in tin- matter of fslucation. It is argued that the 
true basis of calculation is not the numt^rical strength of our eommunitv, but 
the very small fraction of it that attend cdiicaticmal instirutions. I pr«»t»*Kt 
against this method of dwarfing Muhammadan claims, both because it is unjust 
and unfair. If Muhammadan boys are in such a minority in educational 
inst'tiitions it is due to-a system of (sliication which has lanui utterl.v unsuittH] 
to the rtHpiireinents of the community, and which the authorities thcmselveH 
permitted to ermtinue in the face of j rotests. And m*w t«» make this 
minority a basis for the calculation of educational grants is to inuialisc tlie 
Muhammadan comiminity for a state of things for which the officials them¬ 
selves have been primarily responsible and which has been brought about bj* 
causes over which the Muhammadan have had no c<mtr*'»l. 

" Mj' Lord, I do not wish to iletain the ('(Hincil an.v longer. To me it st'cms 
that Government has arrived at a parting of the ways, and has got to <lecide. 
once for all, its future policy regarding questions affecting the Nluhnminndan 
community. It may be that Government ina.v reganl the twenty-two millions 
of the Muhammadans of this Presidcncx' as n*‘t worth the consideration that is 
due to them, f)n the'ground that the\' have not hitherto shown thenistdves 
capable of onranized agitation. Or it may he. that the sens-' of justice which 
forms so distinguishable a feature of British character, will induce' our nulers 
to n'elress our grievances as soon -as brenighr to their notice. As t(» wdiat the 
altimatc rlccislon of the Government will be. is a matter with wdiioh I hav*» 
no (concern, lint if the system f>f po ular representntimt in C'ouncil is a reality, 
and fuir opinion is entitled to an 3 ' weight, 1 can assure the Government that 
the minds of the Mu ham mad an s nr,' now in n disturbetl stnt<'. Tlu?re is a 
very strong and widespread feeling that, in spite f»f their lovalt 3 * and devotion, 
the Muliammarl ins have fallen on the frosty side of crfficinl pleasure, and that 
somehow or other, Muliaininadati interests are n(*t n'ceiving pn>per attention. 
T..<‘t the officials judge for themselves tvlietlier recent events have nr* e<mtri- 
Imted to the existence of these fet'lings in the minds of the Muhammadan 
ci»nimunit 3 *. Rut so far as we are concerned, our policy is perfeotl 3 ' clear. 

longer be satisficKl with pious wishes expressed el^ttently 
in Of,vernment Resolutions. For tlur present we, in Calcutta, are very 
particularly'keen nhfHit a Muhammadan College and a hostel in Collc^ 

1 qua re. \\e^ will not consent t<» see the removal of csir grievances in 
these two vital umtters to he deferred, on the score of expense or any 
other considerations w'liatsrw'ver. And gctiernn 3 ’ wc demand that all other 
consKierations slwnild he suhordinatfsl to the necessity of affording the 
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relief to MuhainmadanA iii the matter of education. This mil be 
•ome compensation for all that we have patiently and loyally borne, even 
ipiader the g^reatest provocation^ which human nature can bear. Hitherto, 
Muhammadans have so completely confided in t he sense of justice of oificials 
in all cases, that now it almost does violence to their feelings to he compelled 
to adopt the more modern and effective method of popular agitation. But 
in spite of their aversion to agitation, Muhammadans an- drifting, owing 
to sheer force of circumstances, into the arena of prjHtical warfare. We 
feel tliat we have got to move with the times or else we are doomed. 
Lot not the otHcials think that the feelings of the entire community can 
be soothed simply by the Ijestowal of titles ami decorations on our leaders, 
or by providing for a transitory stay of the officials at Dacca with all the 
paraphernalia of (Joverniuent. We require something more tlian a mere 
concession to our seiitiin -nts. soinethitig taiigilile which can he reasonahly 
set off against onr loss hy the annulment of tln^ l*artition. J sincerely hope 
that otlicials will not le* mislead hy the misrejjresentations of inlereste<l 
|»orsons, hilt will bravely meet the situation in the face and, hy a liberal 
attempt to meet our demands to th»» full, jirevent a f«^«ding of Jisaflei-tion and 
despair from creeping into the minds of the loyal Muhammadans of India.”

It is gratifying 
to note that keen interest m being taken by Vonr Kxcellency's (lovernnieiit in 
the matter of education, its spread and improvement in all usi-fnl branches 
of Arts and Science. I’lie enhanced allotment of Ks. 1.3 l.SS.OOtt evinces 
the earnestness of (ioverniniuit in this direction, though the vastness of the 
ediiearional demands of this country requires more exj^enditure on this head. 
It. is trill' that innch has been done in this resj^ieot. but much still remains to 
be doin'. It appears that tin* budget includes a lump provision of Rs. i'.2.").00t> 
lor improving jiopular education in Bengal. I beg to jioint out that in a 
country which is pre-eminently agricultural, in ordor to give the I'ultivating 
classes, whose main source and mainstay is agrieiilture. the full beiii'Hts of 
the edneat loiial f.'icilities 2 *i‘'»viiled by an «*nlightened (lovernnienf. it is of the 
ntiiKMt imjKirtanee that a coinjmlsory i-oiirse i»f practical training in 
agriculture should In* iiieluiled in the ciirrieulnni of studii'S of the iiriinary 
Hchi*oIs. 'I'ln* aminirenieiit of such a training would enable the agriculturists 
to intro.lnee the improved inethiHl of cultivatii.»ii, to increase the jiroduce of 
their lands, ainl to become thus a In-tter class of fai’iners contributing to the 
general 2 >osjH'rity ot the country. 

As reganls sanitat ion and water-sujqily. the interest which your 
Kxcelleucy s (Jovernnient has t.aken in this direction has evoked a ileep sense 
of gratitude in the hearts of thej'eople. The Government has very liberally 
allowed the District Board's ap['ropriati>'n of the entire revenue derivable 
from the I’-uhlic Works ('esses—the substantial jiortion of which is intended 
for improving the sanitation and supply of giHKl drinking water in urban 
areas. As the repn's iitative of the Idstrict Boards of the ('hittagong 
l>ivision. 1 beg. ^ly lewd, to express on behalf of my constituencies 
our deep sense of gratitude for this mniiificenl grant ; and I hoi>e and trust 
that, witb the nugmeiiteil resources at their disfvisal. the District Bitards will 
1)0 in a ismitiou to do substantial works in the nmtter of water-supply and 
sanitation. A sum of Us. HS.lKH) is j)ri)vided in the budget for appointment of 
overseers, who might be enq)loyed in each subdivision in Bengal to'report on 
Ike real condition of rural water-supply. I may be allowed to point out that 
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this may not lie needed as the work, it is considered, can he best done 
by the overseers employed by the district Boards. The allotment under 
this liead may be better utilized for other important items of sanitary 
improvements, such as extension of the medical relief, which is also a crying’ 
need in many parts in Ih-ngal. In this connection, 1 fully concur with my 
colleague Hon’ble liai Hari Mohan Chandra Bahadur, and echo his saying 
that :—

in ajiile nf the btcniutic meuanrra adopted hy (ioviTinneiit for the aiipply of piif-pucketa of 
tile drii^ tiiroufrli tlie acreiicy of float oliict^a. Tiie luxury of fully equipped dia|K‘Maariee in 
niaai>iiry huihlin^ (or hoiiaea of eoatly (ilmia) ahoiild for tiie preaeiit tie tihaiidoiied, Piior 
vilhtfrera would Ih- ei|iiully I'ratefiil with ieaa aiiihit,«iia hitl equally liaefill iiiatitutiolia iij the 
aliRfM' i>f atnall diH|K‘iiaarief< in alieda of corrug;ated iron roof and mat ceiling;, with meiliciiiea 
for the prevailing diaeam-H. Thia would meet a real want and aerve to mitigate aulTering to 
an appreciable extent.' 

” J would tlo not feel myself justified if numtiou is not matle htwe of the 
improvement of the condition of w.ater-8upply in the (Miittag(»ng Mtiiiicipaliiy. 
The people of Chittagong have already repn*stuitetl the matter to Voiir 
Excelleiury. and it is not known how the »iiiestion stands at pniseiit. I 
howev(*r beg leave to state tl at the establisliment of a water-works in 
('hittagting is not wanted as a luxury, but as a real iumhI of tin* town. At jireseiit 
the dearth <if g<H>d drinking water in the muniei])al :>.r«<a is soh*ly r(‘Kponsibh* 
for the unusual mortality, which (K’curs t‘very y«*ar iii tin* summer, by the out¬ 
break of eboler.'i and sm.all-|‘OX. As soon as the summer sj'ts in, the few graal 
j>onds ami springs whi<‘li are in the town begin to dry uji, and the |H»oph* are 
coini>elled to use foul water. It is, thendore, hoped, that our benign (Jovern- 
ment will be pleased to find their way to provide the Chittagong town, at an 
early date, with water-works which will be considere*! as a Immiu both by the 
rich and tin* fxMir. 

'* Before I finish I crave leave. My Lonl. to ask that the iMstrict Itoards 
may be given extendtnl powers in the tlis{«»sal of grants made to tln*m by 
Government. 'I'he manm*r in which these grants are assignrMi at present 
often compels the Ibtards to limit their discretion ; and it nf>t unfreqiiently 
happens that, to avoid the lapse f»f grants the r««S(Hir<res are H|'»«'«nt on projetrts 
which, in consideratifin of the local circumstances, could be safely defernsl, 
while on the other hand, the works of real pressing dein.'iiuls suffer only for 
the reason that no s;H»cifi(*ation ihtweof has be<*rj mad<* in the grant. My 
Lord, I hojx* and trust there may U- no danger in allowing to tin* Itistrict 
BnanJs. under pn»per safeguard, a greater .scojm* and freedt>m in r«*gard to the 
allotment of the funds placed at their disytosai.” 

The IIon’ble Upendba Lal Ray said— 

■* My Lord. I am glad to observe that the year under revie\Y promises to 
be on<‘ of prosperity and the improvem(>ntH contemplated. If carritsl lait. will 
go a great way towards ameliorating • the condition of the p<*f)ple of this 
Presidency. 

“ The scheme of the regratling tif Munsifs, for which a sum of Rs. bO.CKK) 
has been lunlgetod will. I hopt% be given i»ffect to. and thereby sonit^ relief 
given to these overworked members of the public service, and justice 
fiemamls that they shoubi be plaorni on an etjital bxiting with the members of 
the Provincial Executiv** Service. I fully i*ridf)r.s»* the views of the Htm’ble 
I>r. l>eba Prasad Sarbadhikari about the grading of .Sub-I.)epiity (Villectors. 

" One salient f**at.ure of the budget is the increased expenditHre allotted 
for the r*‘organization of the Subordinate Police Service in the h^oatern liengal 
districts. My Lonl. as an inhabitant of Eastern Bengal, I w’elciMiie this 
increaswl grant and wish to offer a few suggestions tni this important subject. 
iMcoities in Eastern Bengal have, of late, Ixjen very frequent ; and intersected 
as th**y are with a network »)f big rivers and canals, the villages of Eastern 
districts afford better o iportunities to gangs of dacoits for oarrj'ing on their 
nefarifiiis and diabolical ]*urHnits. Tinder the head **f Reot^nixati<m (A 
Subordinate Police in Eastern Bengal, a sum of Rs. 2,92.014 has been assigned 
and. similarly, a sum af Rs. 4,49.3.3,5 has l>een provided for reorganisation cd 
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Riv(>r Police*, Dacca. In addition to this, a HUin of lis. -t.'j.OfK) has been 
net apart for the station Ijoat scheme in the districts of Karid] «ir, J.)acca, 
Tipi>era, Myinensingh ami Harisal. There is luj gainsaying the fact that 
Police? arraiigenjcnts an* not what they should he, and more (‘he'clive and 
active vigilance on their part is an urgent ni'Cessity. and steps 
should l»e taken to ensure such vigilance*. iJacoities in Kastern H<*ngal 
have, almost in every case, h(*en coinmittejl in the houses of the well- 
to-do yi*t lu*lpless traih-rs. and it is a matter for regret that in most 
of the cases the oif‘lidi’i’s have not heen det»*cted and hroughi to 
justice. In the interests of ]ieac<* and for security of life ami property, 
it is ahsolutely necessary that early acci<jn should he taken to jprevent a 
recurrence of dacoities in the country. It is a conspicuous feature of 
liritish Allministration that the sul>jects can sleep in tlie open, with their 
treasures under their pillows, hut. in thi* jirovince ol Bengal at least, this 
app«*ars to l>e a thing of the past. Vi*t anotiier daeoity has been 
reported in to-day’s pap‘r. committed in the house of a merchant at («o]talpur 
in the subdivision of Madaripur in the Faridpur diKtri(*t. I fervently hojie 
that the iniprovem<*nts proj>ost*d will have tin* desired etfect. I»ut at the same 
time I beg humlily to suggest that steps should i>e taken so that the conduct 
iif thealditiond polio** fo:-<*e towarls tin* p.'oj*!*- of tin* neighhourhofKl may 
be ahsulutelv h«*von 1 reproiich. 

” My I ..ord. 1 «»Her my most sinc**re thanks to tin* (iovt-rnnient of India 
for t In* in‘.*r**as** I assignments for ei.ltt<*ation and sanitation. I cannot con- 
c<*ive «tf any hett<*r pur,M*s*'s t<» winch public money may be apjilied. Jn the 
obligatory seln*me I notice, with jileasutv. the allotment of Hs. lO.dtM) for 
the provim*ialization of the \"i(*toria 'rechni<*al Institute, f’hittagong. ami the 
Dianntml Jubilee Industrial School. The former si*heme lias been hanging on 
for years, and I In*, e it will bi* taken in haml and carried out during the 
year under ri*view, 

“I w«*lcome the propos.'il of ainalgamat ing t he Kxcise Departnu*nt with 
the Salt D(*partment. I* or myself. I conf**sh 1 have not l>e(*ii able t<j under¬ 
stand tin* oiiject of I'ouiinuing the latter department. (Miittagong has a 
.Suj)**rintenden» of Salt with a staff of offii*ers umler him. As a dealer in 
tu s eoiu'uo lily, I have never r<‘alize 1 tin* neCK'Ssity of maintaining ♦he salt 
bram-li. nor have I se**n what practi<*al wttrk is entrustt'd t*^ or done by it. 
Wh itev.'r t hat may be. 1 n*itic** with *lelight tlie proposal for amalgamation. 
whn*!i is now befor** the 1 l«»vernnient of Imlin for consideration, but I regret 
1 h*iv«* ftot beeti abh* to understand how the jiropose 1 amalgamation can 
involvi* an inereas** of expeinlitun* amounting to the sum of Rs. 2.66.808 over 
tlt*> pn*s'lit satictiotie 1 scab*. If retrenchm**nt is tin* objet*t of amalgamation, 
and I don't think it can be anything i*lse, what <lo wt* gain if. in consequence, 
we have t*» incur atlditional heavy charges. 

“‘Turning to sanitntiixi for which a non-recurring grant of 
Rs. 20.-Mb(M)0 has been so liberally made by tU<* (;ovi*rnment of India, w** are 
often ct>nfrt>nt<*d with a charge that the moiu*y allotted y**ar after year can¬ 
not be appli***! t<i its legitimate purjwnse. inasmuch as tlu* mufassil Munici¬ 
palities and District levtrds d** not come forwanl with detadeil schemes. 

I do not say that t In* i*harg** is al*soluteIy unfoumieil. but at the same time 
T w sh (o p<»int *>ut that tlu* relation of the I.iK*al (»ov**rnment to tlu* several 
self-governing jniblic Ixnlies is like that of the (leneral Manager of a 
Merc.nntih* firm to its assistants in charg** of the difl'erent dejiartments, or, in 
other wortls. like tliat i>f tin* senior nu*mber t>f a joint lilndii family to the 
juiii*'r ones :—the *luty <'f the former t*i the latti*r, in each cast*. lu‘ing not 
merely to su{K*rvise ami eontr«>l, but to a*lvise and assist ami in many cases 
actively to co-«*iM*rat«* in tln*ir work, it ix much to be regri*ttt*d that the bulk 
of the populati*>n of this country is entirely ignorant of the rules and require¬ 
ments of sanitatiiHi. ami attem}»ts to improv«> the same are sometimes baffled 
by hK*.al ajKitliy and often by ai'tual opposition. Assistance of CTOvernnieiit is 
what is necCHsarA* in such cases, and I vi'iiture to lu>pi* that where such 
necessity is felt and recignized. (iov(‘rnment will lend its helping hand to the 
local biKlies concerned, in the preparatl*.»n anil execution of' cut and dried 
•cheims of sanitation. ’ 
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Thk Hon’bi.e Maharaja Jaoadindka Nath Uay said :— 

‘‘ My Lord, for unavoidalilo reasons I had to bo absent on iho 2nd of April 
■when the Council met principally for the discussion of the budget. Many of 
the points on which I wanted to speak, have been very ably discussed by 
the HiMi’ble Members of this C(»uncil, and after that J do not wish to tire out 
the patience of this C/ouncil by intlicting a long speech on it. Resolutions 
moved by the non-ofticial members of the Council, regarding the recurring and 
hon-recurring grants by the (lovernment of India, are often treated with very' 
little sympathy by the official members, and that has been one of our 
grievances. If we calmly think about the situation we can hardly 
blame them for this apparent want of sympathy towards our nt'cd. Gov¬ 
ernment of India grants are mostly ear-markeil, and tlie Local Covenimt>nt has 
very little or no i>ption in tlie expeiulitnre of the saint'. I should. thtM'ert>re, 
submit to yotir Lordship that attempts should be iiiatit' to frt'i* tmrselvtts from 
those restrictions ; so that tint L<K*al Government can use its discretion 
regarding the allotmt'iits of tin' Imperial grants. 

“My Lt>rd. a ft'w observatituis with regard to education and sanitation 
and I have finisheil. 

" Edncatiryn ;—I am glad :o notice that fair allotments have been nia«i<t 
for the Universities of this pro\ ince. It is admitted on all hainls that the 
spread of high I'ducation in the desired direetii'n will be our future salvation. 
In onler to prepare the n^eipii'iit for such islueation. My Lord, a giwnl 
grounding in a eonioeteiit school is al>solutely necessary. In tin* .'itisenee of 
any such school in our country, many young !ioj-s have, up-lo-now. been sent 
to Kngland to ri'Ceive English education from the very start. l»ut I regret. 
My Lord, that the results have not been uniformly satisfactory, and it is no 
wonder. Ileing away from home inllueiices and from all sorts of traditions tif 
the family, and being exposed to th*' fearful temptations of a \-ast t;ity. young 
heads are a]»t to turn, ’riiere'fore. My Lord, the >vaiit of a school in a healthy 
locality. I osst'ssing up-to-date . eipiipments and manned by English teachers 
and prob‘ssf>rs. has long bei>n felt by a very large section of oiir community. 
As a matter of fact. Your Lordship has be*'n memorialiice«i by I'ortain gentle- 
Tiien of wealth, intluence. rank ;ind culture a short time ago. and 1 shoulii liko 
to draw the attention of your Lopishiii’s GoV(*rnment to this crying neeil 'if 
ours. 

“Sanitation :—Sanitation needs no a»lvocacy. My Lord, 'i'he people and 
the Ooverninent equally know its importance, and when the other day my 
Hon’ble friend lla!»u .Surendra Nath l»ay moved a resolution asking for a 
certain sum of money for the imjirovt-ment of drinking water, most enthusias¬ 
tically I voteil for the resolution, without stopjiing t(» think whetln'i* such 
grant of money was possible or not. No one can blame me for that, because 
I e »me from a notoriously unhealthy place, and therefore whati'ver is HUgg«'st- 
ed for the improvement of sanitation has my deep sympathy ami wholt'- 
hearted sujiport. Unfortunately that resolution was lost. Resolutions might 
come and go but the need is there. My Lord, .and Your Lordship knows that 
the n*««-d is real, and knowing that, just a yi'ar ago, when aNsuming the 
Government of our province. Your I.,ordship was kind ('iiough to assure us 
that Your Excellency’s Government will try to *'combat malaria” togi'thor 
with other works of usefulness and uplifting. \Ve hav'C. therefore, full con¬ 
fidence that sanitation will receive the entire attention of ^'our Lordship’s 
Government. 

’* 'riiesc are the few observations My I.ord, with wdiich I commend this 
budget to the Hon’ble Members. It is the first budget under your Lord¬ 
ship’s auspices, ami it being a prosjMjrily budget it is speciallj' interesting to 
all of us. The King-Emperor’s visit to India last year was an unique ot^casion 
and unprecedentisl in the annals of British India. So many changes and 
alterations in the administration of the country wore inaugurati'd by His 
Gracious Majesty and wo have every hope, My Lord, that, under the altercni 
conditions Bengal will continue to prosper j'ear after year and make wholesome 
progress in everj’ direction under Your Lordship’s wise, benevolent and 
« 3 rTnpath<'tic Government.” 
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The Hon’ble Kai Hadiia (3»akak Pai. HAirAix.K sai<l :— 


“ My Lord, owiii<f to anothor Hubject being" i>rouglit before the Council I 
could not be ready and J could not iir<*pare notea of any apeecii that I 
intended to deliv’er on tliin fxjcaaioii. I Wf>nhl tiiere.bire crave your Lord- 
ahip’s indulgence t«> make a few obaervatiouH on matters connectcnJ with 
Calcutta. Jn the first place. I should like to state? that the revised estimates 
for the year which has just close. I show steady improveiiHMit in all directions. 
The estimates for the currtmt year indicate an earnest ami pfo-sistent desire 
on the part of Covt?rnment to im 'rovo the conditions (»f the pe.oph*. to make 
them healthy*, happy and contented. Ih^solutions we might move, resolu¬ 
tions we might support, resolutions we might (joinbine to vote SfAi*! for a 
popular cause., or, in Parliamentary parlance, wt- might combine' tfi overthrow 
the j»arty in power, but we freely, frankly' anti gratefully recognize tin- material 
progress our motherlaml has made under the British Baj. Nevertheh'ss, my 
Lord, the cry is j>erj>etually bn* fnrth«?r pnigrt'SH. the cry is insistent for 
more privileg»!s, for greater emoluments, bu* the loiives and fishes of the .State 
in tfiis counlry. I belii've, ni.v Lord, that the cry will lie j>erj>etual so long as 
the prcjgressiV*' ptilicy of tht< British Uaj will last. amf. I trust, that it will 
not be miscunstruetl into one of dishiyalty t»r disaffection against th*‘ Baj. 


“ One of the matters *»n wliic-li I wanted to speak is the police 
administration of (lahaitta. My Lord, f know that whem'ver any of us ojkmi 
our lips on the subject of the p<*bee it i.s generally taken to be om* of unniiti- 
giited censure ef the police ami pt*lice fiftioi-rs. Jn tin* first place, although 
I d<» not hen* risi* to worship at the tc*mple of tht* poliee. at tin* same time I 
may say tJiat since the reforms reconiinemled by the I’olice ('ommission 
Were adopt»*d by (Jovernment tin* police ndininistrntion has largely 
inp'rovt‘il ; but, my Lonl, I must stat** that th* lower ranks of the ]ii>lii'e have 
not improved tfi any appn*eiable extent. My hon’ble frieml. Dr, Deba Prosatl 
Sarbadliikari. in Jiis sj>«*«*cb r**fern*d to one of the wi-akest links of the polio** 
in Calcutta. Living in ('alcutta. having b<‘en born in ('.’ih'Utta, and having 
asHociat«*d with my coJintrymon in **very hour of my life in Cali'Utta. 1 
reeigniz.e this faet that tin* siibonlinate staff of tin* <'alcutta P*>liet* is not up 
t<i the mark. llead-c«Mist!ihh*s who ar«* tin* prlm*ipal investigating ottioers 
draw saiari(*s from Bs. 1.5 to Bs. 2.5 jn^r mensem. .As 1 have said, T conn* into 
<*ontact with a large seetitm <»f my countrymen every day. ami tin* complaint 
is perpetual that no satisfactory result in many eases can be obtained! from 
the investigjitions made by these oftio<»rs. I <lo ntrf. ni.ak<* .a s\vt*ei>ing condem¬ 
nation of thi'Se oflie»*rs. iiiy Lord, but. gt*nerally sjx'aking. th«*re is that impres¬ 
sion, ainl from the {x*rHon.*d kin»wledge of lh»* f*pinion of my eonntryim*n, I say 
that the inipri*ssion is that f!n*y do not g»*t .'i satisfactory result from these 
*)flieers. and what is tin* trause ? Tin* head-constabh*s in whos»* haiuis are the 


inv«*stigation8 of all th** ] riiieii al eas«‘s, si> far as the jm***} 1** **f t'ah-utta are 
e*)neernetl. an* in r«*c*Mpt of a s.al.ary *>f from Bs. 1.5 t*> Bs. 2.5 per nn*iisein. I 
do not think, iny Lord, tliat the class of im*n reernited *?n that j ay can be 
onliuarily called, in the words of the Poliee Connnissi*m. * triistw*>rthy or 
reliable im*n.’ 1 think that this subject retjuires the »*arnest consuleration of 
your Kxcelli'iiey’s (iovernment. 1 think n-speetable and educated middle 
class men otigbt tt) be attracted t«» tln*8«* p*)sts. and the j ay *>f thi* posts *>ught 
to begin with a niinimnm salary *»f Bs. 30 or Bs. 40 j er mensem. 'rin*n. my 
Lc»ni, I find that tin* (M)v*?rniin*nt have been pleased t*) j I’St l>t*j ut,y f'oin- 
missioners iu ditf«*r**nt arentt in the town. I welcotne this improvement in 
the fKjlice administration of Calcutta, but it is not mor**lj' tin* appointment of 
Deputy Commissitniers that will lead t** further impr*»vement in the police. 
The head of the police must be thorotighly familiar with the wants and 
wishes of tin* better class of |H*opl*». 1 remember the day, my Lortl, when 1 

was a mere boy. ainl although 1 was a men* boy 1 e*«ild say this frwn 
personal knowledge, that wh«*ii the (.'Viairman *)f thi*. t'orporation was the 
Cennniissioner of Polio*?—that was since Mr. Schalch's time to the 
time of Sir Honrj* Harris*)!!—tin* Indian eommiinity in Calcutt;i was 
in daily touch with tin* |K)li<*** administration of the city. 1 rememln'r 
in th© days of the Ju8ti(**?s—tin* Justices numlKmHl nearly 125, both 
European and Indian in Caleutta—tin? leatlers of niy coiniiiunity cAtn© 
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in daily contact with the Chairman of the Corporation who was the 
Couimiasioner of Police, and thej’ used t<* communicate to him any short- 
comiiigf or defect or any maladminiHtration which prevailed in any thana, and 
no sooner did the ( ’hairman-Comniissioner hear it than he used to take a slip of 
paper and send it to Sir .John Lambert for enquiry and investijyation, and in 
this way the heatl of the police was constantly in touch with the lea<lers of 
the people of (-alcutta. 1 d(» not mean to saj’ that the present Commissioner 
of Police is not familiar with the leaders of the people. He is, hut he does not 
come in the way of every native gentleman as the native f^entleman does not 
always like to intrude u|ion the valuable time of a high officer of (government 
wh o is always engrossed in his duties, because he may be informed. Furgut 
nahin hat. I have no personal knowle Isjfc of any rebuff fnnn anj' high officer, 
but this is the feeling which prevents respectable leaders of my community 
from intruding on the valuable time of those officers. I think in the interests 
of the public there should be more intermingling ami free intermingling with 
the high officers of Government as in days gone l)y when there was no Reformed 
Council or Executive (^cHincil of Government, but still there were native 
gentlemen who enjoyed the high ‘sl confidence of (iovi'miiient and who very 
largely shaped the policy of (if>vernnH*nt an«l their advice was much more 
listened to than is the case even in this progressive ag**. Hut 1 hopt' those 
days will return with tin* graci«»us visit of His ^Majesty the King-Emperor 
and that the present statt* «>f affairs will pass away an«l tln«re will Ijc iinn’e free, 
and unre.served intercours** b«*tw<*en th«* rulers and tin* ruled. 


“ Then, my Lorxl, 1 have incidentally <lniwn in inj* iiiteriMdlations the 
attention of Gov<*rnineiit to tin* tieplorable comiitioii of the Politre ('ourt in 
Calcutta, ami the attention of the (iovernment has also be<*n drawn to the 
deplorable comlitionof the buihling. No more ill-lighted, ill-ventilated and 
insanitary huildiiig ei^ists in ('alcutta. and I wonder why the Heaitii (>ffict'r of 
the city who is so active in condemning insanitary and iininhahital>ie buildings 
d(K^s not coinhmm this building. It has b«*en said hy some i»f tin* best dixrtors 
of the city who liavt* Iweii Honorary .Magist ratt*s of that (‘ourt that if they 
W'orkml there for days together continuously I ln*y were Itoiiinl to hav«> their 
health iiudermined ; such is the deph>rnl>te condition of that building. My 
Lsinl. 1 an; grateful to say that the attt'ntion «*f Governmeiii has l«‘*eti drawn 
to this and that your Excellency has | aitl a visit to this building, but ever^’ 
day’s delay adds to our sufieriiigs ainl therebtre ] cariu*stly Iiojh* ami pra^* that 
suuicthing may bt> done within a very short time to givo sufficient accomiiuxla- 
tion.to tin* Courts in we]l-veiitilnt«‘d buildings. It is proposed to transfer 
them to Cffiarncick Place. 1 hope tbe arrangement will be madt* as soon as 
)K)ssiiih*. 

■“Then, iny Lord, 1 cynne tf> the Smaii (7aiiH«* < Nmrt of ('alcutta. I believe 
in this Council, either in tlii.s meeting or in any one of its last meetings, th»> 
H on’ble l>r. Delia l^rosad Sarbadhikari <lw«dt on tin* inist^ry of suitors in ('ourt. 
Jt has b«‘en my ex|s*riene«* and the exjs'rience <if my c .iintrymen tnat in the 
Small (Jausi* (.%>nrt it is difficult to get a pnx'ess servisl or a suit expmJitod 
without going through <liverse ways and means wdiich are f*ertaiiily unworthy 
of Isong adoptinl by hoiirairabh* g<*ntlem * 11 . F have spoken on the subjtrct to 
our esteemed friend, the able Judge the Small (Jause ('«Kirt. My L<»rd, I 
speak from iiersonal experiimce. 

“Then, my [..onl, there is no doubt that addition:il jmlges are rt«quired. 
but 1 think that if, as in Madras. I iiiidtM'Htamf, is the practice, honorary 
lionches arc instituted here, it will give nnifdi relief to tin* sti{s>ndiary 
judges in’the .Small f’aiise Court. Tin* jw'tty «;aBOH involving small suius 
of money can verj* well be dtsposod of b5* honorary jiidgi*8 selcati*<j from 
among the merchants, tnaclcrs and landholders of the city. T think this 
matter deserves tin* corisiileration of your Excidloncy’s Governuieiit.

have l>e.eu iiiadf' to thiH branch <»f the adininiHtration. It is true that the 
abHenc(> of d<‘tailed pro]ioHalB for the exp*^ndituro of the new Iinpi'rial grants 
has deprived jamsible eriticH t)f a considerable amount of material, but the real 
explanation of the G(Hnparativ<dy noii-contentious nature, except with one 
notabh* exception, ijf tho remarks otfere«I by Hon’ble Meml>ers is to be 
found in the fact that tlie dominant mtt(> at i)reHent is one of satisfaction that 
the prrigress of education is not likely in tin* future t«» be liamj>ered for want 
of funds. On previous tK^casiims in Council, when our purse-strings had 
unfortunately t<» be tlghteiieMl, it has be«*n my »luty to defeiul the adequacy 
of tlie prr>visions nia<ie in the budget for items of educational ex(ienditure in 
which cert.'iiu Members t«sik a sj>*cial interest and which they accordingly 
felt called upon to pri*MK on the attention of (iovernment. I do not say that 
this task has lieeii :in entirely uncongenial om^, but on tin* whole it is 
pleasanter to sail in watej-s uiitrout)led by any s«*riou8 difl'en‘nc»*s of opinion 
and to lie al»l(* to iisi* rlie language of hope rather than that of discourage¬ 
ment. Not th.at the voice of critici.sm has be*'n **ntirely hushed. It has 
still niiide itself heard in a many directions, but it ha.s, in view of 

pi>ssible beui>iit.s. been So l.'irgely nioilerated that Hon’ble Members who have 
C!tlli>d iittentioii to individual points will probably be satisfied with tin* brief 
<*xplanntions which 1 pnijiose to offer 1 must. h<twi*ver. premise that in 
accordance with standing onh'rs it will be necessary it> confine myself to a 
iliscussion of such niatt(*rs as aris»* iium(*diat*‘ly out of the Inidget. 

1 should say in tin* first place that 1 agi\-e with the Hon’ble Habu 
Maheiidra Nath Ihiy in his objection la the iuclilsiou in the budgi‘t of large 
allotments in the form of lump provisions. l’nfortuuatt‘ly. sch«‘nies. es}>t'cial- 
ly thiwe of a n'ciirring naturi*. take a hmg time to prepare, ami it is there¬ 
fore often inipossiiile t«» shi»w the pr«»posed expenditure umler the separate 
Appropriate hea«ls of tin* luidget, luit as I indicate*! in my o}M>ning statement 
tilt* other day. i*vcry etforl will be iiiaile to intrfKluci* .'i more ord»*red arrange¬ 
ment in this respect as s<Mtii as p«»ssilde. 

“The Hon’ide Hr. Sarkar has also be»*n somewhat puzzleil by one of the 
items in the budget, viz., that in which a saving of Ks. has been 

ah«)>vn in tin* expemliture, but this is really a very simple lualttu'. It is 
obvious that when we havu got to deal witli a very largi* exj'H'iidirure to the 
extent of 132 lakhs or nmre. it would be iuqsissible t»> spi*iul the whole of that 
amount in the comingyear, and it is therefore |H*rfei*tly s«iund financ«> to allow 
for a certain amount «»1 savings. In tin* ca.se of ordinary s.-ivings, that is to 
SA^. tin* sum that is reprt'senteil as the ordinary savings, this Wimld generally 
laps**. Ihit I can remove om* of the apprehensions express»*d by the Hon’ble 
Ur. Sarkjir. .■viid that is with rt^gard to tin* danger i>f lapse in the ease of those 
grants which have b«‘«'n made hy the Imperial tl»*veriiment. 'Phese grants 
are absolutely e;irmarke»l, and »*ven if they are not s}s*nt in one year, they will 
ainiply he carri«.>d forwanl to tin* next year, so that there is no dangi'r what¬ 
ever t>f the money lai)sing. or in »tther W(*rds then* is no *lauge.r, as tin* Hou’ble 
Ur. Sarkar apprehends, of the < »overnm«*nt of India withdrawing this money 

in anv future v»‘ar. if thev think tht*v wanted it for their own nee»ls. 

• • « 

“In tin* same way. tin* Hon’ble lh»bu Snremlra Nath llanerji ha.s also 
raised a point in this eonnection ami has tnk«‘ii exoeptimi to tho fact that the 
rci<*is**d f*8timnt.es are in s«*im* eases also givt'ii in tin* form of lump pn>vlsi»>n, 
but this is iiievital*h* ; onee an item app«*ars in the ftinii of a lump provision, 
it niuiit be carried through tin* l*udgi’t in that form. It would mtrv’*Iuee 
ttflltltterAhle confusiim if in the original estimate vim had a sum put down 
4IA a lump provision, ami if aft»*rwardH, in the revised estimate, this would 
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appear amon^t the variouH hetids in the hudgfet. Thwefore I think that the 
Hon’blo Member will admit that there is Boine reason for the form of lump 
provisions being continued even in regard to the revised estimate. Of 
oourso, as regards information as to how the money is being spent, that will 
always bo forthcoming if Hon’ble Members require it. 

“ VV’itli regard to individual criticisms 1 take first the s»'rvice grievance 
put forward l»y the Hon’ble l>r. Oeba Prasad Snrbadhikari. Since the last 
discussion of the Financial Statement in (haincil it lias been announced by 
the Government of India that special allowances of Its. l.W a month have 
been granted to five selected members of the Provincial Kducational Service. 
The Hon’ble Member, in liis resolution on the subjei't, had suggested 10 
allowances of Rs. 200. but he now asks for a great deal more, and has jnit 
forward an elaboratt* scheme for giving an allowaime of 2."> jx^r cent, of his 
salary to every offic«*r in tlie servici*. It is very unlikely, however, that 
Government will cmisider a scheme on this scale of magnitinle iH»inling the 
recommendations of the Publiit Service Commission, inn- ibx^s relief <»f Huch 
a liberal character apjH^ar to be <*alled for, that is to say, iHUiding. <if course, 
the recommendations of the Pnblio Service Ct)mmissi«»n. We do iu»t know 
what will emergt^ from the discussions of the Public Service (.Miininission. It 
is always possible that its prop<»sals will be as lils ral as those which have 
been put forward by the Hon’ble Membtn- on the ]*rcsent oc-casion. At 
the same time, it wiMild bt'quite impossible for Government to give tenqjorary 
relief to the extent whi<5h the Hon’ble Member has indicated. On the other 
hand, th»M*e ar** probably several cases in a<ltlition to those of the five offici'rs 
already referred to, when* sjH'cial hardship has be«‘ii caused by the jsistpone- 
ment of tlu^ consideration of a gi’iieral sclumn* of iinproveint'iit of the 
Provincial Kducational Service owing to tin* >ip|>ointment of the C.'oinmiHsion. 
and the Government of India has suggested that sueli casi's might be dealt 
with by the local Goveriiments tliemwlves, in virtue of the iiiereased powers 
which have recently been deh.*gated to them in this n*sj>ect. I n(*ed hardly 
say tliat the Ltxtal Government will give careftil consideration to iliis suggt*s- 
tion, but each case will naturally have to be de.ilt with on its own merits. 
I may ad«l that then' is no proposal to givt* a g**iieral allowance to tiieinh«‘rs 
of the Indian Kducational Service, as has been siiggest^Hl hy the Ilon’hle 
Member, nor has any scheme for the n*organizatlon of tin* Subordinate 
Kdiicatioiial Service yet been franie<l, though it is prob.able that the conditions 
of this service also will shortly come uiuh*r rev'iew. 


“As regJirds University eilucation, a g<KxI many albisions liav»* been made 
to the scheme for a new I’niversity at Dacca, but I am afraid 1 am not 
permitted to make any remarks on this subject to-«lay. hi the first 
place, the report of the Dacca University (’omiiiittee aftbnis iiiat<*rial of 
such an extensive nature for controversy, that to discuss it at .nil profitably 
would require a full day’s debate, entirely for itself, and in any Case, 
with the very llniitwl time (a quartt'r of an hour) at my disposal, it is 
quite clear that I (;aiiMot possibly do justice to the subject. Again, it 
does not seem to be very intimately connected with the present budget. It 
is true that potential provisions for the Dacca University are no doubt 
lurking in some of the Imxiertal grants, but you cannot pcx^ssibly have a real 
provision-inatle in the budget fora scheme w’hich has not recelvml the con¬ 
sideration of tlie I.ocal (lovernment, which has not receivcnl the approval of 
the Imperial (Tfivernment and which has certainly not receivcnl the sanction 
of the Secretary <»f State- For these reasons, I am afraid, interesting and 
fascinating though the sui>ject may he, I rnust resist the teinfitations to reply 
to some of the criticisms which have been made to-day. 


“ With the plea for liberal grants to the Ualcutta University which has 
been advanced by the Hon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Ray, I have already, on 
a previous occasion, expressed my full sympathy, but I would call attention 
to one point that is liable to be overlooked in connection with such grants, 
and that is that grants made hy Government to individual colleges are really 
made to the University, though they do not appear directly as University 
grants. This is a point which will have especially to bo homo in mind when 
comparisons are instituted between Government benevc^once to the Calcutta 
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and Dacca UniversitioH, rcBpoetivoly. We inunt take into account not only 
grants which are primarily nia<le to the University, hut also grants made to 
the colleges which f<»rin a constituent part of tlic Univm-sity, 

“ Under tlie lma<l f»f Hoc<)ndary tslucation. reference has heeii made to tlic 
general iiiadequacy of the grants for aided hcIujoIs and also the iiooniess of the 
pay of teachers. I already toucluHl on these matters in the previous discussions 
-<»n the financial statement for t'ducati«»n. and I then j)ointed out that, wirli the 
help of (tovernment of India grants, it \vt>uld Is* possible to make more liberal 
provisifin uiichn* these heads in future. With lefei-eiiee to the iiulividiial ease 
<»f till* l)uilding for .lalpaiguri Zilla ScIkmiI. which the Hon’l»)e Ilai Ilari Mohan 
<'handra Ilalnnlur has ni<Mitioned. I can assure the Hon'ble .Mend>er that the 
work »)r constriietion will l»f‘ pushed on as rapidly .as possible, and that the 
building will Im- one woi'thy of a zilla Hch<»'»l, The sum of Its. :i2.(50() merely 
represents a part of the eosl. 

*■ Priiuary etlueation has hardly been i-eferred to, at b-ast sf) far as the, 
budget is concerned, except by way of approval of the measures which it is 
propt)s«Hl to take to secure its imjn’oveineiit. i'lie Hon b|e Maharaja of 
Nashipur has. it is true, adverted to one oi- twii qui'stions of general interest 
<amnectetl with this subjeca ; but tlnw have no connexion with J he bu( Jget. 
and 1 am therefore pre«;liided Iroin disejissing them. 

“ The Hon’ble M.ahar.'ija has .also toueh«Ml <>ii tin- ipn'stifni ol' female 
eilucation in his plea lor ;ui «*xtensi«iji <if tin- system af zeij.'iua eilucatlf»n. 

1 fully tigree with him in this m.-ittei- ; ami in my op-*ni!ig statmnent with 
n-gard totli - educational budget. I intimated that it is proj»t»sed te npjioint a 
sjHmial assistant. inHjH-etress for zen.ana education in West Bengal, ^[oreover, 
out of tin* Imp-rial grant of Bs. 1.07,000 for female education, a certain stun 
has been set au:irt for instruction in zenanas, ami prc^bably with tin* help of 
the additiomil funds now about to be placed at our dispfisal by the 
(tovernment of Itidia. It will l>e irtssible to m.ake still further j)rt^ress 
in this dir»*ctitin. 'rim only otlier .illusions t • female edttcatiott jire 
those contained in the remarks of tin* Hon'ble Uai X.’diiiaksha Basu 
Bahadur, but I am unable to follow his meaning when he says that In* eantjot 
£nd any iillotment under this head for any part of West B<*ngal except 
(3ah*utta. I think In* nitist l»<.* referring to the special allu meiit nnnle for the 
extension of the training sclnwil foi* mis'fresses in (’alcutta and has overh»oked 
the geni*r.al appropriation which 1 h.ave alrea<ly indicated wilt 1k> mad<* from 
tlu' lump giMiit of Rs. l,or.(kM>. as well as tin* ordinary previsions for female 
education to l<e foninl in tin* budget. 1 can assiin* the Hon’ble Mi'uiber 
that the claims of tin* inufassal h.ave beeii given equal e.*nsiilerntion with 
those f*f (hdeiitta ill allotting the funds available under this head. 'Phe 
Hon'lde Member has .also T-evivcil tin* old scare as ri> the undue inere.'ise of 
the iiispt'cting ngein'V. Bvit th.High such a sugg«*stioii m:iy liave pr>ss(*ssed 
a certain plausibility in the c.ase tif b<»ys' schools, it is enrir<*ly <levoid of 
justiricatioii wliere female <«luc;ition is <*oiieerne<.I. Tin* inadeipi.-iey of the 
present feiu.ale iusix’cting agt'ucy has long sto^nl in tin* way of jni^ress. both 
in the multipHc.ation and the improvement of our girls' schools, aiul the 
t^iuall advlition now proposed will only go a short way lo s.u matters right. 

** The Hon'ble Baba Suiv.ndra Nath B.anerji has referr«>d in terms almost 
approaching indignation t'» the very amall .allotment which has boon made for 
lochnical and industrial cvlucation, viz., Rs. 7i’.tH>0, .ami he has quoted this us 
in a way atfonling evidem*e of tin* negleor tin the part of tin* Government of 
tJie very valuaiile report wliitdi li.is Ihmmi written by the Hon'ble Mr. Cumming 
oa.technicid education ; but I canassuie the. Hon’i*le Member that this is far 
from lieing the ease. (Ifivermm'iit is fully alive tothe value of Mr. t'limmiiig's 
ex haiiativa* report ; ami the reeommendatious that are, containeil therein are 
continually being borne in iniml in the etforts that are being mad«* to extern! 
the 8pli«jro <*f teehnioftl ediie.-ition. I think that the Hou'ble Member's 
i*eference has been }«utly due to a luiseoneeptitm. 'riic* alhrt.ment of 
Ra. 72,(KKl. to which he reb'rs. really represents tlie <*»)st only «*f one or twt) of 
4hc proviiu;ial institutions for technical otlucation. They an* the .Seramiuiro 
Weaving Institute ami tin* three provim*ial institutions in East Bengal. 
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I may mention Imre in the firnt plaee that thi* p<»liey of pn>vinuiuliHiuj{ 
technical institutions is being steailily cavrieil out by (it)venimeut and. that, at 
no very distant date, we hojn* that a very large number of technical institutes 
thnnighout the wlioh* province will be brouglit under i)rovIncial inanagmnent ; 
but the point to which I should spt*ciall,v i*all attention is that this sum of 
Rs. 7i.tUH) represiuits only a very small part of the sum that is Ixung sixuit on 
technical or rather industrial education. 1 take it of course that the llon’hle- 
^bunber was referring merely to technical and iiulustrial scIuh)Is. Most »>f 
these institutions are. as 1 pointed out, allied institutes, or are uinler Ihvird 
management, ami as far as aid is corn'erneil, the luvessary allotment would 
not be shown under this head, l>ut would be shown under grant-in-aiil 
allotments. 'I’he grant-in-aid allotment is only given in the Kinancial State¬ 
ment in the form of a lump sum. though, of course, in our iletaileil 
budget all details are fully given. In ad«lition to this, there ari* one «ii- 
two technical institutes wliieh are also provincial ami which are not 
coviMvd by this allotment. There is. for instance, the (lovernmeiit School 
of Art. which is essentially a technical institute, and I may l*e }s‘rmitted li> 
include the (’ommercial 1 nstitute also. ()ver and almve t hat. if t he llon’ido 
Mtunbiu' had h«)ked at the it.«-ni immediati-ly above that to which he has 
called attention. In* would have s«*t n that there is ;in allotment of l{s. I.iil.tMMV 
b*r engineering and .survey si'hools. and. of course, t he>..e all conn* under the 
heatl of techni<*al sch<K>ls. I think {lerhaps th.at tlie llon'ble ^Member after 
this I'Xplanatioii .m my p.art will be pre|>;tred to .nlrnit th.at < tovornnHait is 
m.>t unmimlfid of the claims of teehniiaal edin-ation. and is doing cvorything 
in its pow«‘r to .s«>eure its legitimate advancement. 

** TIu* only otliiM’subject to which attenti*>n has lu‘en called is th.at of 
Muhammailau education. 1 need not go oviw the ground which was fully 
covered In the ilisi-ussion on the resolution on the siilijmU on the jtri'viou.H 
occasion in Council ; but I am sorry to say that on the jireseiit <Ma‘asion a 
somewhat violent attack has b**en delivered by om- Ilon'ble ^Iember .Maui\ i A. 
K. Ka/.-ul-lfaq' on tin* metluKls of my ile])art nienl and on the jsilicy of (J overn- 
meiit with regard to Muhammadan (-slucation. I think that the speech <if 
this Ilon’ble Member illustrates the ilitlicuhy which we feel in getting t<i what 
is really the bottom of the demands of a certain section of tin* Mnhaininadaa 
community. I do not however a<-cept that the Ilon’ble Memb«*r la-allj* voic«-H 
the opinion of the Muhammadan community as a whole, 'rin* llon’bli- Naw;ib 
Saiyid Nawab .\li (diaudhuri. who can speak with very great autliority oii 
this subject, told us on a previous oc<;asion that he did not demand any sis'cial 
concessions for ^Muhamnia*lans. but all he wished ftu* was eipial treatment. 
Hut the Hon’ble Member on the right side of the House has gone further than 
this. Htf tells us (jiiite frankly tliat he wants not only eijuaJ treatment l>ut. 
that he wants sfiecial ('onceBsions in addition, in the way of what he describes 
as com}s*iis:ition. 1 canm'tt follow him into tin* qiu'stion as to what coni]>i>nsa- 
tion is required for Mnhatnmailans on a<-<‘ount of the readjustment of the 
provinces ; but 1 think that, in putting forward a claim of this kind, the Hon’lih' 
Member is ri'ally doing harm to tin* cans** of Muhamiiiadan education rather 
than furthering it in any way. Moreover, the ITon’ble Member has grnie a 
gisnl ileal further than this. Hi- frankly says that there is really nothing in 
the way of what h:is bi-en ilom* in tin- past b\ riovi-rnnn-nt for which tina 
Muhammailaiis n<-ed lx* very gratefixl. Hut m»t conti-iit with this nssei-fion he 
pr<^>ceeils to tell us that he ilo<*H not Ix'liev*- in any nmlerfaking that wotiltl 
be givefi - bv (b»vernmi*nt iir bv rnv di*}arfni»*nt as t<i what ma}* lx* cloiw* in 
th «i futiin*. Well, my l.»»nJ, 1 innst again ri*iterate tliat 1 oaiiiii>t imagine 
that his attitinii- really repn-sents the vii-w of the MiihamiMatian Ci>fiininnity 
at large. If it wen* ri'nlly tin* view, ainl if if Were Knp}x>rt4sl by a largt* bmly 
of piiblh; ofiiniftn. it wimiM mean that a s])irit woniil b** iinpi>rt.tMl into our 
iliseiissirniH on the subject which WiNilil render any practical i*xamination of 
the qin-stiixiH w*hi»?h hav<* to conn* before us inifKiastbli*. 1 repudinti*. eapetnaHy 
on the ]>arr of Irovernnieiit. the allegation that f Jovernnu'iit has in the past 
offen*d. as the IbHi'ble Mi-niber has snitl, ohstaclcs iti tht* way of thi* ailvanoe- 
tiient of Miihnmniaiinn etlm-ation. 

*■ We have always heanl. and wui have Jieard in no greater inenMure than 
from the Mnhainmnilan c.innniunity itself, r.hattlm MiilinmniaiianH have hitherto 
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been jbaokwanl in t^<lucation, and tliat it was due larg<*ly to their own fault. 
We ha ve also been tt>ld that tlie Muhuniuiadans are now becouiing alive to 
the Ijenefits of gotnl »uluoatiou ; and yet in tlie face of this opinion whicli we 
have repeatedly heard, wn now liear that it i.s (loverninenl that is 
responsihle. and that < lovernineiit has put ohstaoles in tlie way of Muhaur- 
inadan i^ducatioii. I again fully repudiate this accusation. 

'■ I am very sorry that tin* time-limit which has been assigne(i does not 
permit me to go more fully into the individual (inestions which have been 
'raisoil by the Hon'ble Member. 1 may say without undue vanity that 1 do 
iitit think that 1 would have very great dithculty in meeting sncces.'.tully 
iiuiny of the criticisms which have b«;en oti'en‘il by him tieday. One of the 
Hlibji-cth. my Loril. tw which he has referred, vi/... that of a Mnliainmadan 
(College, is very fascinating, ami f should have liked to say one or twu wordK 
about it. but. I have already trespassed on the patien<-e of this House, ami in 
an3’ case. 1 am preirluded by the rules of the House with regard to the 
tiim--limif from prcK’eeding further with the discussion. 

liefore 1 sit itown, howe\er. 1 would like to c<iinc back to more pe.-icefiil 
waters once more, ami to rider to one or more jioints wlnddi ba\e been raised by 
ot her Muhammadan members who liav<‘ taken jtart in t he deliate. I may iirietly 
refer to the im-re iinport.int of fliese. d’he Hon Ide Nawab .'saivui Xawab 
A1 i t'handhnri has dc]<re(,-aled the small allotment which has been ma ie for 
.Madras.ahs in Hast llengal. i'lU I tlioiight I Jiad already ma le it siifhciently 
ch*arthat it was only intended to make a be^onning with tliis .sum. an I 
that it was impossible to anticip.ate the e.vpciiditure of a l.arger amount in tin*, 
year l'.*ld-n in view of the f.act that no dctinitc scheme has even yet bweti 
formulated for the reform of this iiranch of Muhammadan education in P!)ast 
IJengal. far h-ss sulimitted to t loverninent for s.a net ion. There need more<»ver 
ha\e been no apjirehension on the part of thelloti’ble Member ns to the. 
provi.sion of funds foi- .M.'idrasah relorm .alter the clear stateiueut which 1 
(jiioted as to the intonti,,ii t he (Jovcrnment of India with regard to the 
recognit ion of t he claims of special Muhammadan institutions. The Hon'oh* 
.Member has also referreil to the Moslem Institute, atnl while expressing 
the gratitude of the Muhammadan students to t»overnmeni for tlie non¬ 
recurring grant of ll,s. l.’i.tMK), has suggeste^l that the Institute might eipially 
with the I’niviM'sIty Institute be given a recurring grant for maintenance a.s 
Well. I recogni/.e that there atnw'ars to be some pistific.ation for this request, 
and 1 will undertake to hiok into the matter and see whethi'r it is p(»ssilile to 
riM'ommend to tJovernnient a gr.ant of this nature. As to the plea f >r 
a .Muhammadan college, this, though an inter.'sting subject. is. 1 fear, outside 
the .sco|i«- of the present debate. 

’■ I’erhaps the most inijiortant nuitter to which reference has bi*en made 
liy the Hon ble Member is that of the ;ij>pointnient of ;i sjteei.al orticer for 
Muhammadan education, init I need not say anything alu>ut it here, as full 
information has alread.v Ihmui given on the subji*ct by tin' Hon ble .Mr. Kerr lu 
his reply to a question in t 'oiincil on the lind instant. 

“My IvOnl. f have endeavoured in t!ie course of my remarks toexjdain the 
[lottilion of the Education Ik'partmciit with n>gard to the more important of 
points raise I l»y imlividiial members of this lowincil. 1 do mit pretend 
to have dealt even in a manner satisfactory to myself with the various matters 
whicli have come lyider discussion, nor have 1 Insm able to folb>w Hou’blc 
Members <>vor the whoh' ground whieh t hey ha ve eov«o'e 1 ti>-dry. partly for 
the reason I hav%' alrea ly referri'd to tliat 1 am not at liberty to diseitss 
iiuittors wliieli have ntMimne'liate l•onne^•ion with fln‘ bndg't. although they 
may l>e of great general inti>rcsf. Even, however, if 1 had been jx'nuittisl a 
widtu* latitndt», 1 sliould vtuy speedily itavi* been arn'sfed not only by tlie 
artificial time-limit whicli the rules preseribe. but also by the, moro n.atur.tl 
liiuit iinptMcd by the patienee of the t'oiineil." 

Thk Hox'iu.k Ml!. I.voN said :— 

“My Lord ; — I propose to refer to only two or thriM> ])oints raised in tlio 
course of this dob;it<* and to mak'’ my nunarks as l»rief as possibb^. 
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The Hon’hle Mr. Surendra Nath Uanerjee in his very interesting speech 
made reference to ct*rtain entries as to hnildings which are to he erected 
during the ensuing year, and dealt also with the qn('stion of residences for 
certain suhdivisional officers. ^I'he su^fcsticni inad<* hy the Hon hie Member 
was that we were somewhat neglecting tlie (Jivil C’ourt officers for the suhdi* 
visional officers. It has hetm a n‘proach to tln> admiuistration for some time 
that our suhdivisional officers, B])ecially in tin* smaller subdivisions where 
there an* Indian officers, are extremely badly off in this respect and wc are 
trying to do something for them. And I do not think that, if the Hoii'ble' 
Member was ac(piiute<l with the palatial buildings eroctt*d as courts ftw CMvil 
.Judicial Officers at Faridpur, Pabna, Nuikhali and other stations, he would 
SUSfK'Ct us of neglecting those officers for executive officers. The Hon’ble 
Member also made a rt*E<*rem^e to the (Joll<'ctf»r’s bungalow at Harisal and 
niention<’<l certain cirtunnsiances in which he ha<l made accpiaintanc*' with 
that residence. 1 cannot lielji thinking that those circuinstancK's somewhat 
affected his judgment in the matter of the amenities of that building. 'Phe 
present h*>use is in .-i very bad state, is damp and insanitar}'. and I am sure 
that those who have a larger iic(]uaintance with the distri(;t. as I have, will 
V>e glad that there is a prosjs'ct t)f f.he Oolleetor l>eing better housed in future. 

“There is another matter towhi<‘h the Hon’l)le Miuuber referreil. and that 
is tile care of ri.sheries. I <lo not wish to ente: iiit<i that eptestion at 
all. \V»' have find a great many imjuiries, as the Hon'ble Member knows. 
At (.very st.age of our inquiries we have taken tie- pul'lie into <Hir confiihun’i* 
and havf* published resolutions and I'ommunications st.atiiig how far we have 
got. 'Idle actu.'il stall* of ntFaIrs at |»resent was detailed in tlie resolution of 
Cloveriiment on tin* onl lha*eml»er. Ihll. which has betui siipphuneiited ijuitt* 
rec(*ntly by an answer in this (’niincil f*ti the 17th March. I wouhl rch^r 
the Hon’lile MemlM'r to that information, but if at jiiiy time, (*itlicr by resolu¬ 
tion or by question in.this ('ouneil, we are askeil for further information, 
we shall be gla«l to give it. 

“’Idle Hondde Mr. ( diaplin and the lion ble .Mr. Musharraf Husain have 
re hr red to the proposals for improving the lacids in the .lalpaiguri distriet. 
All admirable scheme for the puiqiosc has been <lr.awn up by the bsial officers 
in eoininunication with the Histrict Hoard. A rough estimate of tin* total 
cost of this scheme has bei*n calh'd for, .and (b»veniiMent will then eonsider 
whether it can be ac.cepted in its <-nlirety and how it can be ffuance<l. \Vc 
iiave every liop(> that with the eoinl'ined re?,ouri‘< s i>l the Public W orks Hf.- 
partment ainl the Histrict Ihhard it will prove pos^iide to carry the who].* 
s(;heine through evt*nt ually .-iiiil. so far as < tovernnuMit is ci)n<*erne«l. I can 
assui>' the Hondde .Menilx rs that the proj»< m.>;i 1*, will have its full and sympa¬ 
thetic eonsiileration* ;it every stage. 

“As to' .vat*‘rways, 1 have alreaily had •H,!casion in this ('ouneil to refer 
to the action we are taking in this important matter. We have enlarged 
our A<lvi8ory < 'oiiimittee ami have niaxle it more repreneutative. We have 
applied for .an increase of staff which will enable us to form a L>(*]'>artmi‘iit 
to deal alnuHt cxclusividy with such matters. We are having a (nanpiete 
siffitmic drawn up for the iie.w stoaiiier canal, and w»* aix' prep,arittg plaas for 
the improvement of subsidiary channels. Wc an* preparing an cstimato 
and an indent, for the tlredgiiig plant which is imlis{>cnH^bie f«,*r oiir work, 
and we have n*ccntly forrmal a new drainage division, d hese are iiecessary 
prfdiniiuanes before effective and lasting work can l>e initiated. In the 
nieautiinc wo welcome the waluabh* support for ^nir scheinob which is given 
in ihc sp«*cches of tJie Hondde Hahn Surendra Nath Hancrjee au<l the Honddi* 
Raja Hrishike-sh, ami we are glad to find oursel\n*H in such c'ompleto 
agreement with tln*ui tm the siibjeet. 

“As hiis been p»>inte<l out by the Hond>le Mr. Kiichler. this is not tllO time 
<ir the idaer- to enter upon a discnssion nf the Hacca I’niversity Soheine, but 
I may fK-rhaps be permitt-d tf» give expression to the gratitude which is due 
from all who are interested in education in P*engal to the President and 
fneoibers of the Hacca University f’oinmittee for the lahour and care devotjal 
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by them to the preparation of the scheme, whicli will always stand as a m<xlel 
of efficient inquiry and urf^anization. And I think that all Hon’ble Members 
of this Council will ajfree with irn? that otir special thanks are due to 
Mr. Nathan, who is ntjw- about to leav«- this Province for llihar and Orissa. 
His sorvictsB have l^een of thi< greatest value to this Oovernnient and he 
leaves behind him, in the Dacca University Report, a ra«*inorial of those 
services which will not be Ho«ai forgotPui. Rut while I cannot enter here 
upon a discussion of the University Sclumu'. i feel that 1 might be misunder¬ 
stood if 1 failed to refer to tlm vigorous language used l)y the llon'ble the 
Maharajadhiraj Rahadur of Rurdwau (ni the subject of the prop<)s«‘d woll-to- 
do classes Culh'ge. d'he Hon’ble Member in this matter has indulged in the 
pleasant pastinu* of raising a man of straw for tlu^ entertainment of knocking 
him down again. For no (^m'. least of all tin- Dacca University (’omniittee, 
has proptised t»> establish a narrow-class (^illege at Dacca. The (billege 
suggested is to be open l<i all. irrespectiv»* of class, and is in fact of the exact 
type, suggested by tin* Ilon’bb* Mmnlfer in his speeeli. a College ‘‘ for those 
who by paying most, can gtd tlieir own sons educated by the very best avail¬ 
able tj^chers ainl prof»*SHors. and get for tbeir boys as good an Knglish educa¬ 
tion as possiiile outside Kiigland. ” Ind»M*d I caiiinit but think that if the 
Hon’ble Member will read again the (’ha])ter in the Repca-'t which sets out the 
proposal ill question In* will range himself deliiiitely in its favour, and 1 do 
not think his support will weaken if he also reads A])pendix XIII where he 
w'ill find tlie text of tli«* r(‘sobitioii pjiss»*d unanimously in favour of the 
proposal at an intimmtial mef'ting at whicli not tin- lea.'Jt distinguished 
member of a distinguished eompany was tin- Ilon'Idi- the Maharajadliiraj 
Rahadur of Rurdwan." 

Tmf, MAHAK.<.iAi)niKA.) Rahaio k of Ri kdwan said: — 

“ I did not support that Resolution. 

Thk Hon’iu.k .Mu. I.yo\ said :— 

“ ! il<* not wish to misrejtre-niMit lie* llou’lile M<*mber. 1 quote from the 
printf'd rejiort of the m»*et ing which says tliat the resolution was unnuinn^us. 

'■ Beldn- sitting tlowii I should like, with Your Kxcelh'iiey's permission, to 
n*fer to the regret witli which we all regar»l the approai-liing retirement of the 
IRin ble Mr. Kiicliler. who has presitl»“tl over the fortunes of the Kdueatiomil 
Department in Reiigal for t!ie jiast five years. I'liose live years have hetui a 
p«*ritKl of great pressure of work and much ditfieulty in organization and 
administration, and. altln.iugii (fOv»*riiment was willing to oxttmd the term of 
Mr. Kiichler s si'rviee, it t*annot be dt^eiiieil surprising that In* was unabb*. for 
private reasons, to accept our vifi’er. riie syinpatiiy and lueulity with which 
Mr. Kiiehler has dealt with I'ducatii^al matters in tins 1,’onneil will «^nab|t' 
Hitn'ble M»*!nb»‘rs ti> understand how greatly bis eoUi»agm*s in the ( ioveniment 
and his fellow otfioers in the Ivlueational Department will miss liim Ry his 
relireiiHMit tin* (iovcriimeiit loses a valuabb* souree ofsrrengtli. while the 
D<*i»artment bises a tnist«*«.l ami respected i-hief. Mr. Kiiehler <*arrit‘s with 
him in bis d»‘]»artur»‘ the i*ordial gtsid wislu's of many friends and admirers, 
auil 1 \eiitur»' to assure him that among them will hi* found the inembt*rs of 
the (R>v(*rnmeiit willi wlii<'li h»* has work«*tl so long, ami the M«*mbers of t.he 
CouTK-il in whieh he has iiimseif jilayed sm-h a distinguislied iiart.” 

'riiK. Hfis'iii.K Nawaii SvF.n Shams-i i.-Hfda said :— 

“ My Lonl, 1 wish just to say a few words on the subjects dealt with by 
the Hon'ble Members so far as they sjieeially eoneiTu me, and the m*>at im¬ 
portant of these subje<'ts is sanitation. A giMxl deal has been said on 
this subjeet and I am glad to say that with much that has been said we 
are ill symi athy. 'I'he (piestion of sanitation n^solves itself into two braue.hes : 
rural and urban. So far ns rural .sanitation is eoneeriK<d, it has been realiseil 
and a|>preeiated by alt Hoii ble Mt'iubers who nave spoken that the «leter- 
miuation of the (ioveruimMit of India to make over the whole of the Public 
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Works oess to the local bodies practically solves the difficulty. The most 
important measures of sanitation which we are called upon from time to 
time to deal with are those of water-sup,dy and drainage and Hon’ble 
Members are aware of the great interest which His Excellency himself has 
taken on this question, and the conference which was called at Darjeeling to 
discuss the question of water-supply gave valuable advice to Government and 
Gov’ernment will always be willing, so far as it can. to co-operate with local 
bodies in solving this very important question. Wo expect from the large 
grants over and above those which had hitherto been placed at tlie disposal 
of the Boards that if they have well-thought out plans and keep the matter 
alwaj's in view, then in the course of 10 or 15 years th(* whole quiistion of 
water-supply will be solved. 

As regards urban sanitation it has been iiointed out by the ilon’ble 
Mr, Chakravarti that most of the inunieij*alities are very it<K)r, that thej’’ Have 
not sufficient funds with which to carry out necessary improvements, and that 
they have to appeal to Government for aiil. 'Phis is what I understand him 
to say. There is no doubt that thosf who have followed the course of events 
know that GovernnuMit has made largo grants to municipalities in recent 
years and that all large piaijeets ■-f sanitation sueh as water-Hiij)ply and 
drainage within muniei] al limits ha\c l>ecii earriod with r>ub.st:intial assistance 
from Government, llon’hle Members must realise that tlie esstnice of th<* idea 
of 8elf-gov(‘rnment is that l<K*al re<iuirem«‘nts are to be met frojii Im^al funds, 
that a town in *nie j art of th»* j rovinee should not lie depeinlent upon rates 
and taxes gathen*d from the other parts to solve its own difficulties. I 
hope l(.x;al luKlies would always realise that it is for them to w’ork out 
their own salvation, and although (iovernment will be wu'lling to stretch 
a helping hand to them when they descwvi* it or when thej- have done 
their best, Government eannot giv«* a guarantee tf» hel|> them always. It lias 
been said by some Hon’ble Members that we have fixecl a hard and fast 
limit as regards the proportion of .help that Government gives to niunici^ml- 
ities in carrying out their schemes of saiiitatiofi. Thi** is hardly correct. 
Although no doubt as a general rule w<' give a third and the mutiicipality is 
expected either from loans or from dotiations or othf>r sources to contriluito the 
two-thirds, whenever a real case rif hardship comc's up before Governnuuit and 
whenever wo have realizisl that the tnunicif>alities have df>ne all that could 
be expecteti of them tii do and when the public support has not been 
sufficient, we have paid a goo(l d»>al more than the usual one-thinl which some 
of my Ilon'blc friends have sai<l was inadequate. W’e have been able to do this 
largely in consetiuence of tlie grants which the Gov»<rMment of India have from 
year to year specially ear-mark#*<l for sanitalirm. and I cannot believe what 
was stated by Hon’hle Mr. Suremlra Nath Kai that then* are municipalities 
who are not aware that Gfiveniment givi-s this one-thini. f think Ilon’bh* 
Member d(K‘s a great »ieal c)f injustice to l^ie Municipal (’ommissioners of this 
Presidency, and I think they are far more intelligent than he is willing to 
believe tl.»*y are. d’he suggestion is t(»ask ail the municipalities to put forward 
their schemes and ask them what they can pay, the rest being paid by ns 
to carry tdio work through. If we did this, we know we will be creating 
diffic'ultit'S and it will induce municipalities with no funds to stretch their 
hands to Government and ask of it what they themselves are really expected 
to do. 

‘‘ To those remarks I would just afid a v’ery few words, by way of reply to 
remarks made by individual niombers on some of the points. The Hon'ble 
Kai llari Mohan ('haridra Bahadur remarks that tin- Rs. 50,000 budgeted 
for jungle-cutting should be devote<i for >he purpose of improving sanitation 
in some part of the country. My hon’ble friend does not probably know that 
this money is not available for such a general purpose, and that it was 
money that was granted by the Indian Research Society for Hie purpose of 
carrying on an expi'rirnent in order to see what effect jungle-cutting has on 
malaria. We have a committee of experts to advise, of which my Hon'ble 
friend Dr. Nilratan Sarkar is a distinguished memlier. The Hon’ble Rai 
Hari Mohan (Jhandra Bahadur thinks that it is no use making an experiment. 
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of this kind, heoaupe as he Hays jungle-cutting dot's nnnove malaria. He 
will probably be surprised to learn that there is no such unanimity of 
opinion among our experts. The question is however not whetlnT this money 
should be devoted to sanitation, but the question is whether the offer made 
by the Government of India for this experiment should or shoiiM not be 
accepted, and whether if accepted w'e can devote it to any useful purpos**. at 
all. The Hon’ble Rai Hari Mohan (diandra Rahadtir makes a mistake in 
his comments about the budget grant of Rs. 30,o6:i. He says that this sum 
has been provided for anti-malarial measures in Kastern Bengal and he 
sees no reason why Western Bengal which contains some of the worst 
malarial districts should be excludeil from the m*'asures contemplated. As a 
matter of fact thi.s sum is not a grant for the ne.xt year, but it is an expendi¬ 
ture in the past year for quinine <listributioii in cim]>s stirted by the late 
Governmcmt of Kastern Bruigal find Ass;im. and was only continued by this 
(xovornmont. In Western Bengal expenditure has fdso l)een incurred in regard 
to quinine distribution, and also for the ileputation of 24 Siib-Assistant 
Surgeons tr» especially malarial districts. 'I'lie Hoirble the Maharaja Hanajit 
Sinha sugg«'sts that water-works and drainage schemeR should be called for 
from all rnunieipallti«'S for being submitt<'d to f i’ov(?rninent, sri that we ray 
decide which of the schemes we should helji. I luive already in iny general 
remarks trie<l to meet the Hon’ble Member’s arguments. Then the Hon’ble 
Babu Maheiidra Nath Ray speaks of the likelihool of th>* sanitation grant not 
being 8|X)nt during the y«.'ar owing to the absenc > r)f maturoj schemes. J wish 
to point out to my Hon’ble frieml that there is no ri.sk of tht< njoney being lost. 
The grants for sanitation an* not made untd Kchem-'S are r.^a<ly to be carried 
out. It is impissible to <lraw up a pro^raium* of sciieme.s jis it is iinpo-ssihle 
to say whtm it will mature. But if the money provided under tlu* head of 
“ Sanitation ” is not expended during the year it, is provided again iii the 
Budget of the fftllowiiig year, and is therefore not lo.st. Probahly my Hon’ble 
friend has an idea that the money will be lost, though as a matter of fact it 
will not he so. 

“The Hon’blc Dr. Nilratan Sarkar eriricises the amount that is spimt 
on e.staltlishments in the e.xpenditure out of the sanitary grants. It is a 
general complaint. There i.-i an impression in the iniiuls of the Members 
of ('ounci! that this Gov'eniment spends a great df*al more on inspection and 
HUjx'rvision than it is necessary to do. T do not undertake to answer for 
other d<-}»ar( iiu'nts, but as regards tin* ilepartmeiit of saiiitation. I should 
like lt» point out that in 1911-12. 7.*> per C(»nt. was given as grants t«> schemes 
of wat«*r-8U})ply and dniinage. and in 1912-1.‘> the i>t»rcentage was 79. so 
that w«* have not been quite as bail as the Hon l>le Member thinks. The 
H.»n’l<b* R'ljfi Hnshikesh Laiia speaks of the grant »>f lls. to r)lstrict 

Bivanls for the im))rovem''nt of water-supply in rural art>ris. The remarks 
ho made are bas«'1 on a mis.a}>prehension. It is not a budget grant f«»r the 
next y**.'ir. but an <*xp(mditure in tin* last ye;ir. It represent grants actually 
hard to district I’orirds on the basis of one thinl of tht* amount exfnxnded 
by them on rural watfw-supply in any one district. 

“ My Honb'le frii'iid liabu Snrendra N.ath Ray has spoken of f irther powers 
to the District Hoards ami rnufa.ssal municipalities. This question was taken 
up by the Decentralisation t'ommission. and under a recent (orcular, certain 
municicipalitii's have given larger powers in respect of the control of thoir 
funds. I have nothing more to s.ay on the subject of sanitation. 

“ I will now say a few wonls on the question of Muhammadan tnlucation. 
That ({Uestion has been very fully discussed by the Hon’ble Nawab Saiytd 
Nawab Ali (Miatidlniri. He has spoken somewhat hopefully, but the Hon’ble 
Mr. Faz-ul-Haq has soumb'tl a note of despair. I am afraid, the latter 
gentleman has taken an unduly peHsimistic view of tiie situation. The 
Hon’ble Mr. Kuchler has to a certain extent replied to the criticism offered 
by the Hon’ble Members, and 1 do not ilesire to say ani thing or to express any 
aMMUtt or dissent to either of the views expresst»<l on the subject. 1 wouM 
oahly aay this that only n'cently the Government of India have sanctioned a 
ipeoiai officer for Muhammadan e«fucation. H*' is to be a member of the 
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Indian Educational Service and a European. It will bp hie duty to take 
charge of the special Muhammadan educational institutions, and as regards 
general education his function would be that of an adviser. He will see 
what can be done to improve the Muhammadan colleges and also to improve 
the accommodation in hostels for Muhammadan i)oys. I liope when this oflicer 
has been appointed and when lie has time to stuily the requirements of the 
Muhammadan (jommunity that something would be done with the large fund 
placed at our disposal by the (government of India to solve this difficult 
problem. I need hardly say that in a province where the Muhammadan 
element predominates, the question of Muhammudan education cannot be 
ignored by (Trovemment. and 1113 ’ Hon’ble friends may be assured that the 
question of Muhammadan education will not suffer for lack «)f 8 ym;*athy in the 
administration. 

“ The Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid Nawab Ali (’houdhuri has spoken of the 
misgivings in the minds of th«' Muhammadan Community’ in respect of the 
management of the iSyedpur Trust Estate. Sometime ago the manager of 
the estate against whom various charges were brought was first suspendiMl 
and then transferred, and in his }>laco another manager has been appointed. 
I hope the Hon’ble Member will take 1113 ' assurance when I say that 1 had the 
accounts of the estate l>rought up -a few months ago, and I had them 
carefull.v examined to s«‘e whether the funds have been properl 3 ’ a<lministered 
or not, and I have come to the conclusion that there is n«j ease for an 3 * 
anxiet 3 '. 

“ Turning to remarks relatin’^ to the .Imlicial DejTiirtment, 1 will tr 3 " to 
answer m.v Hou’ble friemls who have S}>okon on the suliject of revision and 
improvements that are neotvssajy in this department in so far ns tiie pa.v and 
prosi>scts of the suhordiiiate judicial olficers are concerned. 1 have alread 3 ' 
said, when intriHlucing the budget undtM' this particular head, of the 
improvements that were comteuipjated and the sum of Hs. oO.OlX) which we 
have prov'ideil for the regrading of the Munsifs. and I need not g<i into «letails 
as regards these itiuns now. in view of the fact that final sanetious are still 
awaited. 1 can onl 3 ' assure m.v hon’lde friemls that the cause of tin* 
judicial officers will be cousiilereil with s.vmpath.v and that nothin'jf will be 
left undoni* to do justice to the (*luiiiis (»f one <if tlie most ileserving ('lasses «.>f 
public .servants, and no one is more interested in this question than I am. 

“ Something has b(*en said ai>out the (uvil (’oiirt buildings. No dfsibt in 
the prest'nf budget we could onl\’ make provision for such as were deserving 
of urgent atterttion. 1 havi*, howevt'r, in iny hand a list of the v.arioiiH 
projects which are mov before (iovenirnent, and I may sa.v that we are 
steadily working with a vi*'W to do whieh is neeessaiy. and perhaps in a few 
years man\' of the ('ourts .would l>e held in better buildings. \Vt* hav«* now 
about ’’2 schemes sanctioned for the Presidenc.v for the construction of (’ivil 
Courts and resid(*nces of judicial officj-rs. A barge jiroportion of these 
schemes have bf*eii ajiproved of but fm- want of funds all of th«*m (*o?ild not 
be taken in hamJ just at present. 1 need hardl.v remind Hon’ble Memlx^ra 
that e^veii (tov(*rniMent of a ]Vesidene 3 ' lik(* Ib'itgal has its limitations, and 
that no large schetm* <*aii be carrh'd out in om* single y'ear. Hut if an 
aasurance is netsied that (iovernment intends earin^stly to lake the matter 
up that assurance wny ri'adil.v be giv«Mi. " 

Thk Hon’blf. Sik William Di kk said :— 

“ I propose to deal with onl.v a few of tlie more important points which 
have b»H*n mentioned, and I will commenc(« with those which afft'ct the 
Finaneial Hepartmeiit. 

The Hon’bh* Kaja Hrishikesh Laha has coiuTiiented 011 the assigniuent 
of Us. as provision against famiiuL and has suggesttKl that in thci 

present pro«p<;r'ius agricultural conditions it sin'ins to be unnecessary. 1 
agree that we have ttvttry reason to that there will be no famine in the 

land this year ; altlmugb it must In^ remembered that whenever a failure of 
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the rains cxjcurs or sevi^re floods take place, scarcity couditioiiH may springs 
up iiumodiatoly afterwards, and that therefore ijrovision against famine must 
he made indoi)endent of any indication of wliat is coming. Tin's provision of 
Rs. 60,()00 is, however, part of a general sclioine for equalizing tin? burden 
of famine relu?f hir the wliole of India which the Government India 
have adooted since 19()7. The GovernTn«?nt of Iinlia require each Pro¬ 
vince to set caside a fixed grant each year which will aceuininulate up to 
a fixe<l maximum ; should famine occur, exj)en<liture may be incurred 
up to the whole amount so accuinmiilat(?d. Wlnm that is exhausted, 
furth(?r expenditure is shared equally betw(*en the lmj>erial atid the Lt)cal 
Governments. In old Ihmgal, which contained many districts liable to famine, 
the annual assignment was Rs. 2.t>().()()0, and the maximum limit of accu¬ 
mulation 2.0 lakhs. In thj? i)resent Province. fortunat«dy. there are, but few 
districts so liabh*, and tin? annual assignment has been iixed at Hs. b(>.()(X> 
and th(? limit of acciitniilation at .o lakhs. We 8tarte<l with Rs. 1.2().(KK) 
to our credit, and in the. course of fivc‘ years more if no famine expenditure 
is incurretl in tin* interim, we shall have rt-acheil the maximum. The 
whole matt»?r is howev*'r a l»f>ok transaction, the Government of India 
provide tin? amount tln*niHelves. and it dof»s not pass thnsigh the j)ro- 
vincial balances, as an equivalent debit is always mad*- under the head 36 
“ r<Mluction »*r :ivoidanc<* of debt.” All that it iiiqdieK is that the amount at 
crt*dit can. as I have said. b«‘ s]M>nt as so<jn as famine is d**clared. without 
any burden on provinei.al n^veiiuos. 

“The H on’ble R;ii Nalinaksha Masii Rahadur, in speaki/ig on Excise 
exhibited alarm at the fact that tin* Excise Revenue of Rs. .o7.66.(KK) in 1899-10 
had grown t») R.*>. l.‘J8.5."».0()O in the budget. H(' has pernajts forgotten that 
formerly we ha«l only half the r»*<.'«*i]>t.*< from Ext’isf*. Now . \ve have the whole ; 
so that the inereas** is very much h'.‘<s than In* suj»i oses. I may say that 
G<.>V(?rnm«Mit is constantly {div(» to the in*eessity of cln*<?ki)ig incn*a8eil ct)n- 
Humptioii. ^*ln* rat«* of duty on country li<]Uor has lately bi*»*n ri'viseil and 
incr»«as»?d, and tln^ rate of duly on tfin/u has just been increased. 

“The Ifon’ble iJabu Siirendra Nath Hanerj«‘e sugg»*sti*d that we might use 
oui balancr's for lending, and S(? avoid the neci'ssity (»f j)aying inten*st the 
Governim*nt of India on money given out for loans. Although it is satis¬ 
factory that we h.'iv** such larg«* balances, they are a conse(pience of large 
surpluses in tin* Imj>»»rial n‘venu**s and tin* concomitant system of «loles ; but 
tliey an* there, in»t to be lent out at interest but to be spent as rapitlly as 
pt»ssibb*. It is true that wt* tlo not **xp**ct t<» exhaust them completely ft)r 
twi> •>!• thret? years, but it must b«* remembered that almost all loans ma?le are 
made for a much longt*r p«*ri«*<l, and if we wen« to give out tin* nioin*y on loan 
w«* should not Im* able to nxrover it for expenditure when re»]uin*?l ; further, 
although I cannoi s]>eak with any auth«n*ity .as t«» tin* system fi»llowed by the 
(jtiveruinejit t*f Inilia with reference t?» loans. I believe that it is probably not 
tr? m.ake tln‘iu out of taxation. It would not be fair for (i?)V«'rninent to tax 
the i>e<*ph? ami tln*n giv»* their money out at interest. The mout'y .advanced 
on loans is uinlerst<K)d to b«> generally obtainetl by borrowing. 

“ The Htiu'ble Mr. Gliakravarti asked for m«>ro time at the various stages 
of the Financial .8tal *menl. 'I'he stages depend on the corresponding stages 
in the (ivivernnient of finlia. We can only priK*«*«‘il to each stage aft«*r the 
Govornment of Imlia has passed that stage. We havt? expedited the state¬ 
ment bv «?very day we «:an «»n tuir own account ; .ami «?ver and al t»ve that, we 
havt* induc«?d the Gov«'rnment of liitiia to rearrange their dates so as to give 
us a giKKl many ?*xtra d.ays. 1 doubt whether more is physically iviaaible ; but 
if it is. it can »>nly be g«*t by moving th * Gov«*rnment of India. 

“ A few me»lic.al ipn-stions have be«*n t«)ue.hed on but they are some¬ 
what mixed up willi other matters they have been dealt w’ith by tlie 
Hoii’ble Naw’ab Saiyi<l Shams-ul-lluda. The Hou’hle Maharaja Ranajit Sinha 
oli«erved that muuieipalii ies slmuld hav** the power of appointing their own 
nMtdioal offieers for their own diHpensarit*8 at the headquarters and sub- 
divisionH. The ?*as«> is that in all tlisp«’nsaries except the State dispensaries 
the managing autln>riti«*s have the ptiw»«r of appointing their own medical 
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officers subject to the japproval of the Inspector-GeOeral of Civil Hoepi a. ; 
and it is the policy of Governinont to restrict as far as possible the nmn ler 
of Government officers lent to dispensaries. As a matter of fact o lia\ o 
been withdrawing certain Government officers who have been lent to dispen¬ 
saries and inviting the autliorities to appt)int their own men. 

“ The Hon’ble Dr. Sarkar, in a very closely reasoiu'd speech referred to 
the ccHnparativaly small number of State dispensaries and the small amount 
of contribution made to tluun in Hengal a.s cimipared with Hombay. It is 
rather difficult to compare the figures for medical and sanitation inirpoutJS 
separately. In the two Presidencies, they are very much mixed up together ; 
but taking the two togi'tlu'r it is true that Pombay about four (»r five years 
ago spent on tlie wliole a gtxxl deal more than Hengal. Now it spends about 
two laklis less on the combine*! pur[>ose8. It is howevt-r the case that the 
Bombay (iovernment maintains more dispensaries in the niufassal than Bengal 
does and has been spending more on them. l)n the iitluM* hand however Bengal 
spend far more on hospitals in Calcutta than the Bombay (Government does cm 
hospitals in Bombay. The diftV^renee now is not what it was. In IPOU the 
expenditure in Calcutta by Gove lunent ou medical juirpostw was doiibh* the 
expenditure in Bombay and even at the present day it is still tw<^ lakhs 
more than tin* Bombay expenditure. It is therefor,.- obvious tiiat if Govern¬ 
ment itas so much to spt-nd at tfie capital tlierc is h-ss to spend in the 
mufassal. Pei’sonally I have always felt tliat the inufassal in Bengal is rather 
at a sej-ious disadvantage in comparison witli the capital. Jt is of course 
right that Calcutta hospitals should be maintaiiu'd at the v,?ry highest 
possible standard. They should be ecpiipped ou uuKlern methcxls ; V»ut still 
in a ptxir countrj' that expenditure at the capital must conn* fnan somewhen*, 
and the eff'ect has been that then* is h+ss to go round. The only remcly that 
T can suggest is this, that the pul'Iie might give iiu»re than they do towards 
tlie support of nuvlical institutions in ('alciitta. It is p,>ssibh‘ that in Boiid>ay 
th»y do more. 


"The llon’bh- Nawab Saiyl,l Xawab Ali (diaudhiiri comimuited on the 
fact tliat only one listed post is liehi by a Mnhniunindan. 'I’h,, aiiHWi*r is that 
there are hardly any Muhaininadnns in the higher grade of cither nervic,-. ami 
the p<i.ssibilitles of seh*ction are limited. 'I'here are plenty of junior oflieers 
recruited more recently, and their turn will come in ,luc time, but wc cannot 
disreganl all the ordinary rules of stdection in order t<t proinolo junior 
Muhammaiians, to listed posts. 


“ The Hon'ble Dr. Sarba<lhikari has dw,*lr at length on the grievances of 
the Provincial Judicial Service, ami has pr<wluee.l an elaborate sciit-rne for 
their relief. The action which has biM-n takc-n by (iovernment was stateii in 
reply to a question in (hitineil on the 5th -March. 'Fhe proposals of this (lov- 
ernnient for the reorganization of the serv'ice are now liefore the Government 
of India. an»I it seems unnecessary to discuss them fnrtli»*r at prese^nt. Ft 
was stated at the sairie tiim* that the qiieHtioii of the pay of the lowest grade 
of Miinsifs would be taken up when the fillers of the (Government of India 
about the rt'orgaiiizatiun had been rei'eivtMi. 


The same Hon’ble gentleman refernnl to the grievously congy^sttnl condi¬ 
tion of the ('alcutta Police (Jourt.s, a eon<lition which Government fully 
admits. \ full statement of how the matter stands at present was made in 
(.’ouncil f»n Wednesday, the 2nd April. We have aln*ady thrcjwn away much 
labour on schemes which from circumstances beyond onr control have come 
to nothing ; l»ut that will not deter ns from trying to nccoraptish a radical 
improvement. 


Tho Ifr.n'ble Dr. Sarbadhikari also dealt at some length with the iHMition 
of the Sulnudinate FIxecative Service and cfaiine*! that in view of tlio educa¬ 
tion and general stamling of thrt pr<*seiit ineinbf'rs <,f that servioi* more should 
be done to level up their position to that of the Provincial S«Tvicc. I a<]mit 
tlxat the officers appoint,-*! in recent years have very oUeri boon of much th« 
same class as those who entered the Provincial Service. It is satisfactory 
that well-qualified men should come hwward and probably the nOinbor of men 
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of the Subordinate Service who have in recent year« been selected for the 
Provincial Service has had much to do witli popularising the former. When, 
however, it is contended tliat the duties of the vSubordinate Service are the 
same as those of the Provincial Service. I cannot iu.lniit the position. Sub- 

» Collectors are recruittHl for comiiaratively petty revenue duties, and 
igisterial work wliich they iKU'form is also very much inferior in 
importance to what falls to the lot of the Provincial Service. No doubt, at 
the coiumenciuncMit of their service their i^ay and albiwances an» <romparativcly 
small ; liut the tnivelling allow'ance rules have iteeii niudi^e.d in their favour 
in recent years, and thfise of them whose work entails prolcmged camping 
receive 8|N>ciul rates. 1 fetd also that 1 must deprecate th(^ comment on the 
fact that the lowor grades of Snb-Dejiuty (Collectors are paid less than the 
lowest grade of Insjx;ctors of Police, while it is contended that as gazetted 
officers they have a position to keep u.>. SeitlnM- Sub-i>epnty Odlectors nor 
Inspcetors of Police are technically gazetted officers. Whatever views may 
be held as to th«* relativi* status and merits of llie two classes of officers, it 
must he reineTubered tlial Sub-I)e.uity (Collectors are in the vast majority of 
caHt;H young men appointed for the lirst time to Government service ; while 
JnsfH.iCtor8 of Police ;ire men specially selected after many year.s of service in 
tlte suhordinati! grad»<s. 

'■ The same gentltMuan and Hon'ble Ihii llailha (Jharan Pal IJahadur have 
referred to the p<H>r pay and prospects of head-eoiistahles in ('alciitta. I'hese 
facts have not escape.d tln^ notict*. of Goverune-nt. The gai>betwt*en them and 
Snb-Inspt*ctors is t;.vct»Ksive and the question of improving their position will 
l>e considered. 

“ In dealing with thi' Police, the Hoii’l>le Habit Surendm Nath l^anerji 
referred to the great increase of ten lakhs in the budget estimate. Tlje. 
gn'ater part of this increase occurs in Kasterij Hengal ; in West Bengal the 
reforms inidertjvken upon the recommendations of the Police Commission had 
mostly been earrieil out Itefore the re-arrangement of Provinces. (Coinpara- 
tividy little remains to lte done there. In Hast Bengal, however, the Province 
bi'ing new. it was onij’ in 1910 that the .'Secretary of .State sanctioned a 
conijdete sehenit* of reorganization an 1 this for the most part still remains to 
be given etloet to. The pn*sent budget, n^jiresents a large instaliiM'nt of it. 

1 gath<*r that the views of the Hon’blo Balm Stinnidra Nath Banarji are not 
universally shared, at any rate, by tin* inhabitants of Hast Bengal, for the 
Hon’ble Nawab .‘>aiyid Nawab Ali (''haudbnri has referre<i with satisfaction 
to the prvtgn>KS of tin* ri-orgaiiizatvon and the coinpletiim of the scheme 
for river police. He has noticed how small tin* forc«‘ in Kastern Bengal is in 
cimi]>arison to the popidation ainl how nec*‘ssary it is that it shouhi be 
St reiigthened. 

“ The Hon’ble Balm Sureiulra Nath Banerji has also ref**rred to the 
great pn'v.alenee of daeoities and tlie ill sueeess of the police in detecting 
them. (If eonrsi*. if it b«» In'ld that it is In'cause the poUei* art* useless that 
dac«iitit s are not d<*tect*>d, it follows that nothing will be gained by sp«»nding 
mor»' money on the fHdice. But In that ease tliere is no appari*nt means of 
checking daeoities at all. Now. I do not wish in any way to minimize the 
seriousness «)f daeoity eitln*rin Kast Bengal or in other parts the Pro- 
vincf*. It is a l>lot on the administration ; indeed, it is a bbu on the whole 
civilization of tile count ry 1 hat opi^n gang robl*iMy with vioIen<*c should be 
prevalent. I am not also, at ]>resent. going into the controversial snbjtH*t of 
whether the ix'opli* give so little help. l«ecause they will not or because they 
cannot. 1 am very willing to believe that in tlie grt>at majority of cases, the 
dacoits nut being known to t hem, they can give very little help. However, 
that may be, it must be adniittcil that the police have to deal with dacoi- 
ties as they can with but little outside assistance. Now the facts are l>ad 
enougli ; but do they wln n impartially considered imlicate that the state of 
things is beeoniing Wi>rse or better’? No doubt, we bear a gnvit deal of 
daooities ; but, from tin* figures which were reetmUnl in former times, wo know 
that in many districts they were infinitely more prevalent than they now arc. 
In that goldi'ii agi* of prosp*>rity, health and inmx’ence which came to an end 
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about seventy years ag'o, there were soiuotiiiies nearly as many dacoitias in 
one year in a single district, as there now are in the whole Province. 

“ Taking the recent figures, there are signs of inarkeil improvement. In 
the East Hengal districts, there were 179 cases in 1910 ; and 181 in 1911. 
In 1912, there were 180. These are the gross figures of all oases reported, 
including such as subsequently proved to be false, or at any rate not to bo 
daooities. For 1912, they certainly showed a markcMl improvement. Only 
one-ninth of these cases were successfullj' detected. This is no doubt very 
unsatisfactory, hut it by no means implies that eight-ninths of tlie gangs of 
dacoits escape with impunity. People do not commit dacoity as an isolated 
offence. ThiKse who have taken to it commit series of oflenci's until they 
have done sutficiently well for the time being or until they come to grief. 
The}' may not fall into the hands of the imlice the first tim«* for if they did 
there would be no more dacoity. Hut if that misfortune overtak«^8 them 
even at the fifth or sixth instance, their operations wouhl b<; put an end to 
for a number of years. As a matter of fact, the figures, such as they are, 
must mean that gangs of dacoits have a comi»aratively short life and incur 
considerable risk. Hut the success of police work is not to be measured by 
detection alone. A very great <leal is done by preventive action, and the 
reduction is probably as much attributable to that as to detection. 

“ 1 would like to ask those who speak and write s<» freely about the ill 
success of the police in di'tecting dacoities, whether they hav*' st'rioiislv 
considereil what the conditions are. The usual question is—“ Where are the 
police ?” Well the police are not generally just round tin* corner. In 
the ordinary mnfnssal district, th»>re is perhaps one police-station to alxmt 
a huudroii square miles. Dacoits, w«< know, now take every advantage of 
modern means of communication. They may come by rail or steamer from 
long distances. They commit an offi-nce at a placi; pm-haps seviui or ten 
miles from the nearest police-station, and Indore iniormation has reached the 
police, they are already many nliles away, perha|»s alnuuly in the train or 
steamer on their return. At tin* scene <if the crime, tiiere is n«> one who 
knows any fd them, except perhaps a single aeeomplie«* who brought thi*m 
there, but was hiniHelf itnreful not to appear. Wln*n the jioliee have to deal 
with a class of crime in its nature so ditficult to detect can it be denied 
that they r**quire both increase in numbers ami everything that can he 
supplied in the way of training and equipment which is calculated to make 
them more tifticient ? 

“ThoHon’i)le Mr. (Ihakravarti referretl also to a cognate subject—the 
desire of the well-t»>-do pt^oph* trj b(* all<nv*»d to keep firt*-ariuH in onh*r t*i 
dettMJt thesf? crimes and also to pnrtect theinsf>lv<*s. For the last two or thnxi 
years, at any rate, perhaps, bnigiT in h^astern Hengal where <laooities wer€> 
more prevalent, than in West Hengal, Government has been giving out larger 
number of guns to respectable i>«}o »ie who are wilting to tak«f them and whr) 
would also undertake to use thf'iii.Tor self protection, Gcjvernment is also rendv 
to allow iH*'>ple, whjjse character and ixisitioii are la^youd dispute, to arui 
themselves. Hut the difficulty, which we find, is not in having sufficient 
guns to go round but in getting the }H)o{ile to take them. Where daooities 
are prevalent, many {leopiu refuse to take arms, because if they are known to 
IHJSsess arms, they will be the first object of attack. They f«»ar that their 
guns will be stolen and they will be punished for having lost them. 1 am 
stating the actual facts that have taken place, for many |)eople have afiplied 
to bo relieved of this troublesome possession. Therefore, the matter is n«jt 
so simple as it ap]>ear8. 

“ The Hon'ble Mr. Chakravarti rcderretl also to the emplovment of steno 
graphors in the original side of the High Court, T have only to remind him 
that the High Court is under the Qovernraent of India, and although no 
<loubt w'e shall have to provide the money, it is the Government of India who 
are first to Ikj fwsuaded of the desirability of allowing thifre stenographers. 
If they can bo induced to allow them we shall have no difficulty in providing 
the funds.

The IIon’hi.e Baiu* Si uKviika Nath Banerji said ; — 

“ Mv Lord, my resolution is an excetalingly nuxlerato one. My 
oliject is to obtain information. What 1 propose is that the (wovernment 
will be pleased to lay on tin* labh* a f.airly full pixigramme of its educational 
and sanitary exiMMuliture (the latter has refcM-enco to the next part of the 
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resolution) for the year 1913-14. I do not invite the Govominont to accept 
any new policy or to dev^i^te in any way from any accepted policy. Informa¬ 
tion ie what T solicit. Id^ht—more kindly light—amid the bewildering 
maze of budget figures is what I praj' for. I am snro that it is a request to 
which the Government will accede. My Lord, the Government of India 
have, in the abundance of their geuertwity, made a grant of 2^ crores of 
rupees ft^r educational puiqxwes to the various Local Governments. We, in 
Uengal, get .">2^ lakhs out of this grant. This is a non-recurring grant. Hut 
this is not all. The Government of India hnvi'. <mt of the opium sntqfius, 
made a furtlu'r grant of 69 lakhs for educ;ational purposes to bo given 
to all the Provincial Governments. Gut of this grant, which is also of 
a non-recurring character, we get in llengal 22^ lakhs. ^'herefon•, my 
Lord, putting these twi> figures ti.ig» tlnu- we get 7.o lakhs from the 
Government of India as a non-recurring grant to be s).K.'nt on educational 
purjwses. But, my I.ord, the generosity of tin* Government of India do(^s 
not stop here. We not only get 75 lakhs out of the surplus of tlie revised 
estimates of 1912-1.3, but we get a further grant of Bs. 1.3.20,<)(M) out of the 
estimates of 191.3-14, and that is a rocurriiig gnint. My Lord, .at p.age8 
19 and 63 of the Budget estimates, we have some details givt'ii of the 
exp«»iiditure under these !»• juis. My complaint is that these details 
are not enough. 'I’liey certainly do not seem to me to he siitfieit>ut. 
1 am anxious that full ftarticulars should lie submitted to this Gouncil 
and the country*, so that the public, if t i»ey approve, may <*f.>-opMrato 
witli the (Joverninent ; if they do not a]»prt)ve. tiiey may eritieise the 
measures (►f (Jovernuient. My Lord. e«>-o|vr.-ition will h.* the rule; criticism 
will he the exception, for in the }>resent tenip<*r of tin* public mind, at 
any rate in regard to the iinjtortnnt consideration.s of education and sanitation, 
I apprehtuid that the public are iiion* willing to co-operate than criticise tin* 
Government, more willing to lielp than I'lnliarras-s the G»>verniri'*fit. My 
Lord, if these details are furnished. th»* piihlie can watch the ojMTations 
of the departmeiit* with inteliigent Interest, anti pul>iic inti-ivst will hi> 
helpful to tilt? Atluiiiiistratitni. It will stimulatt* tin* (*nthusiasui t>f the 
department; it will bring about a larger outturn of work, and I think also 
that it will prevent the grants from laj’siug a.s thi‘y havt* Hoinetiiiu*s lapsed. 
My Lord, perhaj s. It will bt* nectrssary f«>r iiie Tt> «txpl:iin what I pr«,teiMidy 
ni(*an when I say that we want fiirtlier details of these various items of 
expeiiditurt*. I take :iu item at page 19 of the Budget—lis, !t,25.(HN) against 
popular education. My Lord, w«* want to know how mueh of this moni*y 
is to he spent upon school buildings, how much on the training of teachers, 
iiow much upon tlie maintenance of the inspectorial stall and how 
much upon the aetuni work of stalling primary schools. I'hen* is a 
passage in the de.spatch of the ((overumeut >4 Imlia which I am afraid has 
created a sense of alarm .ami anxiety in the public miinl. That passage says 
that, in view of tin* tact that in Bengal tlu*re are primary scioMds within 
a radius of every three miles, there, is. not the same urgency in starting 
8ch«x>ls in Bengal as then? is fn tlie other provinces. I desire mwt humbly 
but most emphatically to prott‘St against this observation. Is our huccohs 
in the matter of primary eilucatiou—asHUining that we havt* been siicooasfiil 
in this matter—to be brought forward as a charge against ns, or as an 
argument for staging further progress, and are we to be told that %ve mqat 
cry, Halt until the other provinces are brought into line with us? If tho 
position is carefully analysts], it will he soon that very much progress has not 
been made even in Bengal as regards primary <^ucatiun. Taking the iiustt 
favourable view of tho situation we find that- only in some of the n«lvanood 
districts about 25 per cent, of the sehof,d-gt>ing p(T|:>ulation excluding girls 
avail themselves of tin*, primary soluxtls. Th#?refore upon the shoulders of 
this Government rtisis the responsihility of rt*chiiining the vast nuiSHt^s of our 
people stecpotl in illiteracy from ignorance and its attendant evils. To say, 
oven by implication: tliat hecaus(» in some of onr districts there are primary 
sclesils within a threi*-mile radius and hocause 26 per cent, of tho population 
attend these hc}uh>]h that there is t(i ho no further expansion and no starting 
of new schools, t ha* to lay dt)wn a policy which is inconsistent with tlie 
traditions of the Gov ernment and will not be acoe{4ed by tbo eoontfy. 
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thiB ccmuoctioii, my Lon], 1 may ho poniiittod to rofor to an aj)j>rtjlu;i!8ioii which 
fills tho public mind, namely, Unit mere money out of tlie j^rant for primary 
BchoolB mi^hi bo spent upon bcIiooI buildiug'H and the in»p«“ot,(>rial Htaff than 
upon the oHtabliHbmont of primaiy schoolt,. 'I’his fe«>ling hIiouM be ri*in<jvod. 
My Lord, I may hen? once again advc'rt to the obHervations made by tho 
Hon’blo r>r. Nilratan SarKar in regard to Hf?condary education. I found in the 
reply of tin? Director of Public Instnictiou this morning that no reb-reiicc 
was made to this part of the obHcrvationH of iny frien<i. d*h«?n- ha.s bven of 
lat<* a distinct tendency to nfld to the expansiveness of secon<lary e<lucation. 
However generouH. however liberal the (.Tfovernineiit may be. tin*, fact cannot 
be conc.*ahxl that the burden f»f the educational exp:‘nililiiri* nmst in tli - la^t 
res«)rt fall on the people ; all the seekers of education in our coniuiunit y are 
amongst the poor classes and tliereforeto make edueation exj>ensive would be to 
restri<-t the educational area t(» only thf> w(«althv cla.sHes. 1 am sure «'ven rh«* 
wealthy classes, tin? rej)r»»sentativtrs of wh(»m an* h**re. the Hon’ble Maharaja 
of Nator and the Maharaja of Hurdwan. would l*e the firr.t t(» j)rotest against 
the restriction f»f sec{»n<larv education to the n'jn'cseiitat ives of their class.

15i‘f<u*e 1 sit down you will jierhajts ]>ermii me to ass(K*iare niys«-lf with 
the oliservations that have fallen frotn the Hon'ble .Mr. Lyon in regard ii> 
the administ rat irui of M r. Kiichler who is al«nil to retire. I will say this

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The Hon’blk Mu. Lvon said :— 

“My Lord, I hope I sliall not i»e suspectod of wislunaf to treat the 
Hon’ble Member’s interesting spetwh with any B<irt of disrespect if I answer 
it very briefly indeed. The main point is that Government will accept his 
motion and is prepared to accept the aldition ma<le by the Hon ble Maulvi 
A. K. Faz-ul-Haq. The Government is most anxious to aflord to _H<m’ble 
Members of this Ctmncil and to the public, through this Council, every 
possible information as to the exfx^nditure to .be incurnHJ from the large 
grants that they have receiv'ed. I tliink I may claim that, during the sliort 
life of this Connoil, we have shewn ourselves willing to nuM^t every demand 
and every request for information. We have had a very large number of 
requests for information adtiressed to us, and I kutiw that the Hon’ble 
Members behind me. the Secretaries of th«‘ v.arious Depjirtments, have 
devjMf^d an eiu>rmous amount of time, gatluu'ii^ together ail possil)le 
information for which Hon’ble Members hav*' asked. I do not tliijik t.h«'re.fi>re 
that we shall be slow in filling up the ga| s of information jKUiitetl out 
by the Hon’ble Member, ami I umiertake to say that this scheme that he 
asks for will be preparetl as fuMv ami coni[>l«‘t<*ly as 1 hope he can wish. 


“The lL>n’bIe Meml<er has rais.>d several matfers of p(»licy and tliscussed 
several matters eonut'Cte<l witli p(*liey in his speech, .tnd I do not think that 
I am called upon, as I am so ri*ady to nu‘i*t him. !<• go into these ipiestions 
of policy ; they t.1 > not arise out of the motion and 1 rose to a point ()f order 
because it seeine«l to me that the subject tlm Memb»‘r tlu*n raised was only 
oiu.* out of four or live th it he rais«*d during his spiaadi, which were not in 
order according to the motion. I m*eil only aild <*ne word and that is in 
rt.'ference trt the details of the allotments whit*h the Local <b>v<trnment may 
be prepannl to make.

Th#‘ Ho.N’iii.K M.vi'i.vi A. K. KAZ-t?n-H.\q saitl :— 

“My Lord, after what has fallen from the Hon’ble Mr. Lytui f dr>ii't 
think, f could take up the time of tlu^ Gouncil by fi>rrualiy moving the amend* 
ment and I take this opportunity to exr»r**sH my grateful thanks and the 
thanks of th<^ co’mmiinity to the H<»n’ble Habii Siirendra Nath llanerji who 
incorporat^si my ainemlment in his resolution and tf» the Govcrnintuit for 
having so readily acccj)ted it. , 

1 \'«‘iiture to speak on Isdialf of my corntnunity, althctugii doubts have 
been exprt^ssed in the official quarters w'liwther I hav«' a riglit to spt^ak on 
behalf of the Muhammadan community, but I do vimturc to H)K?nk on their 
behalf in this Omiicil, because I think the very fact of my jm.^sence Imrt* is 
prima farie evidence that I liave a right to K])eak on their behalf. That is a 
trivial ma^t*r ami f don’t wish to wasti^ the time of the ('oiincil over that, for 
I am prepared to leaw* the d<'terminatioii of that t[Uestion to the sure and 
certain arbitrati<in of time. For tin* pres^'tit, as I have alrca<ly Hai<l, I only 
say^this much that we ;ire grattdul to (ioverrimcnt ff>r Imving ai*ccpti>d my 
amendment. 

“ One word more beft»re I sit df>vvn. Ah regards the criticiMins which [ 
mad^• on the Budget, I had no intention to cast uiiy reflections on any indi¬ 
vidual oftieer of tjovernment and my only object was to criticise the Govern¬ 
ment generally. As regards Mr. Ktichler himself, I wish to asHocinto inysoif 
with ail that* has fallen from the Hon'ble Mr. Lyon and the Hon’ble Baba 
Surendra Nath Banerji, and I wish to say that, so far as o«jr ournmunityjs 
concerned, we Jiavc got no personal grievance '^ith n^gard to the administra¬ 
tion of his J)epartment. What I c^>mIdained of was that the Muhammadan 
grievances were not adt^quately brought to the notice of Government and not 
adequately repn^sented. As I have alnisady said, I do not wish to say very 
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much more ami I only wish to conclude witli thfsc words that I hope 
Mr. Kiicbler, on the eve of his retirement, will not take away any unpleasant 
memories of the dehate of this morning. ” 

The resolution was then put and agreed to. 

The Hon’blk Maiji.vi Aiutl Kasein then witinlrew the following amend¬ 
ment :— 

The Hon’hle Maulvi Abul Kasem to move that after the words 
“ Rs. 13*20 lakhs (recurring) ” at the end of clause (a) of the Hon'hle liahu 
Surendra Nath lianerji’s resolution, the following words he inserted, 
namely— 

“ and that the allotments made ff»r tin* building of lujstels for 
Muhammatlan hoys, for special scholarships and stipends for 
Muhammadan students, and for pri>viding facilities for the 
teaching of Persian, Urdu and Arabic he shown 8ep>arately in 
th«* scheme.” 

He said :— 

“ My Lord, my hon’hle friend’s amendment includes mine, and I 
therefore beg to withdraw it.” 

'rile Hon’bi.k Babc SrKKNDHA Nath Bankkji then moved clause (6) 
of his original res<»lution in the following form ;— 

*■ 'riiis Council further recommends to tin* Governor in Council— 

{fy) that a scheme similar to that referred to in the preceding resolution 
he suhiiiitteil. showing, so far as is practicable, details 
of Rs. 20 lakhs of non-recurring expenditure for sanitation 
ami of Rs. 29*9.3 lakhs recurring for rural water-supply and 
sanitation.” 


He sai<i — 


‘* My Lord, you will have notictsl that in this resolution I have soinewhat 
modified the wtmling of the previous resolution. I say ” that a sclieme he 
submitted showing the df'tails so far as may be practicable”, In'icause I know 
there an* dillicnlties in the way of the practicability of such a scheme. 'Fhe 
drawing up of this scheme will take time and it will perhaps nee<l modifications. 
It will have to hi* considi*rcd, it may be, over and t>ver again ; and tlu*reforo 
I have advist'dly used those words in order that Government may see its 
way to accept this resolution subject to that reservation. It seems to me 
a matter of first importance that, in reganl to these sanitary improvements, 
the Governmt'Ml should take the public into its confidence. If there is 
one Department of the Administration more than another in which the 
co-(^)eration of ihcp'ojile is helpful—I was going to say indispensable—it is 
the Departimuit of Siinitation which afifects the daily lives and habits of the 
people. Your Excellency’s Government has shown the appreciation of this 
principle by coiiv«*ning a Sanitary Conference at Darjeeling over which the 
Hon’ble Nawab Shams-ul-Huda presided. My resolution represents only a 
oontinuaiion t»f this p«ilicy. a policy of trust and confidence in the people, of 
oo-operaii(B) with tluuii in matters regarding sanitation. 1 hope* that, if there 
are praoticAl dirtioulti»*s, they may be overcome and the public taken into 
the oonfidence <»f the Gov«*rnmeiit. Sanitary experts may be very helpful ; 
bat looal opinion. ItKial convenience and local knowledge are matters of first 
inuportachce, and they can in* effectually utilixeil by the publication of these 
aoaemoa before adoption. 


“The Hon’ble Nawah Shams-ul-Hiida the other day. in introducing the 
Sanitary Budget, expressed the liope that local boilies would, in apprt<tciation of 
the ^iifltfioenoe of Governnu«iit. pay greater attention to their duties and make 
a looter diatribntioii of the amounts entrusted to them. I am snrothe Council

will share in this hope. But it is not only necessary to strengthen the hillin'* 
cial resources of the loc.ol bodies but that larger powers should be oi)uferred on 
them. I believe that that is the view that was expressed to-day in the course 
of the discussion on the Budi.'et. Their constitution should be revised and 
modelled upon more liberal lines. The Bencjal Municipal Act has not been 
modified since 1895, and the Local Self-dovernmeiit Act has betm rev'ised 
since 1886. I rejoice to learn that the recommendations the Doceutralixa- 
tion Commission, so far as thi>y affect the municipalities, are before the 
Secretary of State, and I hope early orders will bo fKissed ami that those 
orders will include the estaldishmtuit of Local Government Hoards on this 
Province. The work of the distrii^t must be separated from the work of 
local self-government, and the claiins of sanitation have to be reconciled 
with the claims of hK:al .self-government. It sisuiis tr> me that, in this situa¬ 
tion with tile dithcuities that are gathering around us. the best thing wo 
can do is to ndy on the htssons which l*higIi.Hh ex|M«rieuce and Knglish 
institutions have taught us, and cn^'ite a seiiarate local board for guarding 
and controlling the system of local seif-govornment. With thesi* obBervation.H 
I beg to move tin* resolution v.iiich stands in my name. 

The Hon’hi.k Mk. STEeirKNsoN said :— 

"The second part of this r(‘solution canitoi be dealt with quite so easily 
as the first part. (L)vernment is asked to prepare a scheme showing, so 
far as is praetieable. details of the “Ji) lakiis of rion-reeiirriiig e.Npeiiditure 
for sanitation and of lakhs recurring for rural water-supply and 

sanitati »n. I |iri<snme that tlie 29'9.‘i lakhs is mad-.- up of lakhs reein- 

ring assigimnmT t > this Province in coiiiieelion wirli tli“ remissi tji of 
approi>riations from ee«ses and 5 lakhs recurring grant for saiiitation. 
take the i?4‘9.‘l fir.si ; This is a remirriiig assignment tf» the Hroviiieinl 
Ueveniies not for the pur[)i»s»*s, of rural water-supply and sanitation, but 
to coniponsate for the loss of the apjiroprialions from cesses. ’I'he Ibstriet 
Hoards gain to this **.\tent, but we have not yet receivi-d the orders of the 
Government t»f Irniia regarding the conilitioiis on whieli this extra grant 
to the |)>striet Hoards is to b** mndi*. and we have in> pow»*r to Imnd ilu* 
money over until we have meeivtsi the detailed orders of the S.-eretary 
o.” .'^tate on the pro.-osals submitted to him on the subject by the Gnv(*rn- 
lueiit of India. It would bo impussililc. tberefon*. for This G«n-erumenl 
to draw up any sehoine for the (>xpt*iulilure of this amount, 'riic Govern¬ 
ment of India have indicated a hope that a subatantial portion of the sum 
may l>e set apart for the improvement of rural water-supply, for anti-malarial 
measures and generally for the sanitation uf village.s and small towns, and 
they have made a reference in this conneetion to the reeonimendatioriH 
of t.'ie .Malaria (’onference held in Mailras last Novmnbi r, but it must be 
“ remembered that, though it may tiiially be decided tliat this Government 
can lay down coiuiitions regarding this grant, the actual ex|H.>ridititr(? will 
be incurred by the district Hoards concerned, and it will therefore be impos¬ 
sible for Government ever to be in a position to pre|iare a lietailed scheme 
for the expruiditurc of this amount. 

" Turning now to the non-reeurring grant of 20 lakhs ami the recarring 
grant of ft lakhs for sanitation, tin; first of these is earinarkfid for sani¬ 
tation in urban areas, but the reeiirring grant is not so earmarked, (iovern- 
inent is askr^d to draw n]» a detailed scheme for spending this moin«y. When 
the first grant of sanitation was made four or five years ago, the system on which 
(iovoriiment is asktil to proe»»ed was nctoally adoj ted. and Sir FMward Baker 
characterised the result as the worst form of flkiancinl inBr>titiide he had ever 
seen. Afirain, a year or two ago an endeavour was made with the assisianeo of 
the Sanitary Hoard to work I'xit some sort of prtigramine of wattir-supply and 
drainage Hchemes so that we might, if |»ossible. earmark oar sanitary allotment 
in advanec, Init it w-as found to be impracticable. Hon’hle Membara will 
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ifc in prepared to undertake it. A nkotch project, is drawn up and this Las 
to be approv<Ml by the municipality, the financial arrangement for its execu¬ 
tion worked out aud the cost of maintenanc*- provided for. This project 
then comes to Government for its ajiproval of th.- general scheme and 
the financial iletails for providing both for capital cost and maintenance. 
After administrative approval has been given, tlie detailed project 
is drawn up. In all these stages there is liable to he a delay, and 
Government has always refuswl to give any grant until th<‘ «letailed 
project has boon prj‘pare«i and the work ’ is r<*ady for execution. 
Government lias only one interest in the matter, namely, that the 
amount at its disposal for sanitary assistance shall go as far as iiossihle, and 
it is <>bvionsly undosirald** tr) IfKjk up Government grants in schona s which 
may ni»t mature for some years or may Hnally ht‘ drop])e«l. It has Is'en found 
impossible for the Sanitary Kngineer f o say «b*finitely at the c-ommoncement of 
each year what schemes will actually bt' started during that year. In practice 
what has hapjxMied in the past is that at the coiiJiiieiiceni»*iit <»f the year the 
Financial Itepartmeiit obtains from the Sanitary Kngineer a list of the 
schemes which in his opini«in ar«* ino.st likely to coiin^ to a head <lnriiig the 
year. W e then w<»rry the l<Kral otfieers and tlie niunicipaliries and tunleav- 
onr to urge them forward and g«»t the sclsMues started. As scxin as a 
scheme is within rt*asonahh* clistanee of starting, we hand over the grant 
which Government has decided to make. I have iiere a list of schemes of 
■water-supply and drainage, tlie total estimated cost f)f which is Hs. 

Ijiadilition t<» these, the .Sanitary Kngine<*r lias further detailed schemes of 
drainagf amounting to Hs. 14,Uo,tH>0 and sketch proi«*cts aitiounting to 
Hs. 1 MM(. Till'tlelay is not dm» to any reluctance <»m tin- part of Govern¬ 

ment t<t give grants. In tin* coming year we have prnvidod altogether for 
about 2.S laklis. of which only fif lakhs come from the (iovernment of India's 
n<-n-riMMirring grant of biklis, ami wi* are prt'pareil to give not only 6^ lakhs 
but ]trol.al>iy 20 lakhs as assistance to sehemes of water-supply and drainage, 
it' only tin* schemes can he ])Ushed forwartl to a stage iit whicli it is possible 
foe (bivt fimmiit to t;iv(* grants ; (iovernment «»idy rispiires to be satisfied that 
an\ project for which it is asked to giv(> a grant is jirofessionally aiul finan¬ 
cially souini and. in order to makt' tin* grants go as far as possilde, a rough 
rub* ii.'is t.ccn ailopted that lln» umiiicijiality concerned must provide for two- 
thinU of the cost. 

■ 1 trust that the (\>uiicil will see that it is in>l practicable for Govern- 
nit*ni to draw up in advance a list of the pr.tjecls to wliich it proposes to give 
grants during tin* coining year. Tt is against the finaiuunl rules in the (Jivil 
Account < '.“Ic to pay a grant until it is about to be utilised, ■iiul it is t>bvioiJslj 
in tin* inT<‘re-.tof the PiMvincc that the availal'li* money sliall be given to 
th ost* sciitMitcs which arc* ready f<ir execution, ainl it wouhl be inadvisable 
defer giving th** money till the following year nn>rcly in ortler that a list of 
such sell, mes might be prepareii. I should bi> glad t(' provide any Tlon’ble 
MoJuber at ;iny time with information roganliiig tlie grants already given in 
anv vear or canii.arked in that viuir. but at tin* present iiionient tht*re are only 
t w'o'K(*in*nn*s which aia* bef.tre (i<>vi*rnment fora grant. In these circum- 
Htanci's 1 liop*' the Hoti'idc Member will see his wav to withdraw his 
r«»«o|uti<>n. 

Tin* Hon iu.k lUtu St KKM'KA N.M Jl H.WKK.U Said : — 

" Mv Lord. 1 »|uitc apiireeiate tin* difficulties of the (iovernment and I quite 
uinlerstand that itt tlii.s matti'r there Can ho no difference of interest as 
het we«*n t lie Government ami tmrselves. What 1 w’aa g<^>iug to suggest is 
(his : Tltnt I might for tin* pimsent withdraw the motion aud move it fowarvi 
again wln-n t he (iovernmenl has more time to consider the varioua projects 
which arc h.*fi>re them for <*onsitl»'ration. W ill that be acceptable to the 
Hon'ble Member in charf^ «'f the Ihqiartment ? f am prepared to withdraw 
it for the present and bring it forward when the Goverameot ia in a better 
poaition t»> doci.le on the schemes which we have outlined.” 
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The Hon’ble Nawah SiiAMs^-tTL-HiTDA said :— 

“ My Lord, if the Hon’ble Memlier withdraws the resolution, it may be 
open to him at any time to bring forward a fresh resolution and if at that 
time the Government is in a position to meet his wishes there will l*e no 
disposition on the piirt of the Government not to do so.”

” My Lord, if the Government will approach us in a sympathetic spirit 
and tiy to meet us half way when we bring it forward again I think that 
would be an acceptable assurance. ”

OliaraOtOr the Season.— Tin* rainfall in September, though 
below the normal, was gi*iieral and sutVicient for the sowings of the crops in 
normal time. In October the rainfall was in excess of the normal. There 
were good showers of rain in tlie heginning of November which favoured the 
growth of the crops. During l)ec*ember there was no rain, and insufficient 
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rainfall In January adversely affected the growth of the crops. The rainfall 
in February, being general over the Province, improved prospects in many 
places, but being excessive in some places caused some damage. The 
season on the whole, though better than last year, has not been up to average. 

AoroaEO-—"I'he normal area under the different rahi crops in the 
Province dealt with in the forecast is estimated at 8,832,800 acres. The 
area actually sown this year is reported to be 3,109,300 acres against 
3,169,200 acres last year which shows a slight decrease. 314,700 acres are 
.reported to b ? under summer (boro) rice this year against 316,900 acres 
last year. 

Outturn.—Estimated proceutage of outturn in the 16 districts-^where 
the crop is most important is as follows :—Bakarganj 100, Hurd wan and 
Mymonsingh 93, Jalpaiguri 91, Malda and Tippera 90, Dacca 87, Pabna 86, 
Murshidabad 83. Rangpur 77. .lessore and Noakhali 76, Midnapore 75, Nadia 
69, Faridpur 65, and Rajshahi 58. 

According to the estimate of the district ofticers the outturn of the 
different rabi crops for the Province as a whole wtirks out to 83 pi*r cent. (»f 
the normal against 79 per cen:. last year. 

Accepting 90 jx^r cent, as tlie outturn of summer rice, the gross yield 
of the crop for the Provinet*, on the basis t>f a iioniial yield of l.‘t^ inaunds 
of clean grain per acre, is estimated at 2.809,20<) cwts. against 2.797,400 cwts. 
last year. The increase works out to 0’4 pt*r cent, tally.

Summary .—During the week under review slight rain fell in ten districts. Rain 
is badly wanted throughout the province.

The 
harvesting of rahi crops and the pre.ssiug of sugarcane have been completed. The avemgo 
price of common rice for the province has risen by about a half per cent. Scarcity of 
fodder is reported from Cliandpur subdivision of Tippera. Cattle-disease is reporteil from 
parts of Nadia, Murshidabad, Khulna. Kajshahi, MaUla, Dacca and Mymensiiigh.

41) 
or of Us. 2.'j is alsi. allowed for each fmndatioiier for an outfit on joining a 
boarding school or an orp'ianag). a'* l.i.* c-it>j may be.

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V. Inspection .—The Revd. Father A. Van de Mergel, 8.J., was appointed 
Visiting (Tovernor for the first-half, and re-appointcni to the same office for 
the second-half, of the year. His reports were satisfaetory.- _ Futher Van-^ 
Morgel stated in his first report that he’ found everything in a satisfactoiy 
state and heard no complaints worth mentioning, In his sec md report he 
again stated tliat, as far as he was aide to ascertain, everything was in a very 
satisfactory etmdition. except that there had been an outbreak of enteric 
fever at one of tlie schools, and three of the Bruce wards fell victims to it, 
but that all danger seemed to have passed at the time of his visit. 

VT. Meetings .—Four meetings were held during the year, and amoiig 
the various resolutions passed tlie following may be noted :— 

(1) That the scholarship money of Bruce foundationers should be 

utilised for the benefit of the holder. The scholarship should 
bedrnwn by the sehiH)l authorities. A portion of it. if thought 
desirable, should l)e .allotted, in consultation with the Visiting 
Governor, for immediate use. such as payment of f*«es for 
special instruction <»r for a little pocket-money to the girl, and 
the balance should be banked in her name. 

(2) That the Visiting Governor should make enquiries, on the occasion 

of his visits to sclunds. as to whether there were any cases 
where the circumstances of parents or guardians of wards of 
the Bruce Institution ha«l changetl for the better, and should 
report such cases to the Governors for any action they might 
tbmk dcsirabh*.

The weather continued hot and sultry accompanietl in many places by a high 
yfind. The average price of common rice rose by about one per cent, daring the week. 
Scarcity of fodder is reported from some parts of Tippcra and cattle-diseiise from parts of 
Murshidabad, Khulmi, Burdwan, Birbhum, Bankum, Ihingpur, Malda, Mymenslngh and 
Noakhali.
